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Anti-drug unit: is it a menace or a meaningful answer?

Less than three years ago, a new ab- 


breviation - MEG - joined LSD, PCP 
and others in the Jargon of the suburban 
drug culture. 


MEG, short for Metropolitan Narcotics 


and 
Dangerous Drugs Enforcement 


Group, was a new secret police organiza- 
tion that sent long-haired plainclothes 
agents out on the streets in search of 
drug suppliers, 


MEG has since become the largest un- 


dercover drug enforcement agency in the 
country, responsible for hundreds of ar- 
rests. It claims growing success in halt- 
ing distribution of dangerous drugs in 
Cook County suburbs. 


Evaluating those claims is difficult be- 


cause MEG operates largely without 
public scrutiny. Its records are not rou- 
tinely available for inspection and even 
its three headquarters are hidden behind 
CIA-type front businesses in suburban of- 
fice buildings, 


A UNIVERSITY OF Illinois professor 


given access to MEG records now says 
the agency is arresting primarily mari- 
juana users rather than narcotics push- 
ers and is violating the civil rights of 
hundreds of persons. 


Prof. John A. Webster's study, pre- 


pared for the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission's evaluation of MEG fund- 
ing, sparked a five-hour debate at a Feb- 
ruary meeting of the ILEC. It has also 
promopted a vigorous attack on Webster 
and his conclusions from John Hinchy, 
MEG director. 


Webster, who runs the criminal justice 


program at Circle Campus in Chicago, 
spent a month studying MEG at the 
request of the state commission. Among 
his conclusions was that 2 Vk-year-old 
MEG is "an experiment that resulted in 
a total failure" and a "ripoff of Cook 
County taxpayers." 


David Fogel, executive director of the 


ILEC, called Webster's evaluation "slop- 
py" and "strewn with editorials." Web- 
ster's conclusions, Fogel said, are not 


supported by the data he collected. 


WEBSTER RESPONDED by charging 


Fogel with cutting important information 
out of the report. Fogel then replied that 
the editing was necessary to protect 
MEG agents and informers and to re- 
move unwarranted editorializing by Web- 
ster. 


The state commission, which oversees 


distribution of federal money to Illinois 
police agencies, reaffirmed its support of 
the MEG concept, despite Webster's crit- 
icism, by approving funds for three new 
MEG-type agencies downstate. 
j 


But the commission is also setting up 


new guidelines to govern the MEGs, 
many of them aimed at correcting the 
practices Webster criticized in his eval- 
uation. One new restriction will require 
monitoring of each MEG agency by an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent. 


More guidelines are being considered 


by an ILEC committee that will meet 
this Friday. They are expected to'focus 
on permissible search and seizure activi- 


ties, on what types of persons MEG can 
recruit as informers and on conditions 
under which a person arrested by MEG 
can be "turned" to become an informer. 


HERE ARE SOME of Webster's major 


charges and responses from Hinchy. 
Webster's accusations are compiled both 
from his report and from comments he 
made at the February ILEC meeting. 
Hinchy's responses 
come from 
that 


meeting and from a Herald interview: 


• "MEG has not been able to substan- 


tially affect the flow of drugs, particular- 
ly hard drugs, at the dealer and dis- 
tributor level," Webster said. He accused 
MEG of focusing on marijuana users, 
basing the charge on his finding that 45 
per cent of all the drugs analyzed by lab- 
oratories for MEG was marijuana. 


He said that only three arrests ac- 


counted for almost half of the marijuana 
collected in 135 arrests and that in 67 of 
those arrests less than one ounce of 
marijuana was seized. "MEG is involved 


almost exclusively in transactions with 
those using very small amounts of drugs 
which means they arrest few offenders 
above the street user level," Webster 
concluded. 


Hinchy denied MEG agents seek out 


marijuana users. He said the pre- 
ponderence of marijuana seizures results 
when MEG agents seize the drug while 
on raids primarily aimed at heroin or 
LSD. 


He accused Webster of using the raw 


data on the amount of marijuana seized 
for-'statistical masturbation." 


The number of charges for possession 


of marijuana are also high, but MEG 
agents will file more than one charge 
against a drug trafficker and that often 
possession of marijuana is a secondary 
charge, Hinchy said. 


~A pusher with two pounds of marijuana 
to sell to high school students would just 
as willingly sell them heroin or hallucino- 


gens if he had access to those drugs, Hin- 
chy said. 


ILEC took a middle ground in the 


marijuana arrest dispute by voting to set 
a policy that MEG agents should strive 
for hard drug enforcement and leave 
marijuana law enforcement to local po- 
lice, except where marijuana enforce- 
ment is necessary in seeking hard drug 
pushers. 


WEBSTER CHARGED MEG is wrong to 
use juveniles as informants in seeking 
out drug pushers. "It's improper to use 
police organizations supported by tax 
collars to create among young people 
this kind of spy activity," Webster said. 


ILEC Commissioner Bernard Weisberg 


seemed to agree with Webster. "Do w« 
want LEAA (Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration) money to be used 
to recruit a 14-year-old as an informer? 
In general I should think no," Weisberg 
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Withhold salaries., establish code of ethics 
Village plans future steps 
in dealing with corruption

The Village of Wheeling is planning to 


take two steps as a result of the current 
scandal stemming from a federal grand 
jury investigation into official village 
corruption. 
, Village Atty. Paul Hamer said the vil- 
lage board is waiting for the current in- 


vestigation to end so it may request state 
legislation that would allow the salaries 
of indicted officials to be withheld. 


Currently, the village is continuing to 


pay Building Director William Bieber his 
$21,500-a-year salary while he is on leave 
of absence awaiting trial. Bieber is 
charged with 14 counts, including ex- 


faculty council reaches 
impasse on contract talks

The Wheeling Faculty Council has de- 


clared an impasse on the 1974-75 contract 
negotiations for Dist. 21 teachers and re- 
quested the assistance of a federal 
mediator in reaching an agreement with 
the school board. 


The WFC bargainining team called the 


impasse Monday night after the fifth 
negotiating session In the past four 
months. 


In a statement to The Herald Tuesday, 


Margo Richter, sixth-grade teacher at 
Stevenson 
School 
in Wheeling and 


spokesman for the WFC bargaining 
team, explained the group's reason for 
halting the talks. 


"We made a proposal with an increase 


In salaries of approximately 12.2 per 
cent. That figure is based on what we 
believed is necessary for a fair and equi- 
table distribution of the monies avail- 
able." said Miss Richter. "An increase of 
this size is necessary to make Dist. 21 
salaries reasonable comparable to those 
in surrounding areas." 


"THE PROPOSAL also includes an in- 


crease of $50 per yer to the salary paid 
to teachers for extra duties. These duties 
include coaching, drama, chorus, etc. 
The Wheeling Faculty Council proposal, 
which totals 12.43 per cent, is $9,418 over 
the flat 12 per cent offered by the board. 
The Wheeling Faculty Council feels that 
limiting negotiations to arbitrary flat 
percentage figures fails to deal with the 
real problem constructively." 


Dist. 21 Associate Supt. John Barger 


heads the negotiating team for the school 


board but could not be raached for com- 
ment Tuesday. 


Supt. Kenneth Gill, however, said the 


real problem in the stalemate is the 
WFC request for the raise in extra duty 
pay. Depending on the activities they su- 
pervise, local teachers currently make 
between $450 and $1,000 per year in extra 
duty salaries. 


Gijl refused to elaborate on the issue of 


extra duty pay until after the entire con- 
tract dispute is discussed by the school 
board Thursday night at its regular 
meeting. 


COMMENTING ON the stalemate, Gill 


said only, "We thought it was a pretty 
substantial increase we were offering, I 
think it's regrettable that the WFC would 
take an impasse position at this time." 


According to the superintendent, the 


impasse could be broken at any time if 
the WFC approached the school board to 
reopen talks. 


If the impasse stands, Miss Richter 


and Barger have agreed to name a 
mediator within the next 10 days. The 
person must be hired from the Federal 
Mediation Service and arbitration fees 
will be shared by the two sides. 


Both Miss Richter and Gill said they 


did not anticipate an impasse in this 
year's talks. 


"We had good intentions of settling 


yesterday (Monday)," Miss Richter said. 


The last time a federal mediator was 


called in to assist with negotiations on 
the Dist. 21 teacher contract was in 1971, 
when talks stretched on for eight months 
before an agreement was reached.

THE BUILDING director was one of 


six former and present Wheeling and 
Cook County officials indicted Jan. 31 fol- 
lowing a grand jury probe into shake- 
downs of Wheeling developers. Two of 
the six, both co-defendants with Bieber, 
have already pleaded guilty. 


The village board also is considering a 


code of ethics for elected and appointed 
officials which would prohibit conflicts of 
interests, the taking of gifts or bribes, 
and other unethical conduct. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the 


concern for the code of ethics is a direct 
outgrowth of the ongoing investigation. 
"I don't think I would have been quite as- 
concerned about a code of ethics if it we- 
ren't for the investigation," he said. 


Passolt said the proposed code relies 


on state statute for enforcement, and is 
therefore a weaker code than originally 
proposed. He said that while the code 
will not prevent future corruption, it is a 
step in the right direction. 


Both proposed actions came to light at 


Monday night's board meeting. The code 
of ethics drawn up by Hamer was pre- 
sented to the trustees for review. The 
trustees also asked Hamer to give the 
first public explanation of the board's ac- 
tion following Bieber's indictment. 


ACCORDING TO Hamer, the village's 


prime concern was to remove Bieber 
from a decision-making position until 
charges against him were resolved. He 
said that if the village withheld Bieber's 
salary, Bieber could have instituted 
court proceedings and been reinstated as 
building director. 


The attorney said that until the state 


grants local governments the power to 
withhold the salaries of indicted officials, 
the village would be liable to court action 
by suspending pay. He said currently 
only home-rule communities have the 
power to withhold salaries in such cases. 


"We felt to enact such an ordinance, 


even if we had the statutory authority, 
might interfere with or jeopardize the in- 
vestigations," Hamer said. "We will seek 
such statutory authority on the com- 
pletion of investigation " 


Hamer said that if the state does not 


act on the request in a "reasonable"

Portuguese Socialist leader Mario Soares said yesterday 


Portugal is in danger of losing its newly won democracy by 
an overabundance of political parties. "I want to make an 
appeal for small groups to join the big ones," he said, add- 
ing: "If they don't we won't succeed. Our democracy will be 
destroyed." 


N. Viet gunners hit Cambodian plane 


North Vietnamese gunners hit a Cambodian air force DC 3 


yesterday over South Vietnam, forcing the plane to land at 
the provincial capital of Tay Ninh along the Cambodian-South 
Vietnamese border. There was only slight damage, and no 
injuries. The Saigon command, meanwhile, reported Commu- 
nist forces moved in on the provlcial capital of Tarn Ky 
under cover of a 300-round mortar barrage that killed a civil- 
ian.

Minor radiation contamination at O'Hare 


A small area of a freight terminal at O'Hare International 


Airport was contaminated with low-level radiation Tuesday 
when a shipping container was crushed by a fork lift, a 
spokesman for the Atomic Energy Commission said. An AEC 
spokesman said it presented "no hazard to the health and 
safety of the public." 


Chicago teacher group submits demands 
The Chicago Teachers Association, representing 18,000 


teachers, presented a list of about 15 proposals to the Board 
of Education yesterday. A spokesman said there would be a 
strike if negotiations failed to produce a satisfactory contract. 
The proposals included demands for a maximum 28 students 
per class, a grievance procedure for handling overcrowded 
schools, and "adequate salary increases." 


Carey asks OK of $1.7 million grant 


Cook County State's Attorney Bernard Carey has asked the 


Illinois Law Enforcement Commission to approve a $1.7 mil- 
lion grant to speed up the wheels of justice. The money, plus 
$96,000 In matching state funds, would be used largely to 
finance the salaries of 76 new employes, including 44 assistant 
state's attorneys, with the aim of bringing accused felons to 
court within 60 days of their arrest. 


School aid funding pressure builds 


Legislative pressure on Gov. Daniel Walker to fully fund 


the new school aid formula in this fiscal year mounted yester- 
day when the House Appropriations Committee voted, 25-0, to 
spend $12.3 million more than Walker would like. The bill 
went to the full House. Last week the Senate passed on anoth- 
er unanimous vote, a $12.7 million bill for the same purpose.

SLA bomb-making evidence found 


It was reported yesterday that investigators in San Fran- 


cisco have found evidence that Symbionese Liberation Army 
members may have manufactured a bomb in the hideout they 
abandoned last month. Hundreds of shotgun shells and rifle 
and carbine cartridges — with pellets and powder removed — 
were left in the apartment. One source said "Together it was 
the makings of a pretty good bomb." 


Probe aerosol products for vinyl chloride 
The government began an investigation yesterday to deter- 


mine if aerosol products, including such things as furniture 
polishes and window cleaners, contain vinyl chloride, a sus- 
pected cause of a rare liver cancer. The Consumer Product 
Safety Commission said it would soon propose a ban on the 
use of vinyl chloride as a propellent in aerosol products under 
its control, 


House rejects metric system conversion 
The House Tuesday rejected a proposal to set up machinery 


for the voluntary conversion to the metric system of weights 
and measures over a 10-year period. The measure was de- 
feated on a 240-153 roll call vote after opponents charged it 
would cost $60 billion to convert to the system.

Investors remained noncommital in view of rising interest 


rates, and stock prices turned mixed after a modest rally 
attempt on the New York Stock Exchange. The Dow Jones 
average climbed 2.27 to 847.15. Declines pulled ahead of ad- 
vances toward the close, 705 to 654, of the 1,763 issues traded. 
Sales totaled 10,710,000 shares, up from the 9,450,000 shares 
the previous session.

Kissinger in 
crucial step 
of mission 


From United Press International 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


held a meeting with Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko on Cyprus Tues- 
day and then flew to Jerusalem for a 
new Israeli compromise proposal for a 
military disengagement with Syria. 


It was the beginning of a crucial 48 


hours for Kissinger's mission to the 
Middle East. 


A high official said aboard his plane 


that by the end of it, Kissinger should 
know better whether he can complete the 
disengagement agreement on this trip. 
The official said it was "very likely" 
that Kissinger would make 'some prog- 
ress now and have to return to complete 
the accord later. 


Kissinger will fly to Damascus 


Wednesday with what was expected to be 
an Israeli offer to withdraw from some- 
thing more than the territory it captured 
in the October war in return for Syrian 
concessions and a disengagement agree- 
ment. 


There was no report on what Kissinger 


and Gromyko said in their three-hour 
meeting other than that half the time 
was spent discussing the Middle East 
and the other half on questions that 
President Nixon will discuss when he vis- 
its Moscow in June, principally strategic 
arms limitation. 


PASSING SOME shattered buildings, Indian troops pa- 
trol the riot-torn streets of the Sadar Bazar market area 
in New Delhi.

capital in 27 years. Ten people died in the outbreak.

Nixon: soaring interest bad, but... 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Nixon Tuesday pronounced record high 
interest rates unpleasant but necessary 
anti-inflation tools and huddled with eco- 
nomic advisers on other moves to curb 
the biggest cost of living increases in a 
generation. 


An annual inflation rate of 14 per cent 


during the first quarter of the year, 
coupled with a slowdown of business ac- 
tivity, has caused considerable White 
House concern over the economic out- 
look. 


Presidential 
spokesman Gerald L. 


Warren said Nixon would announce later 
this week a program for dealing with 
housing, one of the most troublesome 
areas of the economy. 


Meeting for two hours with the Presi- 


dent wee Budget Director Roy Ash, 
Chairman Herbert Stein of the Council of 
Economic Advisors, outgoing Treasury 
Secretary George P. Shuttz and William 
E. Simon, the former energy czar who 
will be sworn in Wednesday as Shultz' 
replacement. 


Secretary James T. Lynn of Housing 


and Urban Development also sat in on a 
portion of the meeting to discuss the 


housing program, expected to be an- 
nounced Thursday. 


The White House released no details on 


the meeting. 


But Stein later told a symposium on 


world-wide inflation that the American 
public must share the blame for the 
runaway cost of living because of unwil- 
lingness to accept 'the alternatives of 
higher unemployment, tax increases and 
other remedies. 


Warren said Nixon was concerned 


about the rise of the prime interest rate 
to a record 11 per cent "but realizes 


there must be a mixture of monetary 
and fiscal policies when our primary con- 
cern is combating inflation." 


This reflects presidential approval of 


the announcement by the independent 
Federal Reserve Board last week that it 
intended to follow a tight money policy 
even at the risk of further slowing the 
economy. 


Warren said the economic advisers 


met over the weekend to discuss such 
issues as unemployment and cost of liv- 
ing increases, and wanted to pass the re- 
sults on to the President. 


The troubled state of the economy has 


been one of Nixon's most persistent prob- 
lems while he tries to underline his lead- 
ership abilities despite the Watergate 
scandals. 


In a weekend speech at Phoenix, Ariz., 


Nixon said he was optimistic about the 
economy despite dislocations caused by 
the energy shortage. He predicted that 
1974 would wind up being a good year, 
1975 a better year and "1976 will be (he 
best year America's ever had economic- 
ally.

John Glenn featured as 
4 states hold primaries

Maverick John Glenn, bucking the 


state party and organized labor, Tuesday 
battled Sen. Howard Metzenbaum for 
O h i o ' s Democratic senatorial nomi- 
nation. It was the featured match as four 
states held election primaries. 


Glenn, the 52-year-old former astro- 


naut, was making his third bid to win the 
Democratic nomination for the Senate.

George C. Wallace's bid for an over- 
whelming mandate from the state's 
Democrats for a third term, which could 
be the stepping-stone for one more at- 
tempt at the presidency. 


Although a sure winner, Wallace has 


campaigned hard despite being para- 
lyzed from the waist down, spending 
more than $300,000 in an effort to partial- 


ly shed his image as a diehard segrega- 
tionist.

ic nomination for senator in North Caro- 
lina. Ranked as the favorite to fill the 
post created by ithe retirment of Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin Jr. was state Atty. Gen. 
Robert Morgan. William E. Stevens, a 
furniture company executive, was heavi- 
ly favored to win the GOP nomination. 


Indiana selects its senatorial candi-

Birch Bayh and Indianapolis Mayor 
Richard Lugar certain of nomination. In 
the primary, seven GOP incumbents and 
four Democratic incumbents were seek- 
ing renomination.

said at the February ILEC meeting. 


Hinchy defended MEG's use of inform- 


ers under the age of 17 at least in a few 
specific cases He pointed out that MEG 
has oniy nine informers younger than 17 
years old, out of Its total of 297. He said 
the agency only arrests juveniles if they 
are actually dealing in narcotics and that 
before a juvenile can give information to 
MEG the agency requires signed per- 
mission from parents. 


Hinchy also denied that MEG agents 


approach juveniles and ask them to in- 
form on their friends. Instead, he said, 
juvenile informers often have come to 
MEG or to a local police department 
wanting to volunteer Information. 


"When there are young dealers selling 


to even younger kids I feel morally 
bound to get them arrested before they 
can do more harm," Hinchy said. 


He said the only 14-year-old MEG in- 


former was a girl who looked 24 and was 
addicted to heroin. Although the girl nev- 
er did help MEG agents to find her sup- 
plier, Hinchy said, some of the juveniles 
police had arrested with her several 
years ago were just recently arrested as 
adults by MEG agents for selling heroin 
and hallucinogenic drugs In the same 
suburb. 


MEG AGENTS failed to file charges 


against 26.4 per cent of the people they 
arrested, Webster said. Persons taken 
into custody by MEG agents should bo 
fully processed and charged according to 
violations committed by them, because 
people MEG has arrested and not 
charged could be denied future employ- 
ment because of their arrest record, he 
said. 


Hinchy said MEG agents will often find 


a number of people in the room where 
drugs are present when they make an 
arrest. Until police question the suspects 
they cannot assign the possession of the 
drugs to any one person, he says. 


He explained lack of charges against 


some of those arrested because some of 
the cases would not hold up in court 
Persons arrested by not charged by 
MEG are usually released within two 
hours, Hinchy said. 


• MEG IS WRONG to swap freedom 


from prosecution for Information, Web- 
ster charged. 


He cited one case where MEG helped a 


drug user get back a drivers license sus- 
pended for driving under the influence of 
drugs and another where a local police 
department agreed not to charge a bur- 
glar in exchange for information on drug 
pushers. 


He told of observing a case in a judge's 


chambers where two men were promised 
charges against them would be set aside 
if they became informers. 


Webster said that he found 23 instances 


where persons arrested by MEG had be- 
come Informers for the agency within 
one or two weeks. 


Hinchy argued that an undercover 


drug organization has little alternative 
but to make deals. 


'There's no way we can work without 


Informants. If somebody helps us, sure 
I'll help him fix a traffic ticket. We can't 
have police officers actually taking drugs 
in order to track down pushers," Hinchy 
said. 


• WEBSTER CHARGED that MEG 


needs accountability to a political subdi- 
vision of government. The agency should 
be directly under the Cook County Sher- 
iff, he said. 


Hinchy and the ILEC both argue that 


the Cook County Sheriff already has re- 
sponsibility for the agency because he is 
project director and the recipient of the 
federal grant funds for MEG. 


• MEG SPENDS TOO much time try- 


ing to recruit other communities to con- 
tribute a police officer to the program, 
Webster charged. 


Hinchy said because of county-wide 


drug problems, MEG needs local sup- 
port. It cannot expect federal funding, 
forever, he said. "There are 123 towns in 
Cook County. Why haven't they put a 
man in?" he asks. 


The dispute goes beyond philosophical 


differences, however. Hinchy contests al- 
most all of the statistical figures com- 
piled by Webster. In many cases, how- 
ever, the percentage comparisons calcu- 
lated by Webster work out to similar fig- 
ures using Hinchy's raw data. 


One area where the percentages differ, 


however, is MEG's conviction rate. Hin- 
chy said for the current fiscal year 
courts have convicted 65 per cent of 
those MEG has charged, and nine per 
cent have been found not guilty. Cases 
against the balance of those charged 
have been dropped, he said, primarily 
because they have been convicted on oth- 
er counts, because they are acting as in- 
formers for MEG or because the person 
charged went into military service. 


Webster, however, said for the current 


fiscal year his statistical tabulations re- 
veal that 44 per cent of the arrests re- 
sulted in convictions while another 44 per 
cent of those arrested were either found 
not guilty or the charges were dropped. 


IN BOTH SETS of statistics, however, 


there are included a large number of 
cases still awaiting trial 


In his written evaluation, Webster went 


on in detail to criticize the entire struc- 
ture of MEG. He said it is a waste of 
money for MEG to have offices in three 
high rise buildings and to lease sports- 
cars for agents' use. He says the dress of 
agents in "old army jackets, dungarees, 
beards and long hair" makes them con- 
spicuous in the office building setting. 


He points to the irony that "these 


people (agents) have those sportscars, 


beautiful autos for their person and pri- 
vate use and the kind of people that they 
are arresting are the people who . . . I 
suspect, have kind of ramshackle autos." 


Accusing MEG of being a local ex- 


ample of the nationwide "drug -abuse in- 
dustrial complex" which works only to 
perpetuate itself, he questions the motive 
of the Cook County Sheriff in providing 
more than half of the policemen for the 
agency. 


Webster said that as unincorporated 


areas shrink the sheriff's office is going 
to be out of a job. He urged ILEC to look 
at the sheriff's "generosity" in assigning 
26 men salaried by the county to MEG. 


CALLING FOR THE training of MEG 


agents in "civil rights and the rights of 
the individual," the professor charged 
that MEG's existence can't be justified 
just because the agency functions ef- 
ficiently. 


"Well, damn it, we are not particularly 


interested in measuring . . . efficiency in, 
police work I mean we have seen effi- 
ciency in Hitler's Germany, we have 
seen efficiency in Russia . . .," he told 
the ILEC, 


Hinchy replied that the undercover of- 


fices and leased autos are necessary for 
MEG agents to be able to infiltrate the 
drug culture. The ILEC's John Fahne- 
stock, a police specialist, agrees pointing 
out that many informers refuse to go to a 
police station. 


Contesting all of Webster's allegations 


about the motivations behind MEG, Hin- 
chy explained that individual suburban 
police departments banded together to 
form the agency in 1971 precisely be- 
cause they could not deal with drug 
pushers individually. 


Hinchy said his goal is to end drug 


traffic to such an extent that MEG can 
go out of business. 


"IT'S UNIMPORTANT to me or to my 


agents whether people criticize us. We 
don't have to justify our existence. I'm 
not building an empire," he said, saying 
that he can always return to his job as a 
Chicago police lieutenant. 


"What we're doing is trying to stop 


kids from becoming addicted when there 
is no way of treating it," Hinchy ex- 
plained 


"We've stepped on some toes," he ad- 


mitted, by arresting individuals from 
prominent families including one drug 
dealer in Barrington whose butler greets 
drug buyers at the door. 


But MEG is meeting a need, Hinchy 


said "Who sits in judgment of us? Ask 
the parents of children admitted to Lu- 
theran General Hospital's psychiatric 
ward suffering from drug flashbacks," 
he said. 


"Prior to MEG there was no concerted 


effort to cope with the (narcotics) deal- 
ers," he said, pointing out that MEG has 
seized drugs in the last eight months 
which, it estimates, have a street value 
of more than $5% million. 


Hinchy is sharply critical of Webster's 


evaluation which he says was not very 
thoroughly researched. He points out 
that Webster not only misspelled his 
CHinchy's) name in the evaluation, but 
also spent only 10 minutes talking to Hin- 
chy in preparation of the evaluation. 
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Undercover 
unit had its 
start here 


The Metropolitan Narcotics and Dan- 


gerous Drugs Enforcement Group began 
2V2 years ago when 19 North and North- 
west suburban police chiefs banded to- 
gether to attempt to stop illegal narcotics 
sales in the suburban area. 


MEG originally made arrests only in 


those 19 communities. Today, however, 
the undercover unit operates throughout 
Cook County with the inclusion of 25 
Cook County Sheriff's policemen in the 
agency. 


MEG agents say as they have gotten 


into the suburban drug culture more and 
more drug pushers have begun to recog- 
nize the agency. 


But because MEG operates out of CIA- 


type front businesses (including one in 
the Northwest suburbs) and because 
MEG agents keep a low profile, few citi- 
zens outside the culture know much 
about MEG. 


MEG IS RUN by a council of police 


chiefs which acts as its board of direc- 
tors. 


Each of the 26 communities that con- 


tribute one police officer to the program 
are represented on the board, as is Cook 
County Sheriff Richard Elrod. 


The sheriff also is project director for 


MEG and has been given over-all fiscal 
responsibility for the agency by the Illi- 
nois Law Enforcement Commission. 


On a day-to-day basis, MEG is run by 


operating director John Hinchy, a Chi- 
cago police lieutenant with 18 years ex- 
perience on leave from the city depart- 
ment. 


The salaries of the 51 MEG agents are 


paid by their respective departments. 


Federal grant funds administered to 


MEG by the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission pay Hinchy's salary, and 
salaries of an administrative assistant, 
one of the two assistant state's attorneys 
assigned to MEG, and the clerical staff. 


Federal funds also cover rental of of- 


fice space in the three suburban loca- 
tions, operating expenses, radio and of- 
fice equipment, leased automobiles, and 
money to use in buying drugs in order to 
establish cases or to use in buying infor- 
mation.

health to work with the Wheeling Community Blood Plan 
sponsored by the local Jaycees. 


The direction came in response to a letter from Lelani

the organizations failed to respond to a request for blood 
donors despite the fact that the blood plan is a community 
project. 


The plan, now in its second year, will end this winter if the 


Jaycees fail to collect 700 pints of blood. This figure repre- 
sents about four per cent of the village population, the 
amount nationally estimated to cover all blood replacement 
needs. 


To date, the Jaycees have collected only 230 pints, and 


must find an additional 470 pints to meet their quota. There 
are two blood drawings scheduled later in the year.

Village part of 13-unit police network 


The Wheeling Police Department, in 


conjunction with 12 other North suburban 
police departments, has formed a region- 
al communication network. 


It now will apply to the Illinois Law 


Enforcement Commission for funding of 
the network. 


The 13 police departments will use four 


ultra-high frequency radio waves under 
the North Regional Telecommunications 
System (Norcom), The use of the special 
frequencies will mean clearer and easier 
communication between policemen, po- 


lice vehicles and police stations. 


The system would eliminate radio con- 


gestion as was partially responsible for 
the 1972 disappearance and subsequent 
murder of Hillside Patrolman Anthony 
Raymond. In the Raymond case, his ra- 
dio message giving a description of the 
car he had stopped was interrupted by 
another department's radio call. 


In this respect, the system Wheeling 


hopes to obtain will be similar to the 
Central Dispatch System now being used 
by the police departments of Arlington 


Township to repay $99,000 
in revenue sharing funds 


by JERRY THOMAS 


Elk Grove Township owes the Federal 


Office of Revenue Sharing $99,000 be- 
cause figures submitted to the federal of- 
fice by township officials were incorrect. 


After discovering the mistake, federal 


officials informed the township they also 
were only entitled to receive $186,000 of 
the $306,000 revenue sharing money the 
township budgeted to spend during 1974. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall said 


an "overstated tax figure" on application 
forms sent to the federal office is respon- 
sible for what he called a "governmental 
error." 


THE OFFICE of Revenue Sharing con- 


tends it was the township's mistake. 


"not only did the application error af- 


fect that period of payment (where the 
township received the $99.000 over- 
payment), but it changes how much 
money we estimated we would get this 
coming peri'd of entitlement from July 1, 
1974 to June 30,1975," said Hall. 


Hall said the township will receive only 


$86,018 of the $186,000 it is entitled to dur- 
ing the 1974-1975 period. 


The federal office, using the corrected 


form, determined that the townshp 
should receive the $186,000. Instead of 
sending the full amount, $86,000 was de- 
ducted as reimbursement for the over- 
payment and the township was directed 
to send the federal office a check for 
$12,912 to make up for the remainder, 
Hall said. 


HALL SAID he could not 


how the error happened. He contends 
that the township sent in a correct tax 
figure when it made out the forms. The 
tax figure, with other statistics, is used 
to determine how much money the town- 
ship received in revenue funds. 


"Somehow they got an overstated fig- 


ure, around $557,000, which is almost 
double our $359,000 tax total," he said, 


A clerk at the township office said 


"gosh knows who prepared the forms. 
The first ones were done by the older 
supervisor and the latest forms have the 
present supervisor's (Hall) signature. 
But he gets the figures from our auditor, 
I think." 


Alan Shepard, area coordinator, office 


of revenue sharing, said "I don't think 
the township overstated the tax figure on 
purpose 
" 


SHEPARD SAID it is a common error 


to claim taxes not legitimately allowed. 
He said his office does not see the actual 
forms sent in by township officials. "We 
get the tax figures from the Bureau of 
Census." 


Hall said the auditors must now re- 


consider how the township will spend the 
$86,000 it will get. 


The auditors allocated the following ex- 


penditures for the expected $300,000: 
Public safety, $10,000; Flood control, 
$100,000; Mental Health $50,000; Social 
services for the poor and aged and a bus 
$100,000; office equipment and township 
building and grounds remodeling, $36,948, 
and financial administration of the reve- 


Heights, Mount Prospect and Elk Grove 
Village. The program also will be sim- 
ilar, according to Wheeling Police Chief 
Peter Gutilla, in that Wheeling police- 
men will have individual radios to carry 
with them at all times. 


THE BIGGEST difference in the two 


programs is that under Norcom each po- 
lice department will continue to dispatch 
its own policemen. Under the Central 
Dispatch plan, all policemen for the 
t h r e e communities are dispatched 
through a radio command headquarters 
in Arlington Heights. 


Guttilla said the new program would 


cost Wheeling about $4,040 for new, re- 
quired radio equipment. The remainder 
of the cost of the $70,000 equipment 
would come from an Illinois Law En- 
forcement Commission grant. Guttilla 
said the program could start in 11 to 12 
months.

time, the village will pass such an ordi- 
nance anyway. 


THE CODE OF ethics was originally 


proposed as a strong statement enabling 
the board to seek resignation if violated. 
Hamer, however, said the village did not 
have the legal authority to invoke such 
sanctions, and drew up a new code that 
relied on state statute. 


The attorney said the stronger code of 


ethics would have to wait until Wheeling 
reaches 25,000 population and becomes a 
home rule community. 


The new code prepared,by Hamer 


would prohibit village officials from hav- 
ing any interest in any village contract 
or work which that official may be called 
to act or vote upon. 


It prohibits officials from taking any 


money or gift which might influence his 
action in his official position. The code 
further says no official shall exceed his 
authority, breach the law or ask others 
to do so. 


The code will be reviewed by board 


members at an upcoming committee 
meeting. 


"We will get 21 portables (radios), 13 


mobile units for our cars and one base 
station," Guttilla said.

dio network, as many as 30 police cars 
could be called to an emergency scene as 
soon as they were needed.

Hein ignores 
conflict rap, 
backs parts firm 


Trustee William Hein ignored possible 


conflict-of-interest charges and voted to 
pay an auto parts firm owned by his 
family $4,253,65 for auto lift and align- 
ment equipment. 


The equipment was ordered in October 


from the low bidder, B. C. Auto Parts 
Inc. of Mundelein. Gordon P. Hein, the 
trustee's brother, is listed in state 
records as president of the company. 


Hein has been faced with repeated con- 


flict of interest charges since he is em- 
ployed by Wheeling Auto Parts Inc., 135 
S. Milwaukee Ave., a firm that does busi- 
ness with the village. State records show 
Gordon H. Hein, the trustee's father, as 
president of that firm. 


According to state law, no municipal 


officer shall be interested 'directly or in- 
directly" in any contract, work or busi- 
ness of the municipality. 


Despite the possible conflict, Hein 


voted in October to award the purchase 
of lift and alignment equipment to B. C. 
Auto Parts. Wheeling Auto Parts also bid 
on the purchase. 


Hein has maintained that there is no 


conflict since he has no interest in own- 
ership of the companies. He said he is a 
salaried employe at Wheeing Auto Parts, 
and therefore does not benefit from the 
village purchases. 


The trustee has continued to approve 


the payment of village monthly bills, de- 
spite the fact that this includes payment 
to both B. C. and Wheeling Auto Parts.

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Lt. Col. Hughes heads Harper physical plant 
Old soldiers never d 
they help our youth grow

Robert Hughes looks like a tough old 


soldier. 


With his crew cut and blunt way of 


speaking the first impression that you 
get of him is of the archtyplcal military 
man. And so you're not surprised when 
you find out he recently retired with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel in the U.S. 
Army (Reserve) Corps of Engineers. 


But Hughes, a resident of Elk Grove 


Village and director of the physical plant 
for Harper College, doesn't sound so 
tough or so old when he starts talking 
about education and teaching. 


BEFORE COMING TO Harper, 


Hughes taught engineering for four years 
at Malcolm X College in Chicago and, he 
says proudly, "In four years I only had 
one person drop out of my class, and he 
dropped out because his wife was sick." 


He says students in college today are 


"great," and adds, "If you give students 
the respect they deserve as intelligent 
young adults, you'll get it back as an 


Intelligent old adult. A college class is a 
vibrant, interesting and challenging ex- 
perience. There has been nothing in- 
vented since Plato and Sophocles that 
motivates like a good teacher." 


Since Hughes came to Harper in 1967 


to serve as the resident engineer to over- 
see construction of the campus, he has 
mostly been away from the classroom, 
but he does teach a class for the super- 
visors under 'his direction. "I know it's 
effective because I've lost some awfully 
good supervisors to other jobs," he says. 


Hughes served with the Array Corps of 


Engineers during World War II and 
Korea and attended college alter the war 
under the GI Bill. He says he spent a 
total of 31 years on active and reserve 
duty with the army because "I think ev- 
,ery citizen has a responsibility to his 
country and I was one of the fortunate 
ones who survived the war and got a col- 
lege education through the GI bill of 
rights and I didn't feel like I'd paid my 
country back." 


Many state hospitals 
bidding for rate hikes 


Eighty-one of the 2S8 hospitals in Illi- 


nois are seeking rate increases now that 
the federal wage and price controls on 
health care have been lifted, according 
to a spokesman for Blue Cross. 


Robert S. Petersen, senior vice presi- 


dent of hospital affairs, said one third of 
Illinois' hospitals have indicated they are 
planning to raise their rates an average 
of 8 per cent. Under Blue Cross con- 
tracts, hospitals must contact Blue Cross 
90 days before they plan to increase 
rates. 


Petersen said several hospitals have 


proposed more than a 10 per cent hike. 
He said that if Blue Cross decides the 
rate increase is too high, it will ask the 
hospital to justify the increase, 


Two of the four Northwest suburban 


hospitals are seeking rate increases. 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center in Elk 
Grove Village is planning to increase 
prices by 1 per cent July 1. Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington Heights 
plans a 3 to 4 per cent hike, although no 
effective date has been set yet.

Officials of the Blue Cross plan have 


urged hospitals to exercise restraint in 
increasing rates. 


"Our 3V4 million members have quite 


clearly indicated they will be closely 
watching the cost of health care when 
controls are lifted. They feel it is up to 
the health care industry to demonstrate 
it can operate economically," he said. 


Petersen said his organization is "ap- 


palled" at the number of new hospital 
facilities being proposed in the Chicago 
metropolitan area. He said unnecessary 
health care facilities can only increase 
the price of health care. 


LIKE MOST SOLDIERS, Hughes says, 


he remembers the good times and has 
forgotten much of what was tragic in his 
military service. 


He remembers landing in Italy just be- 


fore the country surrendered to the allies 
and discovering that almost every Italian 
he met had relatives hi Chicago. 


He remembers being in Chile in Au- 


gust, 1945, on a trip to bring fertilizer to 
Hawaii when he heard the war ended. "I 
still have the Spanish newspaper from 
that day. We had a great party, I'll tell 
you," he says. 


When asked, though, what his best ex- 


perience was during the war, he says 
simply, "I think probably the high point 
of my military career was returning to 
Chicago to my wife and my parents after 
five years still intact." 


Hughes has tried to become involved 


with the veterans who are students at 
Harper, but he senses that tilings are dif- 
ferent for them than they were when he 
went to school. The GI Bill today does 
not provide as many benefits as it did 
when he was going to school and, all 
around, he says, "They have it tougher 
now than we did. There is a different 
attitude toward them and there were so 
many of us, the veterans after tfce war 
were able to make a lot of changes in 
colleges."

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U.S. to enforce 
nationwide ban 
on firecrackers 


AIOUT 20 STUDINTS from Forest 
View High School, members of the 
"story theater and improvisations!

Firecracker freaks will have to find 


another way to celebrate the Fourth of 
July this year. 


The federal Consumer Product Safety 


Commission last week issued a nation- 
wide ban on the sale of firecrackers. The 
ban will take effect sometime in June, in 
time to get the explosives off the shelves 
before the celebration. 


The new ban is the second time the 


federal government has placed restric- 
tions on Fourth of July items. Currently 
there is a ban on anything that contains 
a Charge more than two grains, which 
includes cherry bombs and giant fire- 
crackers. 


Illinois already has a law that prohibits 


devices that explode. But each year, Illi- 
nois residents have brought firecrackers 
and other illegal devices home from vis- 
its to states that sell them legally. Until 
the new federal ban is effective, those 
states can continue their sales. 


THE COMMISSION plans to enforce 


the new ban, but officials anticipate a 
bootleg market for a time, said Ronald 


Eisenberg, director of public informa- 
tion. He pointed out that only the sale of 
firecrackers will be illegal. A consumer 
can possess such an explosive and not 
violate the federal law. 


"Legally we cannot ban the use of fire- 


crackers," Eisenberg said. "Besides, 
how the hell would you enforce anything 
like that?" 


Under the ban , it will be illegal for 


both manufacturers and retailers to sell 
firecrackers. Eisenberg said manufac- 
turers have known for more than a year 
that such a ban was proposed, so they 
won't lose money. 


"This is no surprise to the manufac- 


turers," Eisenberg said. "Besides all 
firecrackers are imported into this coun- 
try, primarily from Taiwan and the Far 
East." 


Sparklers, Roman candles and civic 


fireworks displays are not affected by 
the ban. Although many neighboring 
states permit the sale of skyrockets, 
bottle rockets and sparklers, Illinois does 
not. Civic fireworks displays are still le- 
gal, however.

able to open the mouth wide enough 
to place the knuckles of the first 
three fingers between the teeth. If 
this is not possible, the jaw muscles 
are too tight. 


Her technique, which a physician 


should perform, involved spraying 
the skin surface over the jaw mus- 
cles with a coolant spray — and it 
makes a difference which spray is 
used — then opening the jaw as wide 
as possible. The procedure was re- 
peated again taking full advantage of 
opening the jaw as wide as possible. 
In a few minutes, the jaw muscle 
would stretch, and the mouth could 
be opened wider. 


A LOT COULD be done in just a 


few minutes. Sometimes more than 
one such treatment was needed, but 
with care to repeatedly open the 
mouth as much as possible within a 
few days it was usually possible to 
open the mouth wide enough to place 
the three knuckles between the teeth. 


If you wanted to try this yourself, 


you could rub the area over the jaw 


muscles with a cube of ice on both 
sides of the face then try opening as 
wide as possible. The whole object is 
to lengthen the jaw muscles, and this 
will relieve the muscle spasm. 


This procedure is worth a try. You 


haven't anything to lose. If you can't 
do it yourself you might want to see 
a specialist in physical medicine. 
They usually know a lot about mus- 
cles. 


Most people who have spasm of the 


jaw muscles have other problems 
that contribute to the difficulty. This 
may be a problem in posture that 
needs correction. Would you believe 
that a short leg can cause you to hold 
your head in an unusual position that 
can, in turn, lead to neck problems 
and other muscle disorders?

Inflation control needed 


The Nixon Administration's ill- 


conceived and ill-executed wage 
and price controls officially died 
last week — and now it is the re- 
sponsibility of the Federal govern- 
ment to find an effective device to 
replace them. 


The controls turned out to be 


spectacular failure, under which in- 


flation zoomed out of control. In- 
stead of inflation holding to a de- 
sired annual rate of 2.5 per cent, 
it shot up to over 10 per cent. Econ- 
omists are predicting that the 
death of the meager wage-price 
controls will spark another runa- 
way inflationary jump. 


Ever since the imposition of con- 


trols on August 15,1971, the Ameri- 
can consumer has been the contin- 
ued victim of the kind of inflation 
which the controls were designed 
to slow. Although Phase One tem- 
porarily slowed inflation's drive, 
we've seen price increases almost 
every day at the meat counter, at 
the gasoline station, and, in fact, 
anywhere goods or services are 
sold. 


As The Herald has pointed out 


before, one reason for the failure to 
stem inflation was that President 
Nixon and Congress had failed to 
build a national consensus of-sup- 
port behind controls. Since we have 
not been called, as part of our pa- 
triotic duty, to support whole- 
heartedly the program, the pro- 
gram lost its effectiveness shortly 
after its creation. 


Into the breach have been thrust 


two proposals which only would 
compound the errors of controls. 
First, a number of Senate Demo- 
crats have backed the continuation 
to present wage and price controls 
— controls which have already 
proved to be completely ineffective 
in stemming inflation. 


Second, 
Democratic 
Senators 


Walter Mondale and Edward Ken- 
nedy have introduced in the Senate 
a tax cut plan which is supposed to 
slow inflation. But tax cuts are de- 
signed to stimulate the economy, 
while the problem in today's in- 


flation crunch is that prices and 
wages are rising too quickly. A tax 
cut would only compound this prob- 
lem. 


There's no simple way to hold 


wages and prices at a reasonable 
level. However, both the President 
and Congress have the responsi- 
bility and the capability to develop 
some kind of program — and it's 
painfully apparent that inflation, 
one way or another, must be con- 
trolled. 


Without public support, the kind 


of effective program needed is nev- 
er going to be develdped. The Pres- 
ident and Congress can and must 
educate the public as to the se- 
riousness of the problem, and en- 
list from us the kind of support that 
will stem inflation. Until this step 
is taken, every man, woman and 
child in the United States will be 
unfairly victimized by the Ameri- 
can economic system. 


The 
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League hits townships 


Questions have been raised about the 


League of Women Voter's position sup- 
porting the abolishment of township gov- 
ernment, We welcome the questions and 
the interest. 


Our position is a statewide position 


adopted by the League of Women Voters 
of Illinois after extensive study It was 
the consensus (or decision) of partic- 
ipating Leagues that many of the ser- 
vices provided by the township govern- 
ments could be handled more efficiently 
by other local general purpose govern- 
ments. 


Township government is decreasing in 


size and is limited as to the functions it 
can perform. With over 6,000 units of 
government in Illinois, we feel that town- 
ship governments should be abolished. 


This is not an easy task, We believe in 


better government and work toward this 
goat by study and investigation, and by 
recommending changes on many levels 
and in many areas. We are a group of 
citizens Interested in informing the gen- 
eral public about these governmental 
bodies. 


Township government used to be a 


town meeting where the public could par- 
ticipate and vote on the programs and 


Local control backed 


The erosion of local control and minor- 


ity representation goes on. Under our 
present two-party (Democratic, Republi- 
can) system, the minority party is as- 
sured of at least one of three representa- 
tives in each state legislative district re- 
gardless of how strong the majority par- 
ty is in the district. Yet there is a deter- 
mined drive 'being made to amend the 
new state constitution to take away this 
guarantee of minority party representa- 
tion. 


One of the baits for approval is an an- 


nual savings of $2 million, this out of a 
state budget of |8 billion or $8 thousand 
million. A voice in the control of our own 
destiny is cheap at that price. Minority 
party representation in each state legis- 
lative district must be continued.

Clark Mollenhoff's 'Watch on Washington' 


'U.S. Justice Dept. needs freedom

WASHINGTON — The Watergate af- 


fair has brought wide recognition of the 
need to insulate government in- 
vestigators, prosecutors and witnesses 
from political pressure that flows from a 
highly partisan White House 


Recommendations for a permanent 


and independent special prosecutor will 
receive new impetus with the filing in 
late May of the report of the Senate Se- 
lect Committee on the Watergate affah-. 


For the first time in this century, Con- 


gress may do something about restruc- 
turing the appointment process and ten- 
ure of the attorney general. 


Traditionally, criminal investigations 


and prosecutions, particularly those in- 
volving political tampering at various 
federal agencies, have all been covered 
by an evil blanket of highly partisan poli- 
tics. This political truism involves every 
investigation of mismanagement, politi- 
cal tampering or allegation of out-and- 
out bribery of federal government offi- 
cials. 


At least since the Truman adminis- 


tration tax scandals, government wit- 
nesses have gone before investigating 
committees to plead bad memory, to 
hedge or in many instances to flatly 
lie with the understanding that Justice 
Department officials would do their best 
to overlook evidence of perjury if it was 
done to protect an incumbent adminis- 
tration. 


Witnesses who gave false or deceptive 


testimony recognized the futility of ex- 
pecting aggressive protection from those 
superiors who threatened them with re- 
taliation if the truth was told. The rule 
was that it was best to lie to Congress to 
protect a superior who had good political 
ties with the White House. 


This politicized justice left a long 


string of victims with wrecked careers 
and no effective means of fighting rigged 
Justice Department decisions if they did 


tell the truth. 


Except for those directly involved, 


there was little general recognition of the 
problem until it was very effectively dra- 
matized by President Nixon during the 
so-called "Saturday Night Massacre." 


In the space of a few hours, Elliot 


Richardson resigned as attorney gener- 
al, William Ruckelshaus was fired as 
deputy attorney general and Archibald 
Cox was fired as special prosecutor 


It was immediately apparent to the 


Senate Watergate Committee Chair- 


man Sam Eran, D-N.C., has expressed 
concern over the need for independence 
in the investigations of governmental 
wrongdoing. Discussions center around 
the theory that the Justice Department 
should be a separate agency similar to 
some independent regulatory agencies of 
government 


However, former Supreme Court Jus- 


tice Arthur Goldberg notes even suppo- 
sedly independent regulatory agencies

public that Nixon, who with his former 
top aides were the subject of the Water- 
gate inquiry, took the action because he 
disapproved of both the scope of the Cox 
inquiry and the information and docu- 
ments requested of the White House 


It was clear also the President person- 


ally intended to appoint a successor to 
Cox whose actions he hoped would be 
more in line with his own views of a 
proper inquiry. 


Fortunately for the American public, 


Texas lawyer Leon Jaworski turned out 
to be fully as independent as Cox. Ja- 
worski may be a little more effective be- 
cause of the furor raised by the public 
and Congress over the firing of Cox 


The independent performance of Ja- 


worski resulted in the cancellation of leg- 
islative efforts to provide court appoint- 
ment to assure total independence.

Goldberg suggests that the attorney 


general, the deputy and assistant attor- 
ney generals, as well as United States 
attorneys, should be barred from engag- 
ing in any political activity while in of- 
fice.

WASHINGTON - Proposals to ban 


pop-top cans and non-returnable bottles 
on a nationwide basis could trigger a 
conflict between environmentalists and 
consumers. 


However much some consumers may 


agree with the need to cut down on litter, 
the safety questions surrounding glass 
bottles for beer and soft drinks may 
bring some opposition - up to an outright 
ban - on one-way containers. 


A proposed ban, similar to one which 


went into effect in Oregon in 1972, is at 
the hearing stage in Congress. 


The hearings were began this week. 
The chief backer, Sen. Mark Hatfield, 


R-Ore., says the consumer would benefit 
since returnable bottles are cheaper. The 
buyer doesn't have to buy the bottle and 
saves energy because the bottles can be 
used over and over. 


But the idea of continued use worries 


some consumers. The glass industry says 
small nicks and scratches on bottles in 
handling are the prime factors in breaks 
and explosions. 


The Consumer Product Safety Com- 


mission estimates there were 25,000 
emergency room cases last year in- 
volving bottles which exploded. 


On the other hand, commission statis- 


tics show that one-way bottles, which 
generally are made of thinner glass, 
were involved hi more of the accidents 
than were returnable bottles. 


The agency admits that its figures on 


the type of bottle involved are far from 
complete. 


Lynn B. Jordan of the Virginia Citizens 


Consumer Council doesn't think any re- 
turnable bottle is safe around the home.

"What keeps returnable bottles in cir- 


culation, aside from in-plant inspections 
which are of questionable integrity, is 
that they haven't broken yet, and I don't

much safer before I'll buy anything in 
them." 


The industry is working on a voluntary 


plan to upgrade the strength of beer and 
soft drink bottles but the commission 
may decide to impose its own rules be- 
fore then. 


One safety step that seems to be work- 


ing is a plastic coating placed on bottles 
to prevent them from grenading when 
they break 


A ban on nonreturniable containers 


would put an end to that idea because 
the coating cannot be applied to retur- 
nable bottles which must be washed at 
the bottling plant.

It would 
be the company's first general rate 
hike in 20 years. 


Sherwood L, Levin, an attorney for 


the citizens group, said the ICC has 
been "shirking their responsibility" 
to investigate rate increase requests. 


"The commission can no longer sit 


back in its ivory tower in Springfield, 
rubber stamping the whims of utili- 
ties," he said. 


Bernice Footc. vice chairman of 


the Park Forest Consumer Protec- 
tion Committee, testified that the av- 
erage homeowners gas bill has risen 
by |27 in nine years due to automatic 
rate adjustments tied to inflation. 


Companies and agencies opposing 


the request include General Motors, 
Interlake, Reynolds Metals, 
Olin 


Corp., CPC International, St. Paul 
Ammonia Products and the govern- 
ment's General Services Adminis- 
tration.

Boosting gas mileage: everybody's got a gimmick 


by LEROY POPE 


NEW YORK - Devices to improve the 


gasoline mileage of automobiles are find- 
Ing a ready sale these days. 


They Include catalytic carburetor 


screens, specially designed replacement 
cylinder heads, vapor injection units and 
sophisticated electronic ignition. Many 
manufacturers are turning them out. 


The automobile fan magazines have 


been testing such devices and report 
some of them work well, producing fuel 
savings of up to 20 per cent. Motor Trend 
of Los Angeles put three of them simul- 
taneously on a four-cylinder Chevrolet 
Vega and said that reduced fuel con- 
sumption so mileage went up form 30 to 
47 miles to the gallon. 


IRONICALLY, SOME of these gadgets 


have been around for years. Vapor in-

jectlon first came out in 1919 and was 
used in military aircraft during World 
War II. Because gasoline wasn't ex- 
pensive in the United States until 
recently most inventors had no luck in 
selling the fuel saving devices to the au- 
tomakers. 


Typical of the experiences of these in- 


ventors is that of J. Byron Hicks of Pis- 
cataway, N,J. Hicks spent 17 years try- 
ing, unsuccessfully, to sell his pre- 
combustion catalytic carburetor screen 


4Go-slow' policy urged 
for nuclear reactors 


Citing safety reasons, a "go-slow" pol- 


icy in developing efficient, fast breeder 
nuclear reactors for the production of 
electrical energy was urged recently by 
John D. Bowman, associate professor of 
economics at Sangamon State Univer- 
sity. 


Bowman's remarks came during a uni- 


versity-sponsored Springfield seminar for 
Illinois Legislators on the benefits and 
risks of atomic energy in Illinois. 


Bowman noted that the safety record 


of the atomic energy industry has been 
excellent and that plant accidents have 
been fewer than in coal-fired power 
plants. But, he said, that the good safety 
record has been with light water reac- 
tors, not with the highly efficient breeder 
reactors now being developed and which 
will probably be the main source for nu- 
clear produced electric power in the fu- 
ture. 


"My physicist friends tell me that haz- 


ards may be greater with the breeder 
reactors than with the reactors now in 
production in Illinois," Bowman said. "I 
also would like the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission to allocate more of its re- 
search money into developing new power 
sources, such as the utilization of our 
vast coal deposits." 


Such research could provide the tech- 


nology to permit the economic gasifica- 
tion and/or liquidation of coal, and this 
process also could provide the means for 
chemical feeder stocks for the plastics 
industry, according to Bowman. 


THE SSU ECONOMIST also urged re- 


search funds to develop energy from geo- 
thermal. solar and tidal power as well as 
the fusion process which utilizes abun- 
dant hydrogen for peaceful power pur- 
poses. 


Earlier seminar speakers said Illinois 


now leads the nation in its reliance on 
atomic power plants with 25 per cent of 
its electric energy now produced by reac- 
tors. In the 1980s, Illinois will probably 
get more than 30 per cent of its elec- 
tricity from the atom. However, future 
and economical use of nuclear power will 
probably depend upon the breeder reac- 
tor which produces plutonium 239 (P-239) 
for reactor fuel from the two existing 
kinds of uranium. 


Plutonium is the most poisonous sub- 


stance known to man, Bowman said. 
"We will have to be prepared to guard 
its waste product for 240,000 years, un- 
less we learn a commercial use for this 


waste. The breeder reactor also utilizes 
liquid sodium for cooling which could 
produce a tremendous chemical e» 
plosion if mixed with water," Bowman 
said. Some people fear the concussion 
from this explosion might conceivably 
trigger a nuclear explosion, he added. 
The safe development of the breeder re- 
actor will provide the world with an al- 
most unlimited source of electrical pow- 
er, Bowman declared. 


Fixed interest 
rate 'absurd? 


The residential mortgage market "can- 


not live with the kiif of inflation we have 
seen in recent times," the president of 
the United States League of Savings As- 
sociations said this week. 


George B. Preston told an American 


Bankers Assn. conference on real estate 
finance in Atlanta, Ga., that recent pro- 
grams designed to assure home credit 
for borrowers at long-term, fixed interest 
rares are "a paradox if not an absurdity 
during a time of galloping inflation. 


"In retrospect, it is clear that instead 


of seeking change in the structure of the 
mortgage market, mortgage lenders 
should have been trying to change the 
mortgage instrument," Preston said. "A 
variable-rate mortgage is the only fair 
deal during a period of inflation for long- 
term lenders .and their savings depos- 
itors." 


Preston, president of the Fidelity Fed- 


eral Savings and Loan Assn. of West 
Palm Beach, Fla,, also declared that 
ways must be sought "to make in- 
stitutions which support the mortgage 
market more viable and more profit- 


He said the "basic miscalculation" of 


mortgage lenders was that no one ever 
thought that serious, general inflation 
could ever become a serious problem. 


Preston noted that in 1965. the cost of 


money to savings associations was 4.24 
per cent and the average yield was 5.81 
per cent, a spread of 158 basis points. 
But in the first 1974 quarter, reflecting 
the higher rates imposed in 1973, the cost 
of money was 6.0 per cent and the aver- 
ag yield nationally is estimated at 7.27 
per cent, or a spread of 127 basis points.

True magazine tested the Hicks device 


and calculated if such gas-saving gad- 
gets really can cut average auto fuel 
consumption 20 per cent, and all motor- 
ists bought them, that would save drivers 
millions of dollars a day and eliminate 
the nation's whole oil shortage. True's 
test of the Hicks' catalytic carburetor 
screen on a V8 Dodge station wagon in- 
dicated a 23 per cent fuel saving. 


THE HICKS device also is called the 


hydro-catalyst because it serves to form 
fuel vapor droplets resembling water 
that boil away in the hot semi-vacuum of 
the fuel manifold. 


The device actually is a replacement 


gasket slipped between the carburetor 
and the intake manifold. 


It contains a small outer screen of 


nickel and an inner screen of cadmium. 
After gasoline and air are mixed in the 
carburetor, the mixture picks up electric 
charges while passing through the ca- 


talytic screens. 


Obeying physical law, these charges 


seek oppositely charged particles and so 
are attracted to the warm wallv of the 
manifold where they boil: This results, 
Hicks explains, in a much more even dis- 
tribution of fuel to the cylinders — the 
secret of the saving. He says the process 
also prevents carbon buildup. 


Despite his success in showing fuel 


savings, Hicks has not won Hie endorse- 
ment of the federal Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency because his sytem shows 
only an 81 per cent reduction of exhaust 
pollution levels. The EPA wants the auto, 
industry to achieve 90 per cent reduction.

Deaf customers can place catalog or- 


ders by telephone, thanks to a new tele- 
communications system service 
an- 


nounced Tuesday by Montgomery Ward 
and Co., Chicago. 


Several Northwest suburban residents 


are among the nearly 500 deaf persons in 
the Chicago area who already own tele- 
communications 
teletypewriters, 
TV 


phones and other devices that enable 
them to use the service. There are some 
30,000 deaf persons in Chicago and the 
suburbs. 


The new service is offered in coopera- 


tion with Dr. Todd Eachus, associate di- 
rector of the Northeast Regional Media 
Center for the Deaf in Amherst, Mass. 
Eachus participated in the Tuesday 
briefing on the new system at the Wards 
catalog house, 618 W. Chicago Ave. The 
system combines telephone, television 
and typewriter to aid deaf customers. 


To place an order, the customer dials 


and places his telephone in the tele- 
communication machine. His call is an- 
swered by one of Ward's order-takers, 
who greets the customer by typing out 
words which are transmitted to the ma- 
chine's television screen or teletype 
printer. The customer and order-taker 
then communicate the necessary infor- 
mation using the television screen and 
typewriter. Within a few days, the order 
is either delivered or ready for pick-up in 
any one of Ward's Chicago area retail or 
catalog stores. Generally, orders placed

to 5 p.m. on Saturdays. 


The telecommunication system was in- 


troduced to Wards by Catherine Breen, 
the company's corporate training direc- 
tor, who became familiar with it as a 
member of the National Advisory Com- 
mittee on the Handicapped. She also is a 
member of Ward's Social Responsibility 
Committee to which she presented the 
system. 


Developed by Eachus, the system 


could be expanded'to other stores based 
upon public response. In addition to busi- 
ness usage, Dr. Eachus said the tele- 
typewriter is a breakthrough for the deaf 
in social and educational communication. 
Instead of tedious and time-consumng 
letters, they can type out their thoughts 
and get instant feedback. "If you give 
deaf people access to phone commu- 
nications, you can detect the increase 
of self-confidence they develop as social 
beings." 


Eachus, 
who holds degrees 
from 


UCLA, the University of Nevada at Reno 
and the University of Massachusetts at 
A m h e r s t , is r e s e a r c h ing tele- 
communications for the deaf through 


Federal funding by the Bureau of Educa- 
tion for the Handicapped. The Massachu- 
setts Media Center is one of four such 
centers throughout the United States in- 
volved in the project.

HOLLYWOOD — Bruce Dern, one of 


the saving graces of "The Great Gat- 
sby," has salvaged more from the dis- 
appointing picture than any other mem- 
ber of the cast and perhaps Paramount 
Pictures which produced it. 


He has become a full-fledged star. 
Dern's countenance belongs to that 


company of actors whose features deter- 
mine their roles — bad guys. 


His blue eyes are hooded. His nose is

"I killed an institution," Dern said the 


other day, "and I just figure I'm lucky it 
didn't typecast me for life. How many 
other actors survived a John Wayne kill- 
ing? 


"In 'The Great Gatsby' I play a heel. 


That's a big improvement over a villain. 


"A villain is Jack Palance in 'Shane' 


or the guy I played in 'The Cowboys.' 
They are murderous, cold-blooded kill- 
ers. They have no redeeming traits. They 
are thoroughly evil. 


"But Tom Buchanan — my role in 


'Gatsby' — was a heel. He had some 
moves that society doesn't approve of. 
But he wasn't a murderer or a psy- 
chopath. He had good traits and bad. 


"A villain is a one-dimensional charac- 


ter. A heel has many facets which are 
understandable to the audience." 


DERN HIMSELF has many dimen- 


sions. He is the product of an upper class 
family, well educated and at the age of 
37 one of a half-dozen best middle dis- 
tance runners in the world for his age 
group. He has been married three times,

Dern finds his career turned around with 
the release of "The Great Gatsby."

shot down. But Dern was seen in an en- 
tirely new light.

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Los Angeles 
pay TV a key 
experiment 


LOS ANGELES - Pay television has 


been kicking around in various guises 
and shapes for the past quarter century. 
Everyone agrees it has "a tremendous 
potential." 


But, for one reason or another, it has 


remained fragmented and without any 
real momentum. There are 11 pay tele- 
vision companies in the United States but 
their market is limited to 38 smaller 
cities. 


Last week pay TV moved into the Los 


Angeles area for the first time and the 
televisoon, 
entertainment, 
exhibitor, 


sports and advertising industries will be 
watching closely. 


Theta Cable Television is offering sub- 


scribers recently released major motion 
pictures — eight a month at an extra 
cost monthly of $6.95 per home. 


The first two films offered were "Save 


The Tiger" and "Play It Again Sam." 


THETA HAS ABOUT 63,000 homes 


hooked into its cables which hitherto 
have been offered a smorgasbord of 
educational programs, Spanish lessons, 
high school sports, a TV auction, a psy- 
chologist call-in show, news and weather 
and ancient movies, 10 or more years 
old. 


A Theta spokesman said about 1,800 


homes had been signed up for the com- 
mercial-free, uninterrupted movies. 


That is not about to propel any execu- 


tives from the towers of Rockefeller Cen- 
ter or Madison Avenue. It is the long 
promised potential that could shake up a 
few board rooms. 


For one thing, Theta is owned SO-SO by 


H u g h e s Aircraft Corp. and Tele- 
PrompTer Corp. 


Howard R. Hughes reportedly has a 17 


per cent Interest in TelePrompTer 
which means that the eccentric billion- 
aire controls the operation, and anything 
that Hughes gets involved in is taken se- 
riously. 


Theta general manager John W. At- 


wood attempted to rebut arguments that 
pay TV could play havoc with the net- 
works, the movie industry and particu- 
larly exhibitors, and advertising-spon- 
sored sports. 


UNDER FCC safeguards, he said, pay 


TV movies cannot be shown until they 
have had a general release in theaters. 
They cannot be put on pay TV once they 
are two years old. 


The FCC decreed that series type 


programs "with interconnected plot or 
substantially the same cast of principal 
characters," such as "All In The Fami- 
ly," cannot be cablecast. 


Another regulation forbids cablecasts 


of sports events televised on regular, lo- 
cal TV during the past two years. 


It's peanuts so far. But no one is taking 


lightly Atwood's prediction that this is 
the first important "beginning" and that 
there will be at least 33 000 subscribers 
in Los Angeles within a year

spring, when the temperature climbs 
above freezing and into the 50's, they 
make their move into the streams for 
spawning. 


Smelt never go far upstream when 


they move along the shore. With their 
itinerary most prevalent at night, smelt 
fishermen abide by the 7 p.m. to 3 a.m. 
daily deadlines, dipping their gill nets 
and harvesting the tasty morsels. 


What makes smelting so attractive? 
It has to be one of the most in- 


expensive ways to put a meal on the 
table. The net and rigging (anchors, 
floats, pulleys, rope) cost about 20-25 dol- 
lars and can be purchased at most sport- 
ing goods stores. 


If you're older than. 15, an additional 


$2.50 will buy an Illinois fishing license 
which is far and away cheaper than the 
fine if a conservation officer catches you 
without one. 


There are no minnow buckets or bait, 


no costly poles or reels, no boat ex- 
penses. The only price you pay is surviv- 
ing against the windy City elements 
which can be quite nasty along the lake- 
front.

Most observers concede that there 


wasn't a big smelt run this year, al- 
though scattered reports of filling two 
five-gallon containers a night were not 
uncommon. 


"I think the weather was a big factor," 


Chicago District Chief Law Enforcement 
Officer Mark Tuttle offered. "On some of 
the good nights when hundreds of smelt 
were taken, it was either very cold, rain- 
ing or both. 


"Normally smelt will run good when 


the water temperature is about 42-44 de- 
grees which it was on some of those 
nights. On some of the better nights, 
there weren't enough people out there to 
plug a shotgun," Tuttle continued. 


"When they were running, they were 


being taken everywhere ... at Monroe 
Street, Montrose, 59th, 64th." 


Even up at the Tower Road site in 


Winnetka. 


"You can't imagine the traffic jams we 


had up here," Walt Schamber, Director 
of Recreation and Operation, said. "We 
were forced to close our main gates be- 
cause of the auto traffic created by the 
smelt fishermen, but I don't think they 
minded walking from the available park- 
ing on the side streets. 


"Two years ago, we never envisioned 


having this problem. But with -the cost of 
food what it is today, I can't really 
blame any of them. You can't beat the 
fresh taste of a smelt dinner." 


There's no limit on the amount of 


smelt taken, so what they lack in size, 
they make up in numbers. Cleaning the 
fresh little fish that resemble miniature 


silver salmon, dunking them in bread- 
crumb, coating and frying them in a pool 
of hot butter makes the sport a simple 
and deliriously-rewarding experience. 


Although three nights still remain in 


the Chicagoland smelt fishing season, 
alewives are reportedly, making an ap- 
pearance, an indication that the smelt 
run is slowing down to a walk. 


The portable heaters will be put away 


for another year and the swinging lan- 
terns that brilliantly illuminated the 
shoreline and were the "eyes" of the 
fishermen this spring, will be closed until 
the smelt start running next season.

Canoeists poised for 17th 
Des Plaines Marathon Race 


On May 19, hundreds of paddlers will 


glide down the Des Plaines River from 
Oak Springs Rd., in LibertyviHe to Dam 
No. 2 near the city of Des Plaines in the 
17bh Annual Des Plaines River Canoe 
Marathon. 


The 19-mile race, one of 'the largest ca- 


noe races in the nation, draws canoeists 
and kayakiste of all ages and abilities to 
compete for trophies and photoboard 
plaques as well as .points towards the Illi- 
nois State Canoeing Championship. Some 
people simply float the river to earn a 
participant's patch and be able to boast 
they've taken part to the mara thorn. 


The race will get underway at 8 a.m. 


All divisions will start at two minute in- 
tervals in mixed groups of 10 craft rac- 
ing against the clock. All craft must pass 
through the finish 'line gate at Dam No. 2 
to qualify. 


The race Is open to amateur paddlers 


in several divisions: boys and girls under 
14; junior boys (under 19); junior girls 
(under 19); mixed tandem, male and fe- 
male; adult-child (over 29-under 15); 
men's K-l; men's C-2 cruising; women's 
K-l; women's C-2 cruising; K-2 and C-l. 


The Des Plaines River Marathon is 


sponsored by the Illinois Paddling Coun- 
cil, a statewide association of canoeists 
and kayakists, and by the Forest Pre- 
serve Districts of Cook and Lake Coun- 
ties. 


The marathon is held each year to cul- 


minate "Clean Streams Week" since it 
amply demonstrates the potential use of 
the state's smaller waterways once the 


new Water Quality standards are met. 
The 1973 marathon drew more than 1,600 
entrants in more than 800 craft. Thou- 
sands of spectators lined the course to 
watch the craft dash by. 


Lynn Snarr, co-chairperson of the 


marathon, pointed out, "This kind of ac- 
tivity highlights the advantage of water 
trails. Close to two thousand people trav- 
eled down the river in a single afternoon 
last year, but there was no mark of their 
having passed. 


"This can't be done on any other kind 


of trail. But this kind of traveling has 
been going on for centuries right here in 
the midwest." 


Many good vantage points for specta- 


tors can be found along the course, espe- 
cially at the bridges. Dam No. 1 near 
Wheeling is a popular site since here the 
racers either portage the dam or try to 
run it. 


Local Civil Defense units will provide a 


communications network along the 19- 
mile stretch to keep officials informed 
and to serve as an emergency network if 
help should be needed. Jack Sayles will 
coordinate approximately 60 amateur ra- 
dio operators from civilian defense units 
in Arlington Heights, Elk Grove Village, 
and Des Plaines. 


The group will have a direct phone tie- 


in with the Des Plaines Fire Department 
to arrange for speedy emergency medi- 
cal aid. In addition, the North Cook 
County Region of the American Red 
Cross will have a unit near the finish line 
to administer First Aid if required. 


Entries are still being accepted for all 


divisions provided they are postmarked 
before May 11. Entry blanks are avail- 
able from the Illinois Paddling Council, 
2316 Prospect Ave., Evanston, III., 60201. 


The entry fee of $2.50 per person is 


used to finance the race each year. Late 
registration will take place on the day of 
the race from 9 a.m. until 10:30 a.m. at 
the starting line if the 1,000 craft max-

The Wolf River White bass run seemed 


to come with no warning. As recently as 
last Wednesday, we talked with the resi- 
dent "experts" at the Bridge Bar in Fre- 
mont and were told that a few walleyes 
and a few stripers were being taken, but 
that "the run" hadn't yet begun. 


By Friday, however, action had begun 


and on Saturday morning the river was 
studded with boats from Fremont to Ori- 
hula. Fishing was best with a regular 
Wolf river rig — a 3-way swivel outfit 
with a big bell sinker on the bottom to 
keep the hook out of the rocks and a 
minnow on the business end. Some an- 
glers were taking bass with artificials, 
but the big catches came on minnows. 


The fish are larger than experienced 


Wolf River fishermen are used to catch- 
ing this time of year and it seemed to be 
no trick at all to "fill a washtub" in a 
few hours. 


The busiest fishermen were those in

If 
you're caught in a squall, lie down in the 
bottom of your canoe, until the dan- 
ger subsides and you can paddle to safe- 
ty.

By this weekend, the 
walleyes will probably be safely back in 
the big lake, but the stripers should still 
be going hot, and heavy. (The white bass 
aren't really "stripers," but everyone 
calls them that.) 


If you push your luck you still might 


find decent striper fishing as late as the 
end of next week. 


As the stripers and walleyes were pro- 


viding the thrills in the central region of 
the state, the walleyes were really creat- 
ing action on the Mississippi River. Both 
walleyes and northern are through 
spawning in the river and back to serious 
feeding. 


Near Alma, Wise, and up the Black 


River from Lake Onalaska near La- 
Crosse, walleye action was extremely 
good. Both artificials and minnows are 
taking fish, with the nod going to (the 
minnows for most fishermen. 


The biggest walleye taken over the 


weekend was an 11 pounder from just 
below the Black River Falls dam on a 
minnow rig. 


Lake Wisconsin walleye fishing was 


fair to good, as was northern pike fish- 
ing. Only a few big fish came out of this 
lake, but action was consistent on 
crappies, white bass and bluegills. 


Trout action was good on most water 


where the Department of Natural Re- 
sources had stocked prior to the general 
opening. In most lakes and rivers, the 
rainbows were not extremely large, but 
they were plentiful and hitting most baits 
and artificials. 


In most of the nearby southern Wiscon- 


sin lakes, fishermen found limits of small 
to medium-sized largemonth bass easy to 
come by. Northern pike fishing, in most 
of the southern lakes was likewise pro- 
ductive. Panfish action is also extremely 
good almost everywhere, with crappies 
and bluegills being taken out of the same 
waters. 


On Lake Michigan, the smelt have just 


about abandoned the shoreline, but they 
have been replaced by good action on 
coho and lake trout. 


Over the weekend, members of the 


Waukegan Charter Boat Association took 
out 77 parties, nearly all of whom came 
in with fish. 


Roger Laird, skipper of the Tina 


Marie, a 35-foot Roamer, took a limit of 
20 fish for his four-man party. The catch 


consisted of 19 coho from 2-to-4 pounds 
and a 4% pound lake trout. 


Laird's was an afternoon charter, from 


1 p.m. to 6 p.m. The final limit-making 
fish came as the party was picking up 
lines at the end of the day. 


Most of! the charter boats are cruising 


three to four miles offshore, five to six 
miles south of Waukegan Harbor. Water 
depths there are 50 to 55 feet with water 
temperatures on the surface 
ranging 


from 42 to 44 degrees. 


Lures are running from the surface to 


20 feet deep. Said Laird: "In smooth wa- 
ter, we're concentrating on 8-10-foot 
depths. When the water is rougher, we 
fish at about 20 feet." 


Most of the action is coming on green 


and yellow lures, mixed up among troll- 
ing flies, streamers, Tad Polys, Red 
Eyes and Spoonplugs. 


'The heavy Lake Michigan action ac- 


tually began last Thursday, when two 
charter boats limited out in five hours. 
One crew took 20 fish, 13 coho, seven 
lake trout, the other took 12 coho and 
eight lake trout. 


Burt Atkinson, on the Donna G., landed 


a 27-pound, 3-ounce Chinook for 
the 


week's biggest fish, followed closely by a 
26-pound, 8-ounce chinook landed by cap- 
tain Ken Ralph on the KG II. 


Charter boat prices have increased 


slightly this year, along with practically 
everything else. No longer can you char- 
ter individually, you must charter the 
boat. 


For four passenger boats, weekend 


prices are $100, everything furnished. 
You walk-on dressed to go fishing and 
the captain furnishes everything else. 
(You must have an Illinois fishing li- 


cense.) Six passenger boats cost $125. 
These prices are for a five hour trip, 7 
a m. to 12 noon, or 1 p.m. to 6 p.m. 


Weekday prices are $25 per boat 


cheaper and there are many more open- 
ings during weekdays than on weekends. 


Occasionally the charter association 


can fit singles or couples together into a 
full boat load at $25 per person for those 
who can't put together a complete party 
themselves.

The advisability of buying a puppy 


from a reputable breeder, one who will 
provide a written health guarantee 
and will agree to an examination by a 
veterinarian as a condition of the sale, is 
pointed out in a letter received by the 
Gaines Dog Research Center. 


The letter tells of a year-long ordeal 


experienced by a couple who purchased 
a "pedigreed healthy puppy with all the 
papers" for $200 after reading an adver- 
tisement in their paper. 


Within 24 hours after the purchase, the 


couple began "our series of emergency 
visits to the veterinarian." Their love for 
the ailing puppy grew during the next 
five months, but the pup died despite the 
couple's expenditure of $500 for medical 
care. 


The couple then made repeated at- 


tempts to recover the purchase price 
from the seller who had furnished no 
written health guarantee. After two ses- 
sions in a small claims court, the couple 
received their $200 back but were then 
promptly sued by the breeder for $3,000 
for defamation of character. 


Attorneys were hired and days in court 


followed before the buyer was upheld. 
However, before the buyer was through 
there was another $500 in legal fees 
added to the original $500 spent on medi- 
cal fees for the ailing dog. 


With wisdom gained from experience, 


the couple moved more deliberately the 
second time. They read magazines, 
spoke to dog-knowledgeable people and 
visited kennels before buying a second 
dog. They are now 'the owners of a happy 
healthy dog. 


From all of this, it seems quite obvious 


that when buying a pup, it's best to ob- 
tain a statement of health and to make 
the sale conditional pending an exam- 
ination by a veterinarian. Any reputable 
breeder, the Center points out, will usual- 
ly agree to a 24-hour or 48-hour refund 
period to enable the buyer to have the 
pup examined;

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How useful 
are we 
after 65?

WASHINGTON — Gandhi was 78 when 


he led the struggle for India's Indepen- 
dence. Disraeli was prime minister of 
England at 76. Clemenceau was 75 when 
France called him during World War I. 
Webster was 70 when he wrote the Amer- 
ican Dictionary of English Language. 
Grandma Moses did not begin painting 
until she was 72, and Learned Hand was 
on the bench at 79. 


Who was it that said ability ended at 


65? Probably Otto von Bismarck, who, 
after organizing the German Empire, es- 
tablished a mandatory retirement age 
for his countrymen. (He, by the nay, 
was excluded; he did not leave office un- 
til 75). 


Bismarck, of course, operated in an 


age when longevity meant something dif- 
ferent than today. His gesture was en- 
tirely humanitarian. Yet a century later, 
though both age and occupation have 
taken on new significance, the United 
States and much of the industrialized 
world still Mow the Bismarck example. 
Sixty-five, sometimes earlier, is by law 
the age when workers are told their ser- 
vices are no longer required. 


ACTUALLY, the milestone is not usu- 


ally so harsh as this. Rather, an exiting 
employe is told that he's "earned his 
rest." Then comes the gold watch, 
maybe a party and everybody wishes the 
old chap happiness before they get back 
to running the mill. 


To a large extent Americans have 


bought the retirment laws without objec- 
tion, and in fact with pleasure. Those in 
jobs requiring little creativity, or jobs 
where physical stamina is necessary, 
look forward to retirement — at least un- 
til it comes. "I can't wait to get up and 
justgofishin1." 


But there are others, probably a mi- 


nority, for whom retirement is like a sen- 
tence of death. Indeed, the metaphor is 
not outlandish. Geriatric authorities say 
that when some people are forced to 
leave their jobs, told by society they can 
no longer perform, the drop-out is the 
first step to the grave. 


MANY OF THESE forced retirees do 


restructure their lives, certainly, and 
find new interests or outlets; but many 
others, as anthropologist Margaret Mead 
says, "are like the admiral who can't, in 
retirement, find a substitute for the 
fleet." 


But though the problem has been well 


known for years it is only recently gain- 
ing serious attention. A number of civil 
libertarians, senior citizen groups and

"Mandatory retirement," says Dr. 


Kr»o Pfeiffcr of Duke University's Medi- 
cal School "is just not very bright." 
More than that, says a spokesman for 
the American Assn. of Retired Persons: 
"It's clearly discriminatory. The 14th 
A m e n d m e n t p r o h i b i t s age dis- 
crimination. Forced retirement is out- 
dated." 


THE COURTS, however, have not 


agreed. The'one big case which has been 
tested, that involving noted philosopher 
Paul Weiss, was not successful. Weiss, 
now 72, says he had been offered the Al- 
bert Schweitzer chair on humanities at 
Fordham University in New York. "But 
there was a delay and in the end they 
said they didn't want me." Actually it 
was the state of New York which nixed 
the Weiss appointment — because, as he 
and his lawyers grumble, he was a few 
years too old. 


Weiss sued and lost. A federal district 


court said that his denial was "not Con- 
stitutionally Infirm." A court of appeals 
upheld the decision. The Supreme Court, 
giving no reason, as is its policy, refused 
to hear the matter. (Five of the justices 
are in their 60s, William Douglas is 75). 


Weiss, of course, still believes the 


courts were wrong. He says the idea of 
retirement is fine for people who want it, 
he says those people should be allowed to 
retire at a fixed age. "But retirement 
should be based on an individual rather 
than a wholesale basis. Why should I be 
denied employment if I want it and can 
handle it?" Under these conditions, he 
argues, denying him employment be- 


cause of age is little different from 
denying blacks employment because of 
color. 


ACTUALLY. WEISS IS not out in the 


cold. When Fordham refused him, Catho- 
lic University hired him for a "special" 
post. He says he's carrying a stiff teach* 
ing load, has two books at the printers 
and is writing two more. "I may not 
have as many ideas popping out today, 
but the ones-1 have are good." He says 
he's not slowed down and still works "all 
day long." 


To be sure, Weiss could handle the 


Schweitzer chair or any other. So too 
could many people retiring today work 
on into their 70s with no loss of produc- 
tion or strain. In fact, numerous studies 
have disproved the image of older work- 
ers as falling asleep at their desks, or 
ever ready for a coronary when the boss 
is pushing something. To the contrary: 
experts say older people, being less 
prone to distraction, are often better 
workers than the young, and certainly 
more experienced. 


Yet a change in the retirement laws 


does not appear an immediate possi- 
bility. American business has operated 
too long under the out-at-65 principle. 
The older fellows, for one thing, earn 
larger salaries than their younger re- 
placements. 


But critics of the status quo are not 


giving up. "Weiss has started something 
that can't stop," says a lawyer familiar 
with his case. "There'll be another test, 
and another, and a thousand more. You 
just can't kick the old people around any- 
more."

A dilemma of society: child abuse

how American society oppresses the 
young, Tom Tlede takes • look at a na- 
tional problem, child abuse.)

At any given moment in Philadelphia, 


a child is being so badly neglected or 
abused by his parents he may eventually 
die. Perhaps of strangulation or torture, 
or cutting, or pressing, or stomping, or 
sexual assault. 


In the case of 8-year-old Robert Du- 


Bose, it was starvation. He was brought 
to Temple University Hospital recently 
weighing only 33 pounds, DOA. Hospital 
officials said he had apparently not eaten 
well for months. Police said he has been 
regularly locked in a room at home with- 
out aid, comfort or adequate nour- 
ishment. His mother and father have 
been charged with homicide. 


The immediate public reaction to such 


news is outrage directed at the parents. 
This is human and understandable. Sta- 
tistics on child abuse are inadequately 
kept, but a conservative estimate is that 
700,000 children are abused annually in 
the nation, and at least 60,000 die. 


WHATEVER THE TRUE numbers, the 


public is entitled to wonder what kind of 
fiends would perpetrate such horrors and 
degradations on small, helpless kids. 


Yet the full truth of the matter is that 


this same outraged public must share in 
the guilt for battered children. This is a 
nation which believes so deeply in the 
sanctity of parental authority that in a 
very real sense, society does everything 
but light the cigarettes which are so of- 
ten pressed on the stomachs of its chil- 
dren. 


"Foolishness is bound up in the heart 


of the child," says Proverbs 22:15, "but 
the rod of correction shall drive it out." 
The majority of Americans follow this 
advice and will not interfere when others 
follow it, even to excess. 


THE CASE OF Robert DuBose is a 


good example. The people of Phila- 
delphia bad ample opportunity to step in 
and save the lad. The schools knew he 
was a habitual truant, the welfare repre- 
sentatives knew he was strange and sick, 
some neighbors even guessed he was 
being abused — but no one intervened. 


There are several explanations, which 


together boil down to this: the strongest 
law of the land is "Momma Knows 
Best." As one DuBose neighbor explains, 
"I thought something was funny. But I 
figured, man, it's their business." 


To a large extent, it's true; family 


matters in America are "their business." 
Neither the home nor the community 


could long stand if each private activity 
was made public, if every time the citi- 
zenry wanted it could barge through the 
front door of household business. Yet 
child advocates are beginning to question 
the historic closed-door policy concerning 
discipline. 


IN HIS BOOK, "Birthrights," psy- 


chologist Richard Farson points out thet 
"the use of physical violence has been 
eliminated from our attempts to correct 
the behavior of adults. It is even illegal 
to use force against animals. Yet, ironi- 
cally, it is legally applied in the most 
cruel and abusive ways to children." 


Indeed, Bob Johnson of the Dallas, 


Tex. school stystem says .that corporal 
punishment was administered 6,000 times 
in that city's high schools last year, 
14,000 times in junior high schools and 
6,000 more in the elementary grades. 
"It's up to the principal what measures 
are taken. Usually the kids are swatted 
with a belt, or a board, sometimes just 
with the hand." 


Schools are not the only institutions 


practicing such abuse. The questionable 
concept of "in loco parentis" — substi- 
tute parental control — is incorporated in 
the programs of most children's organi- 
zations and shelters. 


BOY SCOUTS get cuffed. Mental 


p a t i e n t s are spanked. Incarcerated 
delinquents are often bandied about as. 
punching bags. And rare is the home 
where the parents are thoughtful enough 
to employ alternative measures to lick- 
ings; "We get kids in here with horribly 
bruised butts," says a resident at New 
York's Bellevue hospital. "It's nothing to 
see blood drawn." 


Most often, of course, the corporal pun- 


ishment leads to little else than bruised 
behinds. But according to David Gil, pro- 
fessor of social policy at Brandeis Uni- 
versity: "Common sense suggests that 
whenever corporal punishment is widely 
used, extreme cases will occur and chil- 
dren will be injured. Quite frequently 
acts aimed at merely disciplining chil- 
dren will, because of chance factors, turn 
into serious accidents." 


Moreover, Gil believes that the social 


acceptance of corporal punishment pro- 
vides the permissive climate in which 
genuine child abusers are created and 
thrive. 


AND THE ABUSERS do thrive. Sel- 


dom are they exposed for their acts; 
rarely are they reprimanded. Some psy- 
chokjgists see their virtual immunity 


• from prosecution as a manifestation of 


an underlying citizen sympathy. Not that 
people like child beaters, but that they 
understand the beater's motives. 


"Kids are not (be easiest people to get 


along with," says one Philadelphia social 
worker. "What parent or adult has not 
wanted to swat a brat at one time or 
another?" Hence some sentiment that 
abusers are merely frustrated dis- 
cipliners gone out of control. 


Whatever they are, however, the abu- 


sers need help. In recent years a con- 
sensus has been building that most brut- 
al parents are sick, not criminal, thus in 
need of psychiatric or medical rehabilita- 
tion. To this end a number of groups, 
including several very promising Par- 
ents Anonymous organizations, have 
formed to provide treatment. 


"JAIL IS A caretaker arrangement," 


says child abuse expert Dr. James Kent. 
"And you can't tie the tubes of every 
potential. So the only thing we can do is 
work on their problems." 


So much for the abuser then, but what 


about the abused? If he's really hurt, he 
winds up in the hospital, or maybe a fos- 
ter home. But if he's not broken, if he's 
only socked around now and then by 
Momma Knows Best, he will most likely 
survive and grow up as fast as be can so 
he, too, can be a giant; he, too, can have 
power; he, too, can start knocking the 
children around.

Monaco's Princess Grace 


She's not a matchmaker

MONTE CARLO — Princess Grace 


was happily discussing plans for Thurs- 
day's silver jubilee of her husband's ac- 
cession as ruling prince of Monaco when 
a shadow crossed the famous face, little 
changed from the days when she was a 
reigning beauty of Hollywood. 


She felt sad, she said, when she 


thought of the efforts of some people to 
brand her a throne-hunting matron in 
search of a splendid match for her 
daughter. It is talk she knows she ought 
to ignore, but for a woman who learned 
to compete for roles hi the hard world of 
show business she is still surprisingly 
vulnerable. 


What makes it worse, she said in an 


interview in the pastel palace of the Gri- 
raaldls, is that some of the critics are 
British. She likes Britain and she and 
Prince Rainier are counted among the 
friends of the British royal family. They 
were the only heads of state invited to 
the wedding of Princess Anne, who has 
been a guest of theirs here, 


SO INSINUATIONS that she was guilty 


of competing with the bride by wearing 
white (a white coat) to Anne's wedding 
or that her "ultimate ambition" — to 
quote one writer — is a marriage be- 
tween her daughter, 17-year-old Princess 
Caroline, and the heir to the British 
crown, Prince Charles, are doubly 
wounding. They hurt her and they in- 
volve cherished friendships. 


One day not long ago she decided to do 


something about it. 


"I know I shouldn't be susceptible but 


I am," said the blonde former Grace 
Kelly. "I'm beginning to think the British 
like to criticize Americans. One of them 
(very Influential) made me out as this 
great ambitious mother trying to marry 
my daughter to Prince Charles and I 
wrote him and told him exactly what I 
thought of It. 


Speaking of ... 


'I said this is one thing I am not and 


to," she snapped out the words, " 'lay 
off.' And I think he will." 


She said anyone familiar with the 


home life of the Kellys of Philadelphia 
would know she was the last person in 
the world to urge her children into mat- 
rimony. 


"MY MOTHER was something like 


Queen Victoria in that she didn't believe 
in marriage for her girls," she said. 
"When I first heard of mothers trying to 
push their daughters into marriage I 
thought, 'This can't be true;' do mothers 
really do this? 


"My mother was always the opposite, 


always trying to keep us as far away 
from it as possible. And I'm a little bit 
the same way with my own children. I 
don't want them rushing into anything. 
What's called a brilliant marriage isn't 
important. I want my children to marry 
for love, to marry someone they can be 
happy with and share interests in com- 
mon. Who it is doesn't matter to me." 


There are limitations to this. Monaco is 


a Roman Catholic country and, as the 
hereditary prince, Albert, her 16-year-old 
son, will certainly marry a Catholic. 
Caroline, theoretically, has a wider 
choice, but she is convent bred and, ac- 
cording to her friends, a "good Catho- 
lic." They do not see her marrying out- 
side the faith. By the same token Prince 
Charles can only marry in the Church of 
England. Despite this obvious barrier, 
despite the fact they have never met and 
may never meet, the speculation crops 
up from time to time. 


PRINCESS GRACE said she regretted 


Prince Charles' name had been drawn 
into it. "Poor boy," she said, 'he's going 
to have a lot of this sort of thing. I hope 
he finds the right girl." 


The journalistic interest in Caroline 


goes beyond the vague possibility of a 
meeting with Charles. She is quite sim- 


ply becoming the prettiest princess in 
Europe and not only because her mother 
was one of the loveliest women in the 
world. She bears more resemblance to 
the brunette beauty of Prince Rainier's 
mother, Princess Charlotte. She com- 
bines four attractions that will make her 
irresistible at a time when glamor is in • 
short supply — youth, wealth, beauty and 
position. Caroline is tall (over 5-8), dark, 
fluent in English, German, French and 
Spanish, musical piano and flute and a' 
good student as well as a participant in 
the sporting and social pursuits of the 
young today. 


She hopes to enter college in Paris 


next year and take a degree in political 
science or earn a certificate as an inter- 
preter. 


"WE CAN'T keep the photographers 


away from her," Princess Grace com- 
plained. "It's too much. It's such a diffi- 
cult time for her. It's hard to be only 17 
ahd to have everyone watching your ev- 
ery move. It should be a time to try your 
wings, to make your little mistakes, to 
be happy and free of responsibilities. 
Like most modern girls her age Caroline 
isn't thinking of marriage. She wants to 
drive with her friends to Yugoslavia and 
down to Mexico and live before she set- 
tles down, things like that." 


She said Caroline was so impatient to 


get her driving license she jokingly 
asked her mother whether she couldn't 
backdate her birth a couple of months. 
Princess Grace laughed. "You can just 
imagine that," she said. "As it was she 
was born nine months and three days af- 
ter we were married and everybody on 
the Riviera was madly counting on their 
fingers." 


There was another report that, having 


despaired of Charles because of the reli- 
gious issue, Grace had set her tiara for 
Grand Duke Henri, 19, of Luxembourg. 
The item was based on his visits to the 
Monacan palace. 


"HE DOESN'T come to see Caroline," 


the Princess said patiently. "He is more 
a friend of Albert's. Henri is in school in 
Nice and conies over for dinner from 
time to time. That's all." 


When Grace was a film star, the studi- 


os were deluged with fan mail. Yet even 
she is surprised by the mail that pours in 
for Caroline from men and boys smitten 
by her photograph in newspapers and 
magazines. "I can hards re in' my 
office," she said. 


To an occasional visitor the Rainier 


'marriage seems contented. The three 
children are an unusually good-looking 
lot — the youngest is Princess Stephanie, 
9. Prince Albert who is already about six 
feet tall ("I haven't measured him late- 
ly," Grace said, "•but he's still growing") 
is a powerful swimmer 'and natural ath- 
lete and has the rangy Kelly physique. 
Albert's American grandfather and an 
uncle both were Olympic athletes. 


PRINCESS GRACE IS happy with her 


children. "We've never had any heart- 
aches from them," she said. "But all 
parents know there's so much bad com- 
pany these days one should only say, so 
far so good." 


Wearing a blue suit, Grace seemed 


slimmer 'than for some time. She watch- 
es 'her calories. But she cannot under- 
stand references to Caroline as "pudgy." 


"She's tall and slim," she said. "She's 


also very conscious of the fashion to be 
slim so she doesn't overeat. But she isn't 
on a diet. We share a few clothes," she 
said with a wry smile, "and 'that means 
that a lot of things disappear from my 
closets, especially shoes." 


She is 44 and accustomed to seeing her 


age in print, one of the penalties of high 
position. She doesn't mind. "I only used 
to lie about my age when I was a young 
actor," she said. "I would say, how old is 
the pant? I was afraid if *hey knew 'how 
old I was I might not get the1 role."

Stamps honoring women are few

May 6 marked the birthday of the first 


postage stamp, the famous Penny Black 
of Great Britain issued May 6, 1840. The 
first U.S. postage stamp was issued July 
l. 1847. And, ever since, more and more 
of us have been collecting stamps. 


I am not a serious philatelist, but I do 


keep an eye out for U. S. stamps that 
have to do with famous women or the 
progress of women. Unfortunately, this is 
not a subject that demands much time, 
as far too few women have been honored 
on U, S. postage stamps. 


Oh, we often make it indirectly. For 


instance, an unmistakably female ship's 
figurehead is featured on a recently an- 
nounced 12-cent international surface 
rate postal card that bears the in- 
scription "Visit USA Bicentennial Era." 


An unidentified woman appears, too, 


on a new 10-cent postage stamp bearing 
the theme "Retarded Children Can Be 
Helped." which will be issued Oct. V. in 
Arlington, Tex. At least we see part of a 
ruffled sleeve and her hand. She is hold- 
ing the hand of an appealing little girl. 


AS NOTED IN A previous column on 


this subject, the Statue of Liberty is still 
the most popular woman to be found on 
U. S. stamps. In its first philatelic re- 
lease of 1974, the U. S. Postal Service 
announced a new 18-cent international 
'airmail stamp again featuring our most 


famous lady with a torch. 


In addition to these more general 


items, however, at least two recent 
stamps have honored individual women 
of achievement. 


An 18-cent stamp in the Prominent 


American Series was issued Jan, 23 at 
Geneva, N. Y., honoring Dr. Elizabeth 
Blackwell, the first woman doctor In 
modern times. 


Earlier, on Sept. 20, 1973, an 8-cent 


stamp commemorating Pulitzer Prize- 
winning novelist Willa Gather was issued 
at Red Cloud, Neb., where Miss Gather 
spent her girlhood. Her stamp is one in 
the American Arts series. 


MISS GATHER'S WORK is of particu- 


lar interest to those of us who hve in this 
region, since the theme of so much of her 
writing was the pioneer spirit of the Mid- 
west. Willa Gather (1873-1947) graduated 
from the University of Nebraska. She 
then worked on a newspaper in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and later for a magazine in 
New York before deciding in 1912 to de- 
vote her time to novel writing. In 1922 
she won a Pulitzer prize for "One of 
Ours." "A Lost Lady," which appeared a 
year later, made her famous. Among 
other well deserved honors, she became, 
in 1931, the first woman to receive an 
honorary degree from Princeton. In 1941 
she received the gold medal from the 
National Institute of Arts and Letters.

memorates Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell, 
•first woman doctor of modern times. 
It was issued in January of this year. 


Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell, who managed 


to overcome whole seas of prejudices 
simply by enduring them with quiet dig- 
nity, won her M. D. degree at Geneva 
Medical College (now Hobart College) in 


1849. After studying abroad in London 
and Paris, she returned to New York 
City to begin her medical career. While 
abroad, she lost the sight of one eye 
through opthamalia, and this put an end 
to her hopes of becoming a surgeon. 


AS BACKGROUND material issued by 


the U. S. Postal Service notes, she was 
barred from practice in city dispensaries 
and hospitals. She was also refused the 
rental of office space because "female 
physician" was the term associated with 
a notorious New York abortionist. Un- 
daunted, she bought a house and prac- 
ticed there. In 1857 she established the 
New York Infirmary for Women _, and 
Children, which was staffed entirely with 
women doctors. Dr. Blackwell returned 
to England, the place of her birth, in 
1869, where she continued to practice 
medicine. She died in 1910. 


In remarks made at the first day cere- 


mony for the Blackwell stamp, Regional 
Postmaster Gen. Francis X. Biglin said 
that "the postage stamp we issue today 
to commemorate Dr. Blackwell is a 
double tribute. She was the first, of 
course, but this strikes me as being of 
secondary importance to what she did 
with her life. She might well have ac- 
cepted her degree from Geneva and set- 
tled down to an uneventful practice of 
medicine as did so many men in the pro- 
. fession. She did not."

Women and children first 


Are parents responsible 
for children's misdeeds?

My son broke a neighbor's window. 


This is really going to set me back. It's a 
big picture window. Do I have to pay for 
it?

DearT. S.: 
I'm sorry you haven't included more 


facts and circumstances. The question 
you ask is not so simple as it appears, 
and the answer is loaded with "ifs" and 
"it all depends." Lawyers are often ac- 
cused of hedging when they answer in 
this manner, but you'll soon understand 
why it's necessary. 


While parents are responsible for sup- 


porting their children, this does not mean 
that a parent is legally responsible for 
everything a child does. Here's where 
the "all depends" comes in. 


• Was he acting under your direction? 


Or did you stand by and not stop him? 
Was this a deliberate act or an accident 
foreseeable or unforeseeable? Could your 
child or you foresee the consequences of 
this act? 


• If, for instance your child got into a 


scrape with a neighbor's child and the 
latter wound up with a couple of missing 
teeth, you wouldn't be liable. Neither 
would your son. On the other hand, if you 
urged your child on, insisting that he 
strike the other boy, here he would be 
acting as your agent and you would be 
responsible. 


The old common law made minors re- 


sponsible for then- acts, but there are so 
many exceptions that the rule cannot 
stand by jfself.

•• In general, a parent is not liable for 


damages caused ,by, his or '!he£ minor 
child with.which We • jwjs'.fario, way con- 
nected,1 which he did not ratify arid from 
which he did hot deriye-ahy benefits. 


• But there is one specific law that ev- 


ery parent should know. In every state in 
this country parents are responsible fi- 
nancially up to a fixed amount for willful 
and malicious acts committed by their 
children. The amount varies from $250 to 
$500. (The latter in Illinois.) 


This is a relatively new law obviously 


enacted to "suit the .times." 


Today, unlike the good old days, van- 


dalism has reached a shocking all-time 
high so the law is trying to make parents 
aware that discipline, after all, begins at 
home. 


As against innocent third parties who 


must pay the bill (and that is you and 
me as taxpayers) and the parent, this is 
one way of balancing the scales of jus- 
tice. 


However, even these set amounts do 


not always meet the cost of actual dam- 
ages involved. (Louisiana, which still fol- 
lows the French civil code, makes the 
parents liable for the full amount.) 


In North Carolina in a case where an 


11-year-old boy maliciously and willfully 
set fire to curtains in the school audito- 
rium, the parents were compelled to pay 
$500, but the full amount of damages be- 
fore the fire was extinguished came to 
almost $3,000. 


The primary purpose of this law is not 


so much to change the law and impose 
liability on the parents for their chil- 
dren's acts, but to strengthen the in- 
fluence of the home and to encourage 
parents to form relationships with their 
children that would reduce juvenile van- 
dalism. 


Europeans were ahead of us in enact- 


ing laws imposing parental liability stat- 
utes. Even then, they are not so severe 
as the ancient Babylonian law which 
gave fathers a nearly absolute power 
over their children to the point of being 
permitted to pledge them for his debts! 
(The way some kids behave you wonder 
how many times the creditors said "nix" 
to this remedy.) 


What the law will be in the future is 


something to reflect on as social condi- 
tions change. But the present attitude of 
lawmakers seems to fit in with these fa- 
mous words: "If God believed in per- 
missiveness, He would have given us the 
Ten Suggestions."

Anti-drug unit: is it a menace or a meaningful answer? 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Less than three years ago, a new ab- 


breviation - MEG - joined LSD, POP 
and others in the jargon of the suburban 
drug culture. 


MEG, short (or Metropolitan Narcotics 


and 
Dangerous Drugs Enforcement 


Group, was a new secret police organiza- 
tion that sent long-haired plainclothes 
agents out on the streets in search of 
drug suppliers. 


MEG has since become the largest un- 


dercover drug enforcement agency in the 
country, responsible for hundreds of ar- 
rests, It claims growing success in halt- 
ing distribution of dangerous drugs in 
Cook County suburbs. 


Evaluating those claims is difficult be- 


cause MEG operates largely without 
public scrutiny. Its records are not rou- 
tinely available for inspection and even 
its three headquarters are hidden behind 
CIA-type front businesses in suburban of- 
fice buildings. 


A UNIVERSITY OF Illinois professor 


given access to MEG records now says 
the agency is arresting primarily mari- 
juana users rather than narcotics push- 
ers and is violating the civil rights of 
hundreds of persons. 


Prof. John A, Webster's study, pre- 


pared for the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission's evaluation of MEG fund- 
ing, sparked a five-hour debate at a Feb- 
ruary meeting of the ILEC. It has also 
promopted a vigorous attack on Webster 
and his conclusions from John Hinchy, 
MEG director. 


Webster, who runs the criminal justice 


program at Circle Campus in Chicago, 
spent a month studying MEG at the 
request of the state commission. Among 
his conclusions was that 2%-year-old 
MEG is "an experiment that resulted in 
a total failure" and a "ripoff of Cook 
County taxpayers." 


David Fogel, executive director of the 


ILEC, called Webster's evaluation "slop- 
py" and "strewn with editorials." Web- 
ster's conclusions, Fogel said, are not 


supported by the data he collected. 


WEBSTER RESPONDED by charging 


Fogel with cutting important information 
out of the report. Fogel then replied that 
the editing was necessary to protect 
MEG agents and informers and to re- 
move unwarranted editorializing by Web- 
ster. 


The state commission, which oversees 


distribution of federal money to Illinois 
police agencies, reaffirmed its support of 
the MEG concept, despite Webster's crit- 
icism, by approving funds for three new 
MEG-type agencies downstate. 


• But the commission -is also setting up 
new guidelines to govern the MEGs, 
many of them, aimed at correcting the 
practices Webster criticized in his eval- 
uation. One,new restriction will require 
'monitoring of each MEG agency by an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent. 


More guidelines are being considered 


by an ILEC committee that will meet 
this Friday. They are expected to focus 
on permissible search and seizure activi- 


ties, on what types of persons MEG can 
recruit as informers and on conditions 
under which a person arrested by MEG 
can be "turned" to become an informer. 


HERE ARE SOME of Webster's major 


charges and responses from Hinchy. 
Webster's accusations are compiled both 
from his report and from comments he 
made at the February ILEC meeting. 
Hinchy's responses come from 
that 


meeting and from a Herald-interview: 


• "MEG has not been able to substan- 


tially affect the flow of drugs, particular- 
ly hard drugs, at the dealer and dis- 
tributor level," Webster said. He accused 
MEG of focusing on marijuana users, 
basing the charge on his finding that 45 
per cent of all the drugs analyzed by lab- 
oratories for MEG was marijuana. 


He said that only three arrests ac- 


counted for almost half of the marijuana 
collected in 135 arrests and that in 67 of 
those arrests less than one ounce of 
marijuana was seized. "MEG is involved 


almost exclusively in transactions with 
those using very small amounts of drugs 
which means they arrest few offenders 
above the street user level," Webster 


, concluded. 


Hinchy denied MEG agents seek out 


marijuana 
users. He said the pre- 


ponderence of marijuana seizures results 
when MEG agents seize the drug while 
on raids primarily aimed at heroin or 
LSD. 


He accused Webster of using the raw 


data on the amount of marijuana seized 
for "statistical masturbation." 


The number of charges for possession 


of marijuana are also high, but MEG 
agents will file more than one charge 
against a drug trafficker and that often 
possession of marijuana is a secondary 
charge, Hinchy said. 


A pusher with two pounds of marijuana 


to sell to high school students would just 
as willingly sell them heroin or hallucino- 


gens if he had access to those drugs, Hin- 
chy said. 


ILEC took a middle ground in the 


marijuana arrest dispute by voting to set 
a policy that MEG agents should strive 
for hard drug enforcement and leave 
marijuana law enforcement to local po- 
lice, except where marijuana enforce- 
ment is necessary in seeking hard drug 
pushers. 
; 


WEBSTER CHARGED MEG is wrong to 
use juveniles as informants in seeking 
out drug pushers. "It's improper to use 
police organizations supported by tax 
collars to create among young people 
this kind of spy activity," Webster said. 


ILEC Commissioner Bernard Weisberg 


seemed to agree with Webster. "Do we 
want LEAA (Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration) money to be used 
to recruit a 14-year-old as an informer? 
In general I should think no," Weisberg

Buffalo Grove, as expected, gave final 


approval to Grand Spauldlng Dodge for 
its dealership at Arlington Heights and 
Dundee roads. 


The approval was given by the village 


board Monday night, despite a federal 
grand jury probe into the sale of village 
vehicle stickers to the Chicago-based 
firm, Grand Spaulding. 3300 W. Grand 
Ave., has been purchasing $10 village sti- 
ckers since at least 1971, apparently to 
avoid buying Chicago licenses, which 
cost $20 to $50 each. 


The grand jury reportedly is seeking 


evidence of possible mall fraud in the 
sale of the stickers. The sticker sales 
may be illegal since Grand Spaulding 
does not house cars from its leasing divi- 
sion in Buffalo Grove. 


APPROVAL OF THE dealership came 


after the board ignored comments by 
resident Joseph Sloat, 602 Maple Dr., 
concerning the sale of the stickers to 
Grand Spaulding. He said he was con- 
fused why the village was selling stickers 
to the firm and considering it part of the 
village before final approval was given. 
Following the remarks, the board passed 
on to the next order of business without 
comment. 


Sloat said later, "They were selling sti- 


ckers to the company for a long time, so 
the board apparently decided on the mat-

Village board wrapup 
National Bank 
gets final OK 


Buffalo Grove National Bank has received final approval 


and expects to be operating out of a temporary facility within 
60 days and have its permanent structure finished within nine 
months. 


The village board Monday night approved the bank by a 5-0 


vote. Trustee Randall Rathjen, who was involved in a real 
estate transaction concerning the bank property, abstained. 


The bank will be located on a 4.5-acre tract on the south

Teacher council stalled on pay talks

The Wheeling Faculty Council has de- 


clared an impasse on the 1974-75 contract 
negotiations for Dist. 21 teachers and re- 
quested the assistance of a federal 
mediator in reaching an agreement with 
the school board. 


The WFC bargainining team called the 


impasse Monday night after the fifth 
negotiating session in the past four 
months. 


In a statement to The Herald Tuesday, 


Margo Richter, sixth-grade teacher at 
Stevenson School in Wheeling and 
spokesman for the WFC bargaining 
team, explained the group's reason for 
halting the talks. 


"We made a proposal with an increase 


in salaries of approximately 12.2 per 
cent. That figure is based on what we 


believed is necessary for a fair and equi- 
table distribution of the monies avail- 
able," said Miss Richter. "An increase of 
this size is necessary to make Dist. 21 
salaries reasonable comparable to those 
in surrounding areas." 


"THE PROPOSAL also includes an in- 


crease of $50 per yer to the salary paid 
to teachers for extra duties. These duties 
include coaching, drama, chorus, etc. 
The Wheeling Faculty Council proposal, 
which totals 12.43 per cent, is $9,418 over 
the flat 12 per cent offered by the board. 
The Wheeling Faculty Council feels that 
limiting negotiations to arbitrary flat 
percentage figures fails to deal with the 
real problem constructively."

Elk Grove Twp. owes U.S. $99,000

Elk Grove Township owes the Federal 


Office of Revenue Sharing $99,000 be- 
cause figures submitted to the federal of- 
fice by township officials were incorrect. 


After discovering the mistake, federal 


officials informed the township they also 
were only entitled to receive $186,000 of 
the $306,000 revenue sharing money the 
township budgeted to spend during 1974. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall said 


an "overstated tax figure" on application 
forms sent to the federal office is respon- 
sible for what he called a "governmental 
error." 


THE OFFICE of Revenue Sharing con- 


tends it was the township's mistake. 


"not only did the application error af- 


fect that period of payment (where the 
township received the $99,000 over- 
payment), but it changes how much 
money we estimated we would get this 
coming perl'd of entitlement from July 1, 
1974 to June 30,1975," said Hall. 


Hall said the township will receive only 


$86,018 of the $186,000 it is entitled to dur- 
ing the 1974-1975 period. 


The federal office, using the corrected 


form, determined that the townshp 
should receive the $186,000. Instead of 
sending the full amount, $86,000 was de- 
ducted as reimbursement for the over- 
payment and the township was directed 
to send the federal office a check for 
$12,912 to make up for the remainder, 
Hall said. 


HALL SAID he could not determine 


how the error happened. He contends 
that the township sent in a correct tax 
figure when it made out the forms. The 
tax figure, with other statistics, is used 
to determine how much money the town- 
ship received in revenue funds. 


"Somehow they got an overstated fig- 


ure, around $557,000, which is almost 
double our $359,000 tax total," he said. 


A clerk at the township office said 


"gosh knows who prepared the forms. 
The first ones were done by the older 
supervisor and the latest forms have the 
preMOt •utwviior't (Hall) 


But he gets the figures from our auditor, 
I think." 


Alan Shepard, area coordinator, office 


of revenue sharing, said "I don't think 
the township overstated the tax figure on 
purpose 
" 


SHEPARD SAID it is a common error 


to claim taxes not legitimately allowed. 


He said his office does not see the actual 
forms sent in by township officials. "We 
get the tax figures from the Bureau of 
Census." 


Hall said the auditors must now re- 


consider how the township will spend the 
$86,000 it will get. 


The auditors allocated the Mowing ex- 


penditures for the expected $300,000: 
Public safety, $10,000; Flood control, 
$100,000; Mental Health $50,000; Social 
services for the poor and aged and a bus 
$100,000; office equipment and township 
building and grounds remodeling, $36,948, 
and financial administration of the reve- 
nue fund, $10,000.

CEPA SAID autos leased for more 


than 30 days may have stickers from the 
municipality in which the leasee lives. 
Cars which are leased for less than 30 
days should 'bear Chicago stickers. 


Cepa added the city's investigation has 


found that Grand Spaulding leases about 
400 cars, which means more than half 
have been registered for stickers in Buf- 
falo Grove. 


Meanwhile, the village board has 


passed a resolution prohibiting the sale 
of further stickers to the firm until the 
village attorney renders a legal opinion. 


The board approved Grand Spaulding's 


dealership by a 5-1 margin. Trustee Clar- 
ice Rech voted against the project be- 
cause she does not feel the firm provides 
enough water retention to line site and 
fears there will be flooding problems. 


THE VILLAGE apparently also lost a

Supt. Kenneth Gill, however, said the 


real problem in the stalemate is the 
WFC request for the raise in extra duty 
pay. Depending on the activities they su- 
pervise, local teachers currently make 
between $450 and $1,000 per year in extra 
duty salaries. 


Gill refused to elaborate on the issue of 


extra duty pay until after the entire con- 
tract dispute is discussed by the school 
board Thursday night at its regular 
meeting. 


COMMENTING ON the stalemate, Gill 


said only, "We thought it was a pretty 
substantial increase we were offering. I 
think it's regrettable that the WFC would 
take an impasse position at this time." 


According to the superintendent, the 


impasse could be broken at any time if 
the, WFC approached the school board to 
reopen talks. 


If the impasse stands, Miss Richter 


and Barger have agreed to name a 
mediator within the next 10 days. The 
person must be hired from the Federal 
Mediation Service and arbitration fees 
•will be shared by the two sides. 


Both Miss Richter and GUI said they 


did not anticipate an impasse in this 
year's talks. 


"We had good intentions of settling

Anti-drug unit: is it a menace or a meaningful answer? 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Less than three years ago, a new ab- 


breviation — MEG - joined LSD, PCP 
and others in the jargon of the suburban 
drug culture. 


MEG. short for Metropolitan Narcotics 


and 
Dangerous Drugs Enforcement 


Group, was a new secret police organiza- 
tion that sent long-haired plainclothes 
agents out on the streets in search of 
drug suppliers. 


MEG has since become the largest un- 


dercover drug enforcement agency in the 
country, responsible for hundreds of ar- 
rests. It claims growing success in halt- 
ing distribution of dangerous drugs in 
Cook County suburbs. 


Evaluating those claims is difficult be- 


cause MEG operates largely without 
public scrutiny. Its records are not rou- 
tinely available for inspection and even 
its three headquarters are hidden behind 
CIA-type front businesses in suburban of- 
fice buildings. 


A UNIVERSITY OF Illinois professor 


given access to MEG records now says 
the agency is arresting primarily mari- 
juana users rather than narcotics push- 
ers and is violating the civil rights of 
hundreds of persons. 


Prof. John A. Webster's study, pre- 


pared for the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission's evaluation of MEG fund- 
ing, sparked a five-hour debate at a Feb- 
ruary meeting of the ILEC. It has also 
promopted a vigorous attack on Webster 
and his conclusions from John Hinchy, 
MEG director. 


Webster, who runs the criminal justice 


program at Circle Campus in Chicago, 
spent a month studying MEG at the 
request of the state commission. Among 
his conclusions was that 2Vz-year-old 
MEG is "an experiment that resulted in 
a total failure" and a "ripoff of Cook 
County taxpayers." 


David Fogel, executive director of the 


ILEC, called Webster's evaluation "slop- 
py" and "strewn with editorials." Web- 
ster's conclusions, Fogel said, are not 


supported by the data he collected. 
' 


WEBSTER RESPONDED by charging 


Fogel with cutting important information 
out of the report. Fogel then replied that 
the editing was necessary to protect 
MEG agents and informers and to re- 
move unwarranted editorializing by Web- 
ster. 
\ 


The state commission, which oversees 


distribution of federal money to Illinois 
police agencies, reaffirmed its support of 
the MEG concept, despite Webster's crit- 
icism, by approving funds for three new 
MEG-type agencies downstate. . 


But the commission is also setting up 


new guidelines to govern the MEGs, 
many of them aimed at correcting the 
practices Webster criticized in his eval- 
uation. One new restriction will require 
monitoring of each MEG agency by an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent. 


More guidelines are being considered 


by an ILEX! committee that will meet 
this Friday. They are expected to focus 
on permissible search and seizure activi- 


ties, on what types of persons MEG can 
recruit as informers and on conditions 
under which a person arrested by MEG 
can be "turned" to become an informer. 


HERE ARE SOME of Webster's major 


charges and responses from Hinchy. 
Webster's accusations are compiled both 
from his report and from comments he 
made at the February ILEC meeting. 
Hihchy's responses come from 
that 


meeting and from a Herald interview: 


• "MEG has not been able to substan- 


tially affect the flow of drugs, particular- 
ly hard drugs, at the dealer and dis- 
tributor level," Webster said. He accused 
MEG of fqcusing on marijuana users, 
basing the charge on his finding that 45 
per cent of all the drugs analyzed by lab- 
oratories for MEG was marijuana. 


He said thai only three arrest's ac- 


counted for almost half of the marijuana 
collected in 135 arrests and that in 67 of 
those arrests less than one ounce of 
marijuana was seized. "MEG is involved 


almost exclusively in transactions with 
those using very small amounts of drugs 
which means they arrest few offenders 
above the street user level," Webster 
concluded. 


Hinchy denied MEG agents seek out 


marijuana users. He said the pre- 
ponderenee of marijuana seizures results 
when MEG agents seize the drug while 
on raids primarily aimed at heroin or 
LSD. 


He accused Webster of using the raw 


data on the amount of marijuana seized 
for "statistical masturbation." 


The number of charges for possession 


of marijuana are also high, but MEG 
agents will file more than one charge 
against a drug trafficker and that often 
possession of marijuana is a secondary 
charge, Hinchy said. 


A pusher with two pounds of marijuana 


to sell to high school students would just 
as willingly sell them heroin or hallucino- 


gens if he had access to those drugs, Hin- 
chy said. 


ILEC took a middle ground in the 


marijuana arrest dispute by voting to set 
a policy that MEG agents should strive 
for hard drug enforcement and leave 
marijuana law enforcement to local po- 
lice, except where marijuana enforce- 
ment is necessary in seeking hard drug 
pushers. 


WEBSTER CHARGED MEG is wrong to 
use juveniles as informants in seeking 
out drug pushers. "It's improper to use 
police organizations supported by tax 
collars to create among young people 
this kind of spy activity," Webster said. 


ILEC Commissioner Bernard Weisberg 


seemed to agree with Webster. "Do we 
want LEAA (Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration^) money to be used 
to recruit a 14-year-old as an informer? 
In general I should think no," Weisberg

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Faulty figures given to U.S. 
Township to repay $99,000 
in revenue sharing funds 


by JERRY THOMAS 


Elk Grove Township owes the Federal 


Office of Revenue Sharing $99,000 be- 
cause figures submitted to the federal of- 
fice by township officials were incorrect. 


After discovering the mistake, federal 


officials informed the township they also 
were only entitled to receive $186,000 of 
the $306,000 revenue sharing money the 
township budgeted to spend during 1974. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall said 


an "overstated tax figure" on application 
forms sent to the federal office is respon- 
sible for what he called a "governmental 
error." 


THE OFFICE of Revenue Sharing con- 


tends it was the township's mistake. 


''not only did the application error af- 


fect that period of payment (where the 
township received the 
$99,000 over- 


payment), but it changes how much 
money we estimated we would get this 
coming peri'd of entitlement from July 1, 
1974 to June 30,1975," said Hall. 


Hall said the township will receive only 


$86.018 of the $186,000 it is entitled to dur- 
ing the 1974-1975 period. 


The federal office, using the corrected 


form, determined 
that the townshp 


should receive the $186,000. Instead of 
sending the full amount, $86,000 was de- 
ducted as reimbursement for the over- 
payment and the township was directed 
to send the federal office a check for 
$12,912 to make up for the remainder, 
Mall said. 


HALL SAID he could not determine 


how the error happened. He contends 
that the township sent in a correct tax 
figure when it made out the forms. The 
tax figure, with other statistics, is used 
to determine how much money the town- 
ship received in revenue funds. 


"Somehow they got an overstated fig- 


ure, around $557,000, which is almost 
double our $359,000 tax total," he said. 


A clerk at the township office said 


"gosh knows who prepared the forms. 
The first ones were done by the older 
supervisor and the latest forms have the 
present supervisor's (Hall) signature. 
But he gets the figures from our auditor, 
I think." 


Alan Shepard, area coordinator, office 


of revenue sharing, said "I don't think 
the township overstated the tax figure on' 
purpose 
" 


Town officials vote selves benefits 


Elk Grove Township officials voted 


themselves and eight township employes 
free hospitalization, major medical and 
life insurance. { 


Elk Grove is the first township in this 


area to provide the extensive insurance 
benefits to both elected officials and em- 
ployes. 


Eight of the nine elected officials will 


be eligible for the free policy. Township 
Collector Arnold Scharringhausen is not 
eligible "because he is not a working 
member of the board of auditors," Su- 
pervisor Richard Hall said. 


Hall, Highway Comr. Alfred Steil, 


Clerk George Busse, Assessor Charles 
Hodlmair and Auditors Walter Hartley, 
Larry Hintz, Wayne Hull and Bernard 
Lee are eligible for 'benefits. All but Steil 
are part-time elected officials. Part-time 
office employes are not eligible for the 
insurance. 


THE BOARD budgeted $6,700 for insur- 


ance coverage last month with Hall esti- 
mating it will cost Elk Grove Township 
taxpayers about $550 a month to pay the 
insurance policy premium for elected of- 
ficials and employes. 


The board Monday night discussed dif- 


ferent types of benefits available such as 
coordinating policies which would take 
over where a spouse's coverage left off, 
but settled on full coverage with a $2,000' 
life insurance benefit. 


Lee convinced the others that full cov- 


erage was "just a few dollars more a 
month and it's a benefit the township 
employes should have. Even though most 
of the employes are women they need 
full coverage. If their working husbands 


were laid off or fired they would be un- 
protected." 
' 


HINTZ QUESTIONED the propriety of 


voting on a free insurance policy for 
himself and other officials.' 


"Will we be criticized for this? After 


all, it's the taxpayers' money," he said. 


His 
protest 
was overwhelmingly 


drowned out by Hall and Lee who point- 
ed to more than a dozen governmental 
agencies, including Cook County, who 
have the benefits. "Why they all insure 
employes and there is certainly no rea- 
son why we should not be doing'the same 
and taking care of our township employ- 
es," said Hall. 


Other townships in the area have the 


following insurance benefits. 


• Maine: No insurance is provided for 


elected officials. Hospitalization is pro- 
vided, at a cost of about $2,000 per year, 
to the seven office workers at no charge. 
Office personnel do not receive life insur- 
ance. 


• Schaumburg: No insurance is pro- 


vided for elected officials or the part- 
time office staff. Hospitalization, major 
medical and life insurance is provided 
for the three full-time staff members for 
the Committee on Youth. 


• Palatine: No insurance is provided 


for either regular township employes or' 
elected officials. Three highway-depart- 
ment employes were just voted health in- 
surance coverage and a $5,000 life insur- 
ance policy. 


• Wheeling: No life insurance is pro- 


vided to anyone. Hospitalization is pro-

Superblock passes a major hurdle

Developer-financier Jerome R. Gottlieb 


sat near the rear of the Des Plaines City 
Council chambers as the latest chapter 
of/ the Superblock scenario was played 
out before him. 


Flanked by his advisers and architects, 


and the men from Des Plaines — James 
Paroubek, Ralph Martin et al. — who 
have nurtured the concept of downtown 
redevelopment to the 'state of near frui- 
tion, Gottlieb puffed his pipe and listened 
as a quintet of councilmen raised objec- 
tions regarding details of the project. 


Just after 11 p.m. Monday, Gottlieb put 


his pipe away and rose to tell the alder- 
men his company planned to lease 406 
parking spaces in the controversial Ellin- 
wood Street parking garage — not be- 
cause the company needed that many, 
but to make the city's revenue bonds, 
sold to finance the project, more salable. 


Then he went back to his pipe. 


The measure eventually passed, but 


not until the debate over the Superblock 
project had dragged on throughout the 
evening. Aid. George Olen (2nd) had 
raised several questions regarding the 
planned 
unit 
development ordinance 


which the city had passed last summer 
paving the way for the $12 million retail 
and office complex. 


A FEW MINUTES before Gottlieb 


made his brief remarks, the developer 
and his associates had congratulated 
themselves and smiled approvingly after 
the council passed on a 10-5 vote a mea- 
sure to hire the H. W. Lochner Co. engi- 
neering firm to do 'the final design work 
for the Ellinwood Street garage. 


The questions raised by Olen over the 


apparent changes made in Superblock 
ordinance and points raised by Aid. Car-

City council wrapup 
Good news and bad 
for police building 


Progress on plans for the proposed police building took one 


step forward and one step backwards in action before the city 
council Monday. 


While the council voted to hire the bond consultant firm of 


Benjamin and Lang to prepare a financing program for the 
city police structure, a measure to hire an engineering firm 
to prepare final plans for an adjacent parking garage was 
voted down. 


Several aldermen argued that the proposal to build a mul- 


tiple-deck parking garage behind new city ball building was 
too costly and needed further study. 


Aid. George Olen (2nd) termed the proposed site for the 


Jefferson Street garage as "bad news" and suggested the city 
look at other alternatives. 


ALD. JOSEPH SZABO (1st), who heads the council's build- 


ing, grounds and parking lots committee, said that other al- 
ternatives, including purchasing tend on the north side of 
Jefferson Street or requiring city employes to park at the 
North School parking lot, have been studied and rejected. 


The request to hire the H. W. Lochner Co. to prepare the 


engineering plans for the parking deck was defeated. 


Szabo also sought approval to have the financial consultants 


prepare a report on how many bonds must be sold to finance 
the project. 


While several aldermen questioned how the city could plan 


financing the project before definite plans for the parking are 
finalized, the proposal was approved. 


Aid. Carmen Sarlo (6th) questioned whether or not the city 


was establishing a double standard — one for itself and an- 
other for private developers — regarding the parking require- 
ments. 


City Atty. James Bouril said that the city could amend its 


parking requirements if such action is necessary. 


In an effort to reach a final decision on the parking facil- 


ities for the city hall building, Szabo has called a committo» 
meeting for Monday at 8:30 p.m. 


No bike safety cutback 


Mayor Herbert Behrel told the Des Plaines City Council 


that the bicycle safety program will not be cut back this year. 


BehrePs comments came after reports that the program 


required $2,300 more than had been appropriated by the city 
council. 


Behrel said there will be funds available to finance the 


program which consists of bicycle safety rodeos and lectures 
for young people in the city. 


The mayor noted that students at Maine West High School 


had voiced concern about possible cutbacks when he spoke 
there last week, but he told them the money would be made 
available.

proached the meeting with Maine North 
High School students with apparent trepi- 
dation. He soon won a following among 
the youths. 


Hodes was one of nearly 40 performers 


appearing Tuesday at Maine North's 
"Rites of Spring" festival. An all-school 
performance in the morning was follow- 
ed by a workshop attended by 30 stu- 
dents. 


DRESSED IN GRAY stocks and a tan 


Safari jacket, the slight, balding musi- 
cian slid onto a bench behind an upright 


piano. The next hour was filled with a 
running commentary on jazz, punctuated 
by musical illustrations. 


"The last 10 or 15 years, most of the 


music I've been hearing is three guitars 
and a drum — not too much jazz," Hodes 
said, "Lately, those same musicians are 
turning to jazz." 


A Chicago native, Hodes learned to 


play piano at Hull House along with jazz 
great Benny Goodman. 


"We paid two bits a lesson and we had 


a great teacher," he said. "People were 
dedicated then, they came and they 
gave."

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Anti-drug unit: is it a menace or a meaningful answer? 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Less than three years ago, a new ab- 


breviation - MEG - joined LSD, PCP 
and others in the jargon of the suburban 
drug culture. 


MEG, short for Metropolitan Narcotics 


a n d Dangerous Drugs Enforcement 
Group, was a new secret police organiza- 
tion that sent long-haired plainclothes 
agents out on the streets in search of 
drug suppliers. 


MEG has since become the largest un- 


dercover drug enforcement agency in the 
country, responsible for hundreds of ar- 
rests. It claims growing success in halt- 
ing distribution of dangerous drugs in 
Cook County suburbs. 


Evaluating those claims is difficult be- 


cause MEG operates largely without 
public scrutiny. Its records are not rou- 
tinely available for inspection and even 
its three headquarters are hidden behind 
CIA-type front businesses,in suburban of- 
fice buildings. 


A UNIVERSITY OF Illinois professor 


given access to MEG records now says 
the agency is arresting primarily mari- 
juana users rather than narcotics push- 
ers and is violating the civil rights of 
hundreds of persons. 


Prof. John A. Webster's study, pre- 


pared for the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission's evaluation of MEG fund- 
ing, sparked a five-hour debate at a Feb- 
ruary meeting of the ILEC. It has also 
promopted a vigorous attack on Webster 
and his conclusions from John Hinchy, 
MEG director. 


Webster, who runs the criminal justice 


program at Circle Campus in Chicago, 
spent a month studying MEG at the 
request of the state commission. Among 
his conclusions was that 2%-year-old 
MEG is "an experiment that resulted in 
a total failure" and a "ripoff of Cook 
County taxpayers." 


David Fogel, executive director of the 


ILEC, called Webster's evaluation "slop- 
py" and "strewn with editorials." Web- 
ster's conclusions, Fogel said, are not 


supported by the data he collected 


WEBSTER RESPONDED by 'charging 


Fogel with cutting important information 
out of the report. Fogel then replied that 
the editing was necessary to protect 
MEG agents and informers and to re- 
move unwarranted editorializing by Web- 
ster. 


The state commission, which oversees 


distribution of federal money to Illinois 
police agencies, reaffirmed its support of 
the MEG concept, despite Webster's crit- 
icism, by approving funds for three new 
MEG-type agencies downstate. 


But the commission is also setting up 


new guidelines to govern the MEGs, 
many of them aimed at correcting the 
practices Webster criticized in his eval- 
uation. One new restriction will require 
monitoring of each MEG agency by an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent. 


More guidelines are being considered 


by an ILEC committee that will meet 
this Friday. They are expected to focus 
on permissible search and seizure activi- 


ties, on what types of persons MEG can 
recruit as informers and on conditions 
under which a person arrested by MEG 
can be "turned" to become an informer. 


HERE ARE SOME of Webster's major 


charges and responses from Hinchy. 
Webster's accusations are compiled both 
from his report and from comments he 
made at the February ILEC meeting 
Hinchy's responses come from that 
meeting and from a Herald interview. 


• "MEG has not been able to substan- 


tially affect the flow of drugs, particular- 
ly hard drugs, at the dealer and dis- 
tributor level," Webster said. He accused 
MEG of focusing on marijuana users, 
basing the charge on his finding that 45 
per cent of all the drugs analyzed by lab- 
oratories for MEG was marijuana 


He said that only three arrests ac- 


counted for almost half of the marijuana 
collected in 135 arrests and that in 67 of 
those arrests less than one ounce of 
marijuana was seized. "MEG is involved 


almost exclusively in transactions with 
those using very small amounts of drugs 
which means they arrest few offenders 
above the street user level," Webster 
concluded. 


Hinchy denied MEG agents seek out 


marijuana users. He said the pre- 
ponderance of marijuana seizures results 
when MEG agents seize the drug while 
on raids primarily aimed at heroin or 
LSD. 


He accused Webster of using the raw 


data on the amount of marijuana seized 
for "statistical masturbation " 


The number of charges for possession 


of marijuana are also high, but MEG 
agents will file more than one charge 
against a drug trafficker and that often 
possession of marijuana is a secondary 
charge, Hinchy said 


A pusher with two pounds of marijuana 


to sell to high school students would just 
as willingly sell them heroin or hallucino- 


gens if he had access to those drugs, Hin- 
chy said. 


ILEC took a middle ground in the 


marijuana arrest dispute by voting to set 
a policy that MEG agents should strive 
for hard drug enforcement and leave 
marijuana law enforcement to local po- 
lice, except where marijuana enforce- 
ment is necessary in seeking hard drug 
pushers. 


WEBSTER CHARGED MEG is wrong .to 
use juveniles as informants in seeking 
out drug pushers "It's improper to use 
police organizations supported by tax 
collars to create among young people 
this kind of spy activity," Webster said. 


ILEC Commissioner Bernard Weisberg 


seemed to agree with Webster. "Do we 
want LEAA (Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration) money to be used 
to recruit a 14-year-oW as an informer?

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Township must 
repay $99,000 
in U.S. funds

EJk Grove Township owes the Federal 


Office of Revenue Sharing $99,000 be- 
cause figures submitted to the federal of- 
fice by township officials were incorrect. 


After discovering the mistake, federal 


efficials informed the township they also 
were only entitled to receive $186,000 of 
the $306,000 revenue sharing money the 
township budgeted to spend during 1974. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall said 


an "overstated tax figure" on application 
forms sent to the federal office is respon- 
sible for what he called a "governmental 
error." 


THE OFFICE of Revenue Sharing con- 


tends it was the township's mistake. 


"not only did the application error af- 


fect that period of payment (where the 
township received the $99,000 over- 
payment), but it changes how much 
money we estimated we would get this 
coming peri'd of entitlement from July 1, 
1974 to June 30,1975," said Hall. 


Hall said the township will receive only 


$86,018 of the $186,000 it is entitled to dur- 
ing the 1974-1975 period. 


The federal office, using the corrected 


form, determined 
that the townshp 


should receive the $186,000. Instead of 
sending the full amount, $86,000 was de- 
ducted as reimbursement for the over- 
payment and the township was directed 
to send the federal office a check for 
$12,912 to make up for the remainder, 
Hall said. 


HALL SAID he could not determine 


how the error happened. He contends 
that the township sent in a correct tax 
figure when it made out the forms. The 
tax figure, with other statistics, is used 
to determine how much money the town- 
ship received in revenue funds. 


"Somehow they got an overstated fig- 


ure, around $557,000, which is almost 
double our $359,000 tax total," he said. 


A clerk at the township office said 


"gosh knows who prepared the forms. 
The first ones were done by the older 
supervisor and the latest forms have the 
present supervisor's (Hall) signature. 
But he gets the figures from our auditor, 
1 think." 


Alan Shepard, area coordinator, office 


of revenue sharing, said "I don't think

School roof repairs to cost $373,000 this summer 


by BOB GALLAS 


The Dist. 59 school board has approved 


plans to fix school roofs this summer at 
a cost of almost $373,000. 


In a series of resolutions, the board set 


into motion the machinery necessary to 
get the job going. Besides authorizing the 
administration to advertise for bids on 
the project, the board also approved the 
transfer of $400,000 from the educational 
fund to the building fund to cover the 
cost of the project. 


Since the transfer of the $400,000 is 


more than 10 per cent of the district's $13 
million budget for 1973-74, a public hear- 
ing on the change is necessary and the 
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revised budget must go on display for 30 
days before being approved. 


THE BOARD set May 15 as the first 


day of display for the revised budget. A 
public hearing and adoption of the budg- 
et has been set for June 17. 


Work on the roofs at the district's 


school buildings should begin soon after 
the new budget is approved and will be 
substantially, if not completely, finished 
before school starts in September. 


According to a written administration 


report to the Elk Grove Township school 
board, the state aid resource equalizer 
formula now allows aid money 'to be put 
into several funds. State aid money for- 
merly could be usecfonly in the district's 
educational fund. 


According to the report, the formula 


will produce about $465,000 more this 
year than originally budgeted for. The 
administration, therefore, requested the 
transfer in funds. 


AN ENGINEERING consultant's roof 


survey of schools earlier this year turned 
up a need for $355,619 in roof repairs 
over the next five years. 


The report cited cheap materials, poor 


design and poor maintenance as the chief 
reason for the leaking roofs. 


Although the report spread out repairs 


over the next .five years, the board, in an 
effort to beat the rapidly rising costs of 
materials and labor, voted to complete 
the project air at once. 


The poor condition of the roofs was 


also blamed on the tremendous amount 
of bulklding to the district in the 1960s 
when ifhe suburbs were 'growing at a 


furious pace and school districts didn't 
have a lot of money for construction. 


THE BOARD earlier had considered a 


referendum to finance the roof repair 
project. 


The same state aid formula is ex- 


pected, according to administration fig- 
ures, to substantially cut state aid to the 
district, starting in about three years. 


All Dist. 59 schools in Arlington 


Heights, Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
pect and Des Plaines will have roof 
work, with the exception of brand new 
Friendship Junior High School in Des 
Plaines. 


Actual roof work was estimated to cost 


almost $356,000. Almost $8,000 to prepare 
roof specifications and another $9,000 to 


supervise the work brings the total cost 
of the project to about $373,000. 


IN OTHER ACTION at Monday night's 


regular board meeting, the board also 
approved the advertising for bids for 
work on heating and ventilating systems 
at Byrd School in Elk Grove Village and 
John Jay School in Mount Prospect. 


An engineering study recommended 


about $12,000 in repairs to bring heating 
and ventilating systems at the two 
schools up to par. According to the 
study, the bulk of the work is needed at 
Byrd school, where fiberglass air ducts 
have collapsed, releasing heated air into 
the space about ceilings. 


Work on that project also is expected 


to get under way this summer.

office employes are not eligible for the 
insurance. 


THE BOARD budgeted $6,700 for insur- 


ance coverage last month with Hall esti- 
mating it will cost Elk Grove Township 
taxpayers about $550 a month to pay the 
insurance policy premium for elected of- 
ficials and employes. 


The board Monday night discussed dif- 


ferent types of benefits available such as 
coordinating policies which would take 
over where a spouse's coverage left off, 
but settled on full coverage with a $2,000 
life insurance benefit. 


Lee convinced the others that full cov- 


erage was "just a few dollars more a 
month and it's a benefit the township 
employes should have. Even though most 
of the employes are women they need 
full coverage. If their working husbands 
were laid off or fired they would be un- 
protected." 


HINTZ QUESTIONED the propriety of 


voting on a free insurance policy for 
himself and other officials. 


"Will we be criticized for this? After 


all, it's the taxpayers' money," he said. 


His protest was overwhelmingly 


drowned out by Hall and Lee who point- 
ed to more than a dozen governmental 
agencies, including Cook County, who 
have the benefits. "Why they all insure 
employes and there is certainly no rea- 
son why we should not be doing the same 
and taking care of our township employ- 
es," said HaU. 


Other townships in the area have the 


following insurance benefits. 


• Maine: No insurance is provided for 


elected officials. Hospitalization is pro- 
vided, at a cost of about $2,000 per year, 
to the seven office workers at no charge. 
Office personnel do not receive life insur- 
ance. 


• Schaumburg: No insurance is pro- 


vided for elected officials or the part- 
time office staff. Hospitalization, major 
medical and life insurance is provided 
for the three full-time staff members for 
the Committee on Youth. 


• Palatine: No insurance is provided 


for either regular township employes or 
elected officials. Three highway depart- 
ment employes were just voted health in- 


surance coverage and a $5,000 life insur- 
ance policy. 


• Wheeling: No life insurance is pro- 


vided to anyone. Hospitalization is pro- 
vided for both elected officials and em- 
ployes. Township Supervisor Ethel Ko- 
lerus said extending coverage to include 
l i f e insurance has been discussed 
recently but not approved. 


The Elk Grove Township auditors 


agreed to seek bids from insurance firms 
who would offer the benefits they want.

and then Ine up experts to run it," said 
HaU. 
The township will buy equipment to 


furnish the center, pay the rent on a se- 
lected site, and1 subsidize fees for low- 
income township residents who apply for 
care. 
"The center operators would get the 


students but it would be our responsi- 
bility to determine if they are eligible for 
partial fee reimbursement," said Hall. 


HALL SAID THIS approach would take 


the township out of a problem area of 
expending federal revenue sharing funds 
to run the center. 


Hall said he believes the township 


could be challenged for spending federal 
funds for a day-care center "if we did it 
without expert advice. We know for sure 
we can spend money to help the poor and 
this way, we will do it right," said HaU. 


The board budgeted $50,000 for setting 


up a center. 


In Palatine Township a citizens group, 


similar in makeup to the disbanded Elk 
Grove Township committee, acts as a 
governing board to their township center, 
in operation since September of 1973. 


The Palatine Township day-care center 


committee hired a director and staff who 
are responsible to the committet, not the 
board of auditors. 


THE CENTER, not-for-profit organiza- 


tion, is housed in the Presbyterian Church 
of Palatine with the towns paying supple- 
mental fees for those who are eligible. 


Palatine Township social worker Gimry 


Johnson said when the center was formed 
township attornies advised the com- 
mittee that federal revemie-sbaring-fund- 
expenditure guidelines prohibited using 
the money for capital investments like 
building or equipment. "We were told 
and still operate with the idea the town- 
ship supplements fees only," she said. 


Rev. 
Crail was critical of Hall's dis- 


missal of the original committee. "I'd 
call them all experts, very knowl- 
e d g e a b 1 e and offering several ap- 
proaches to day-care service." 


Rev. Crail said he is not in favor of a 
taxing body subsidizing a day-care oper- 
ation that would be in competition with 
others. "I was not consulted by Mr. Hall 
when he was holding his private meet- 
ings," said Crail. 


THE MINISTER said he had suggested 


the township contract with several exist- 
ing schools in the area that have at least 
30 openings for students now. Among 
them was Children's World. "Contracting 
seems sensible and I certainly don't criti- 
cize the supervisor for this action, but I 
think it's wrong for Mm to take advice 
from only two centers that take only one 
approach to this type of service," said 
Crail. 


Mrs. WLeonardi said Hall's action 


doesn't surprise her. She said the citizens 
committee, according to bylaws sug- 
gested by Hall, "had no power anyway. 
At the meeting I attended it was obvious 
that Hall leaned toward contracting with 
the Alpha Assn. especially since be 
named its main people to tell bun what 
kind of center the township should 
have."

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Library to participate in Rutgers University project 


Schaumburg Township Public Library 


will participate in the American Library 
Assn. Rutgers University project with 
the North Suburban Library System. The 
project offers libraries a new measure- 
ment for library production. 


Through a system of tickets given to 


all who use the library next Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday, the library will 
analyze the type of library user and the 
facilities he uses 


It is a type of self testing, said Patricia 


M. Hogan, head of the library's depart- 
ment of public servicies. 


About 30 libraries will participate in 


the project from NSLS The project is a 


continuation of a national study con- 
ducted by Rutgers University several 
years ago. At that time, Morton Grove, 
Waukegan and Northbrook public librar- 
ies participated. According to Bill Larsen 
of NSLS, they encouraged other libraries 
in the system to participate in the proj- 
ect. 


EACH PERSON entering the library 


over the three-day period will receive a 
questionnaire asking for personal data, 
the type of facilities and equipment used, 
the items checked out from the library, 
the items used inside the library and 
what library personnel they dealt wth. 


This date will be computer analyzed 


with the results returned to the individ- 
ual libraries. Included in the analysis 
will be a comparison of the library with 
others operating on similar budgets. 


The project is under the direction of 


Dr. Ellen Altaian at the University of 
Toronto, Ont, Canada. Dr. Altman 
worked with the original project at Rut- 
gers. 


THE COST OF the project for Schaum- 


burg Township library will be about $40 
for the questionnaires and signs, plus the 


cost of library personnel The library 
also is looking for additional volunters to 
help with the project. 


The computer costs should be paid 


from state funds, said Larsen 


The original results will be part of a 


continuing study of library facilities, he 
said, and will be used to help the individ- 
ual libraries improve their knowledge 
about facilities being used and needed 
and what type of clientele use the li- 
brary

Anti-drug unit: is it a menace or a meaningful answer?

Less than three years ago, a new ab- 


breviation - MEG - joined LSD, PCP 
and others in the jargon of the suburban 
drug culture. 


MEG, short for Metropolitan Narcotics 


and Dangerous Drugs Enforcement 
Group, was a new secret police organiza- 
tion that sent long-haired plainclothes 
agents out on the streets in search of 
drug suppliers. 


MEG has since become the largest un- 


dercover drug enforcement agency in the 
country, responsible for hundreds of ar- 
rests. It claims growing success in halt- 
ing distribution of dangerous drugs in 
Cook County suburbs. 


Evaluating those claims is difficult be* 


cause MEG operates largely without 
public scrutiny. Its records are not rou- 
tinely available for inspection and even 
its three headquarters are hidden behind 
CIA-type front businesses in suburban of- 
fice buildings. 


A UNIVERSITY OF Illinois professor 


given access to MEG records -now says 
the agency is arresting primarily mari- 
juana users rather than narcotics push- 
ers and is violating the civil rights of 
hundreds of persons. 


Prof. John A. Webster's study, pre- 


pared for the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission's evaluation of MEG fund- 
ing, sparked a five-hour debate at a Feb- 
ruary meeting of the ILEC. It has also 
promopted a vigorous attack on Webster 
and his conclusions from John Hinchy, 
MEG director. 


Webster, who runs the criminal justice 


program at Circle Campus in Chicago, 
spent a month studying MEG at the 
request of the state commission. Among 
his conclusions was that 2%-year-oId 
MEG is "an experiment that resulted in 
a total failure" and a "ripoff of Cook 
County taxpayers." 


David Fogel, executive director of the 


ILEC, called Webster's evaluation "slop- 
py" and "strewn with editorials." Web- 
ster's conclusions, Fogel said, are not 


supported by the data he collected. 


WEBSTER RESPONDED by charging 


Fogel with cutting important information 
out of the report. Fogel then replied that 
the editing was necessary to protect 
MEG agents and informers and to re- 
move unwarranted editorializing by Web- 
ster. 


The state commission, which oversees 


distribution of federal money to Illinois 
police agencies, reaffirmed its support of 
the MEG concept, despite Webster's crit- 
icism, by approving funds for three new 
MEG-type agencies downstate. 


But the commission is also setting up 


new guidelines to govern the MEGs, 
many of them aimed at correcting the 
practices Webster criticized in his eval- 
uation. One new restriction will require 
monitoring of each MEG agency by an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent. 


More guidelines are being considered 


by an ILEC committee that will meet 
this Friday. They are expected to focus 
on permissible search and seizure activi- 


ties, on what types of persons MEG can 
recruit as informers and on conditions 
under which a person arrested by MEG 
can be "turned" to become an informer. 


HERE ARE SOME of Webster's major 


charges and responses from Hinchy. 
Webster's accusations are compiled both 
from his report and from comments he 
made at the February ILEC meeting 
Hinchy's responses come from that 
meeting and from a Herald interview: 


• "MEG has not been able to substan- 


tially affect the flow of drugs, particular- 
ly hard drugs, at the dealer and dis- 
tributor level," Webster said. He accused 
MEG of focusing on marijuana users, 
basing the charge on his finding that 45 
per cent of all the drugs analyzed by lab- 
oratories for MEG was marijuana. 


He said that only three arrests ac- 


counted for almost half of the marijuana 
collected in 135 arrests and that in 67 of 
those arrests less than one ounce of 
marijuana was seized. "MEG is involved 


almost exclusively in transactions with 
those using very small amounts of drugs 
which means they arrest few offenders 
above the street user level," Webster 
concluded. 


Hinchy denied MEG agents seek out 


marijuana users. He said the pre- 
ponderance of marijuana seizures results 
when MEG agents seize the drug while 
on raids primarily aimed at heroin or 
LSD. 


He accused Webster of using the raw 


data on the amount of marijuana seized 
for "statistical masturbation." 
, The number of charges for possession 
of marijuana are also high, but MEG 
agents will file more than one charge 
against a drug trafficker and that often 
possession of marijuana is a secondary 
charge, Hinchy said 


A pusher with two pounds of marijuana 


to sell to high school students would just 
as willingly sell them heroin or hallucino- 


gens if he had access to those drugs, Hin- 
chy said. 


ILEC took a middle ground in the 


marijuana arrest dispute by voting to set 
a policy that MEG agents should strive 
for hard drug enforcement and leayje 
marijuana law enforcement to local po- 
lice, except where marijuana enforce- 
ment is necessary in seeking hard drug 
pushers 
WEBSTER CHARGED MEG is wrong to 
use juveniles as informants in seeking 
out drug pushers. "It's improper to use 
police organizations supported by tax 
collars to create among young people 
this kind of spy activity," Webster said. 


ILEC Commissioner Bernard Weisberg 


seemed to agree with Webster. "Do we 
want LEAA (Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration) money to be used 
to recruit a 14-year-old as an informer? 
In general I should think no," Weisberg 
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Ethics standards 
asked for realty 
brokers on panels 


Trustee Richard W. Fonte has pro- 


posed new ethics standards restricting 
the activities of real estate brokers 
serving on the Palatine Zoning Board of 
Appeals and Plan Commission in an at- 
tempt to eliminate possible conflicts of 
interest. 


Fonte has called for the adoption of an 


ordinance requiring any realtor on the 
two bodies and the firm he is employed 
with to certify in writing they will not 
receive any compensation from the sale 
of property pending before the board. 


Disqualification from the vote is all 


that is currently required. 


The broker and his firm also would 


have to agree not to handle property the 
two bodies had acted on or property 
within SCO feet of the property for one 
year after board action, under Fonte's 
proposed ordinance, 


TWO BROKERS NOW sitting on the 


seven-member ZBA would be forced to 
adhere to the new requirements or resign 
if Fonte's proposed ordinance is adopted. 
They are John Nelson and Thomas La- 
Dore. Nelson was appointed to the ZBA 
in 1957 and his current term will expire 
May 1. 1975. LaDore's first five-year 
term on the board expired May 1 but he 
has continued to serve since no one has 
been appointed to replace him. 


Kennedy appointed 
commission chairman 


Ronald J. Kennedy Jr. has been ap- 


pointed chairman of the Palatine Plan 
Commission by Village Pres. Wendell E. 
Jones. 


Kennedy replaces Thomas Moody as 


chairman of the nine-member commis- 
sion, Moody resigned last week under 
pressure from village board members 
who charged his dual position on the plan 
commission and an engineer within the 
village represented a conflict of interest. 


In his letter of resignation, Moody rec- 


ommended Kennedy be appointed to re- 
place him because of his engineering 
background and familiarity with the op- 
erations of the plan commission. 


Kennedy has served on the plan com- 


mission for eight years and is an engi- 
neer with the Illinois Highway Depart- 
ment. He lives at 220 N. Dean Dr. 


Trustee Fred H. Zajonc questioned it 


the proposed ordinance was enforceable 
and suggested the board just ban real- 
tors from serving on the ZBA and plan 
commission. 


"It would be unfortunate to lose out on 


a lot of good people but we are being 
forced into this situation by things hap- 
pening around us," said Zajonc. 


Fonte agreed banning brokers from the 


two boards was the alternative and said 
the administration, finance and legisla- 
tion committee would be reviewing the 
proposed ordinance to determine if it 
was enforceable. 


"We are trying to preserve a role for 


them (the real estate men) and still 
guarantee the Integrity of the village," 
said Fonte. 


Fonte said he was not aware of any 


past problem with realtors serving on the 
two boards but wanted to "protect the 
village from any possible conflict of in- 
terest." 


THE PROPOSED ordinance, which 


Village Atty. Bradley Glass has been di- 
rected to draft for board action Monday, 
is part of a series of strict ethics legisla- 
tion adopted by the board during the past 
year under home rule powers granted by 
the state to municipalities with a popu- 
lation of more than 25,000. 


A land-trust 
disclosure 
ordinance 


adopted in 1973 forces disclosure of all 
principals of a land trust when the vil- 
lage is involved in the purchase, sale, 
condemnation or rental of property and 
also in all zoning bases. 


Most recently 
an ordinance 
was 


adopted prohibiting persons who are paid 
for services on a plan, project or devel- 
opment which is before the ZBA or plan 
commission from serving on either 
board. This led to the resignation of 
Thomas Moody as chairman of the plan 
commission because he is also an engi- 
neer working within the village. 


The board also has been discussing the 


adoption of an income disclosure ordi- 
nance which would be more detailed than 
the present one required by die state. 
The disclosure ordinance is expected to 
pertain to village board members and 
village employes with a certain income 
or in sensitive positions. 


Fonte said the purpose of the ethics 


legislation is to "guarantee an honest 
and open government free of conflict."

'Pretty good shape,9 says Bennett 
No water shortage seen this summer 


No water shortage problems are pre- 


dicted for Palatine this summer. 


"Without any unforeseen breakdowns 


(of water mains or wells), I think we will 
be in pretty good shape," said Public 
Works Director James Bennett. 


The northwest corner of Palatine, high- 


est point in the village, is expected to be 
the biggest problem area, according to 
Bennett. 
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The village's ninth water well on Ster- 


ling Avenue In the Countryside Apart- 
ment Complex was scheduled to be in 
operation by this summer to provide re- 
lief to the northwest corner but ran into 
delays. Bennett said the well is now 
scheduled to be in operation sometime 
next winter. 


THE DELAY resulted when construc- 


tion on the well was ordered halted by 
the Cook County Sheriff's Department 
because of noise complaints. When J. P. 
Miller Artesian Well Co. employes re- 
turned to resume drilling they found the 
drilling machinery frozen approximately 
650 feet in the ground. Work was at a 
standstill for more than two months 
while workers retrieved the machinery. 


The drilling has been completed and 


the well bottomed out. Test pumping of 
the well is expected to start soon, said 
Bennett. 


The village's other eight wells are in 


good operating condition and can pump 7 
million gallosn of water daily during 
peak periods, according to Bennett. 


TWO OP THE village's wells were 


cleaned with an acid treatment during 
the winter to increase their production. 
Well 3 at HeUen Road and Rose Street 
and Well 5 on Illinois Avenue in the 
Hunting Ridge subdivision were treated. 


Plans also are being laid out for the 


replacement of Inadequate water mains 
to older sections of town. Bennett said he 


hoped the water main on Comfort Street 
between Smith Street and Plum Grove 
Road could be replaced this year. 


The sprinkling ban Palatine has had in 


past summers because of water pressure 
and supply problems may not be neces- 
sary again. Bennett said (he necessity of 


a sprinkling ban depends mainly on the 
weather and rainfall in the area. Since 
few new homes were built last year and 
therefore few new lawns will be going in, 
Bennett said Palatine may get through 
the summer without a sprinkling ban if 
there is an average amount of rainfall. 


Equal time for girls in gym? 


Girls in Palatine-Rolling Meadows 


School Dist. 15 will have the "same 
amount of practice time in school gyms 
as boys have if a sports department pro- 
posal to expand girls' interscholastic 
sports next year is approved. 


The proposal would add badminton to 


the present list of volleyball, track and 
field and cross country activities for girls 
bringing the total number of activities to 
four, the same as the boys now have. 


Boys particiate in cross country, wres- 


tling, basketball and track and field. This 
year, because there were more com- 
petitive sports for males, the boys had 
more gym practice time, according to 
physical education department chairman 
Lois Dohra. 


"The package has been turned in and 


we're waiting for final approval (from 
the board of education)," Miss Dohra 


said. "It's received a lot of good com- 
ments." 


Besides expanding the program for the 


girls, the package would also open up 
boys' cross country and wrestling to 
more youngsters. 


"It will take a lot of planning," Miss 


Dohra said. New schedules will have to 
be worked out to provide tune for the 
additional practices and interscholastic 
games. 


"This would be a tremendous ex- 


pansion for the girls," Miss Dohra said. 
"Girls have been in the back seat too 
long." 


It wasn't until a few years ago that 


interscholastic sports was opened to girls 
in high schools by the Illinois High 
School Assn. A little league for girls' 
baseball teams is-being started this year 
for the first time, though boys' little 
leagues are a long established activity.

Anti-drug unit: is it a menace or a meaningful answer':

Less than three years ago, a new ab- 


breviation - MEG - joined LSD, POP 
and others in the jargon of the suburban 
drug culture. 


MEG. short for Metropolitan Narcotics 


a n d Dangerous Drugs Enforcement 
Group, was a new secret police organiza- 
tion that sent long-haired plainclothes 
agents out on the streets in search of 
drug suppliers. 


MEG has since become the largest un- 


dercover drug enforcement agency in the 
country, responsible for hundreds of ar- 
rests. It claims growing success in halt- 
ing distribution of dangerous drugs in 
Cook County suburbs. 


Evaluating those claims is difficult be- 


cause MEG operates largely without 
public scrutiny. Its records are not rou- 
tinely available for inspection and even 
its three headquarters are hidden behind 
CIA-type front businesses in suburban of- 
fice buildings. 


A UNIVERSITY OF Illinois professor 


given access to MEG records now says 
the agency is arresting primarily mari- 
juana users rather than narcotics push- 
ers and is violating the civil rights of 
hundreds of persons. 


Prof. John A. Webster's study, pre- 


pared for the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission's evaluation of MEG fund- 
ing, sparked a five-hour debate at a Feb- 
ruary meeting of the ILEC. It has also 
promopted a vigorous attack on Webster 
and his conclusions from John Hinchy, 
MEG director. 


Webster, who runs the criminal justice 


program at Circle Campus in Chicago, 
spent a month studying MEG at the 
request of the state commission. Among 
his conclusions was that 2%-year-old 
MEG is "an experiment that resulted in 
a total failure" and a "ripoff of Cook 
County taxpayers." 


David Fogel, executive director of the 


ILEC, called Webster's evaluation "slop- 
py" and "strewn with editorials." Web- 
ster's conclusions, Fogel said, are not 


supported by the data he collected. 


WEBSTER RESPONDED by charging 


Fogel with cutting important information 
out of the report. Fogel then replied that 
the editing was necessary to protect 
MEG agents and informers and to re- 
move unwarranted editorializing by Web- 
ster. 


The state commission, which oversees 


distribution of federal money to Illinois 
police agencies, reaffirmed its support of 
the MEG concept, despite Webster's crit- 
icism, by approving funds for three new 
MEG-type agencies downstate. 


But the commission is also setting up 


new guidelines to govern the MEGs, 
many of them aimed at correcting the 
practices Webster criticized in his eval- 
uation. One new restriction will require 
monitoring of each MEG agency by an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent. 


More guidelines are being considered 


by an ILEC committee that will meet 
this Friday. They are expected to focus 
on permissible search and seizure activi- 


ties, on what types of persons MEG can 
recruit as informers and-on conditions 
under which a person arrested by MEG 
can be "turned" to become an informer. 


HERE ARE SOME of Webster's major 


charges and responses from Hinchy. 
Webster's accusations are compiled both 
from his report and from comments he 
made at the February ILEC meeting. 
Hinchy's responses come from that 
meeting and from a Herald interview: 


• "MEG has not been able to substan- 


tially affect the flow of drugs, particular- 
ly hard drugs, at the dealer and dis- 
tributor level," Webster said. He accused 
MEG of focusing on marijuana users, 
basing the charge on his finding that 45 
per cent of all the drugs analyzed by lab- 
oratories for MEG was marijuana. 


He said that only three arrests ac-- 


counted for almost half of the marijuana 
collected in 135 arrests and that in 67 of 
those arrests less than one ounce of 
marijuana was seized. "MEG is involved 


almost exclusively in transactions with 
those using very small amounts of drugs 
which means they arrest few offenders 
above the street user level," Webster 
concluded. 


Hinchy denied MEG agents seek out 


marijuana users. He said the pre- 
ponderence of marijuana seizures results 
when MEG agents seize the drug while 
on raids primarily aimed at heroin or 
LSD. 


He accused Webster of using the raw 


data on the amount of marijuana seized 
for "statistical masturbation." 


The number of charges for possession 


of marijuana are also high, but MEG 
agents will file more than one charge 
against a drug trafficker and that often 
possession of marijuana is a secondary 
charge, Hinchy said. 


A pusher'with two pounds of marijuana 


to sell to high school students would just 
as willingly sell them heroin or hallucino- 


gens if he had access to those drugs, Hin- 
chy said. 


ILEC took a middle ground in the 


marijuana arrest dispute by voting to set 
a policy that MEG agents should strive 
for hard drug enforcement and leave 
marijuana law enforcement to local po- 
lice, except where marijuana enforce- 
ment is necessary in seeking hard drug 
pushers. 


WEBSTER CHARGED MEG is wrong to 
use juveniles as informants in seeking 
out drug pushers. "It's improper to use 
police organizations supported by tax 
collars to create among young people 
this kind of spy activity," Webster said. 


ILEC Commissioner Bernard Weisberg 


seemed to agree with Webster. "Do we 
want LEAA (Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration) money to be used 
to recruit a 14-year-old as an informer? 
In general I should think no," Weisberg

City officials reviewing 
annexation of Brookwood 


The 1970 annexation of the Brookwood 


apartment complex is being reviewed by 
Boiling Meadows officials to avoid any 
possible problem with the certification of 
a planned special census in the city this 
year. City Mgr. James Watson told al- 
dermen Tuesday night. 


During a special city council meeting 


convened at the request of three alder- 
men. Watson said City Atty, Donald Rose 
contends the 1970 annexation of the sev- 
en-acre Brookwood parcel on Kirchoff 
and West Frontage Road is legal, but an- 
nexation of more land near the site is 
being planned to substantiate boundaries 
between the city and the apartments. 


Watson said the annexation of land at 


the intersection of 111. Rte. 53 and Kir- 
choff Road is being planned to insure a 
boundary link between the apartment 
site and the city limits. 


THE SPECIAL meeting Tuesday was 


convened at the request of Aldermen 
James Huddleston (4th), Kenneth Retzke 
(5th) and Merrill Wuerch (1st) to discuss 
"proposed annexations of property" and 
in particular the Brookwood case. 


Questions surrounding the annexation 


four years ago of the Brookwood site 
were brought to light some time ago to 
city officials in a verbal conversation 
with a Cook County spokesman, Watson 
said. He said he did not remember the 
spokesman's name or the date of the 
conversation. 


County maps do not show the Brook- 


wood site within the city limits. City 
Engr. James Muldowney said Tuesday 
night the delay in annexing West Fron- 
tage Road from the state was responsible 
for the Brookwood problem because the 
road was to be the designated link be- 
tween the city and the property. 


Aid. Fredrick Jacobson (5th) and Aid. 


Thomas WaMron (2nd) said they had 
been aware of the questioned annexation 
status through conversations some time 
ago with Watson but were not concerned 
about it because Rose had said the an- 
nexation was legal. 


OTHER ALDERMEN had said they 


were first made aware of the matter last 
week. 


When Jacobson asked If there was now 


concern about the annexation, Watson 
said "the census has to be certified by 
the federal government and I'd hate to 
second guess the federal government." 


Brookwood annexation 
never signed by city 
officials

A certified copy of the 1970 Rolling 


Meadows ordinance annexing the Brook- 
wood apartments, filed with the Cook 
County recorder of deeds, never was 
signed by city officials. 


Further, official 1970 county maps 


show no city boundaries existed con- 
tiguous to the Brookwood property to jus- 
tify the annexation four years ago of the 
site at Kirchoff and West Frontage Road. 


Because of this, official boundary 


maps drawn by the Cook County High- 
way Department have never listed the 
apartments as part of Rolling Meaadows 
despite the city's listing of the apart- 
ments on city zoning maps. 


QUESTIONS surrounding the annexa- 


tion of the Brookwood complex were 
brought to the attention of city officials 
by county officials. "several months 
ago," according to City Mgr. James Wat- 
son. The matter was only first revealed 
to city aldermen a week ago. 


The complex houses some 400 residents 


•who are required to purchase city ve- 
hicle stickers and licenses. The complex 
has received city water, police and fire 
inspection and other services since late 
1972 when the apartments were opened 
for .occupancy. 


Because the complex was not occupied 


until late 1972, taxes on the complex 
will be assessed for the first time on 
1973 real estate tax bills to be released in 
June. County clerk map department su- 
pervisor Arthur Saloman said Tuesday 
Rolling Meadows will be listed as a tax- 
ing body for the property because the 
clerk's office has no authority to chal- 
lenge annexations. 


"I cannot question the validity of an 


annexation," Saloman said. He said the 
city would be listed as a taxing body for 
the property unless a court ruled other- 
wise. 


THE QUESTIONABLE annexation sur- 


faced in the wake of a planned city cen- 
sus which was to have begun last week 
but has been delayed until at least Sep-

tember because of the Brookwood prob- 
lem. 


The $8,000 special census has been 


sought by the city to account for city de- 
velopment, including the Brookwood 
area, after the 1970 federal census. 


The ^population count is important be- 


cause state income tax and motor fuel 
tax rebates to the city are based on pop- 
ulation. The city receives about $15 an- 
nually per person from the two funds. 


City Engineer James Muldowney has 


said the Brookwood annexation was au- 
thorized by the city before an agreement 
was reached with the state to annex 
right-of-way along West Frontage Road, 
which borders the Brookwood site. The 
right-of-way was seen as (he link needed 
to attach the Brookwood site to the city 
limits. 


THE ROAD annexation has been de- 


layed because of state red tape, Muldow- 
ney has said. 


Because the 1970 Brookwood annexa- 


tion ordinance was not signed when it 
was submitted to the county, the annexa- 
tion was never corisumated, according to 
county highway department chief car- 
tographer Edwin Beck. 


"It it was not signed it is not legal," 


Beok said Tuesday. "The recorder is

Elk Grove Twp. must repay U.S. $99,000

ElJt Grove Township owes the Federal 


Office of Revenue Sharing $99,000 be- 
cause figures submitted to the federal of- 
fice by township officials were incorrect. 


After discovering the mistake, federal 


officials informed the township they also 
were only entitled to receive $186,000 of 
the $306,000 revenue sharing money the 
township budgeted to spend during 1974. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall said 


an "overstated tax figure" on application 
forms sent to the federal office is respon- 
sible for what he called a "governmental 
error." 


THE OFFICE of Revenue Sharing con- 


tends it was the township's mistake. 


"not only did the application error af- 


fect that period of payment (where the 
township received the $99,000 over- 
payment), but it changes how much 
money we estimated we would get this 
coming peri'd of entitlement from July 1, 
1974 to June 30,1975," said Hall. 


Hall said the township will receive only 


$86,018 of the $186,000 it is entitled to dur- 
ing the 1974-1975 period. 


The federal office, using the corrected 


form, determined that the townshp 
should receive the $186,000. Instead of 
sending the full amount, $86,000 was de- 
ducted as reimbursement for the over- 
payment and the township was directed 
to, send the federal office a check for 
$12,912 to make up for the remainder, 
Hall said. 


HALL SAID he could not determine 


how the error happened. He contends 
that the township sent in a correct tax 
figure when it made out the forms. The 
tax figure, with other statistics, is used 
to determine how much money the town- 
ship received in revenue funds, 


"Somehow they got an overstated fig- 


ure, around $557,000, which is almost 
double our $359,000 tax total," he said. 


A clerk at the township office said 


"gosh knows who prepared the forms. 
The first ones were done by the older 
supervisor and the latest forms have the 
present supervisor's (Hall) signature. 
But he gets the figures from our auditor, 
I think." 


Alan Shepard, area coordinator, office 


of revenue sharing, said "I don't think 
the township overstated the tax figure on 
purpose 
" 


SHEPARD SAID it is a common error 


to claim taxes not legitimately allowed. 


He said his office does not see the actual 
forms sent in by township officials. "We 
get the tax figures from the Bureau of 
Census." 


Hall said the auditors must now re- 


consider how the township will spend the 
$86,000 it will get. 


The auditors allocated the following ex- 


penditures for the expected $300,000: 
Public safety, $10,000; Flood control, 
$100,000; Mental Health $50,000; Social 
services for the poor and aged and a bus 
$100,000; office equipment and township 
building and grounds remodeling, $36,948, 
and financial administration of the reve- 
nue fund, $10,000. 


Equal time for girls in gym? 


Girls in Palatine-Rolling Meadows 


School Dist. 15 will have the same 
amount of practice time in school gyms 
as boys have if a sports department pro- 
posal to expand girls' inter-scholastic 
sports next year is approved.

THE BROOKWOOD site was located in 


unincorporated Cook County when the 
Cook County Board changed the zoning 
of the site from single-family to multiple- 
family for the construction of the 122- 
unit, two building complex. The city 
moved to annex the site after the county 
rezoning in order to have control over 
the development since city water was to 
be provided to it. 


The annexation ordinance, and the re- 


quired plat of survey of the site were 
received at the county recorder's office 


Nov. 16, 1970, records show, However, 
the 1970 highway department map of the 
city boundaries lists a "hold" notation on 
the annexation. 


The annexation was never listed as fi- 


nalized on subsequent county maps, in- 
cluding the most recent January, 1974, 
map. 


City Atty. Donald Rose and Muldowney 


have said an ordinance annexing the in- 


tersection of 111. Rte. 53 and Kirchoff 
Road is planned for next Tuesday's city 
council meeting to establish common 
boundaries between the city limits and 
Brookwood.

The city may then have to reannex the 


Brookwood site since the original annex- 
ation ordinance was not correctly filed in 
the 90-day period following its passage as 
state statues specify.

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Parents more 
permissive of 
sex education 


Fewer and fewer students are being 


pulled out of Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dist. 15 sex education classes by their 
parents, according to recently released 
school district figures. 


The figures, presented during Monday 


night's education committee meeting, 
show a gradual decline in the number of 
youngsters not taking sex education over 
the past three years, with a low of seven 
per cent this year. 


Last year 11 per cent of all Dist. 15 


students did not participate and the pre- 
vious year 13 per cent were not involved 
in the special course. 


Supt. Frank Whiteley said he thought 


the decrease was due to several factors, 
including a gradual acceptance of the 10- 
year-old program. "It's nothing new," he 
said. Besides that, more and more school 
districts throughout the country are of- 
fering sex education courses, he added. 


"People have confidence in the way 


it's approached and the manner in which 
it's presented," Whiteley said. Parents 
have the opportunity to preview all the 
films used in the program before they 
are shown to the youngsters. Whiteley 
said that discussions among parents 
have added to a feeling of confidence 
about the program. 


A breakdown on the youngsters not 


participating shows students withdrawn 
are two third graders at Kimball Hill 
School. Boiling Meadows; three sixth 
graders from Pleasant Hill, Palatine; 
one seventh and one eighth grader from 
Plum Grove, Rolling Meadows, and two 
second graders from Gray M. Sanborn, 
Palatine. 


The films were previewed by 469 par- 


ents from all 20 schools, with the highest 
number of parents at Sanborn (100), Cen- 
tral Road (57) and Willow Bend (45).

Anti-drug unit: is it a menace or a meaningful answer?

Less than three years ago, a new ab- 


breviation — MEG — joined LSD, PCP 
and others in the jargon of the suburban 
drug culture, 


MEG. short for Metropolitan Narcotics 


a n d Dangerous Drugs 
Enforcement 


Group, was a new secret police organiza- 
tion that sent long-haired plainclothes 
agents out on the streets in search of 
drug suppliers. 


MEG has since become the largest un- 


dercover drug enforcement agency in the 
country, responsible for hundreds of ar- 
rests. It claims growing success in halt- 
ing distribution of dangerous drugs in 
Cook County suburbs. 


Evaluating those claims is difficult be- 


cause MEG operates largely without 
public scrutiny. Its records are not rou- 
tinely available for inspection and even 
its three headquarters are hidden behind 
CIA-type front businesses in suburban of- 
fice buildings, 


A UNIVERSITY OF Illinois professor 


given access to MEG records .now says 
the agency is arresting primarily mari- 
juana users rather than narcotics push- 
ers and is violating the civil rights of 
hundreds of persons. 


Prof. John A. Webster's study, pre- 


pared for the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission's evaluation "of MEG fund- 
ing, sparked a five-hour debate at a Feb- 
ruary meeting of the ILEC. It has also 
promopted a vigorous attack on Webster 
and his conclusions from John Hlnchy, 
MEG director. 


Webster, who runs the criminal justice 


program at Circle Campus in Chicago, 
spent a month studying MEG at the 
request of the state commission. Among 
his conclusions was that 2Vs-year-old 
MEG is "an experiment that resulted in 
a total failure" and a "ripoff of Cook 
County taxpayers." 


David Fogel, executive director of the 


ILEC, called Webster's evaluation "slop- 
py" and "strewn with editorials." 'Web- 
ster's conclusions, Fogel said, are not 


supported by the data he collected. 


WEBSTER RESPONDED by charging 


Fogel with cutting important information 
out of the report. Fogel then replied that 
the editing was necessary to protect 
MEG agents and informers and to re- 
move unwarranted editorializing by Web- 
ster. 


The state commission, which oversees 


distribution of federal money to Illinois 
police agencies, reaffirmed its support of 
the MEG concept, despite Webster's crit- 
icism, by approving funds for three new 
MEG-type agencies downstate. 


But the commission is also setting up 


new guidelines to govern the MEGs, 
many of them aimed at correcting the 
practices Webster criticized in his eval- 
uation. One new restriction will require 
monitoring of each MEG agency by an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent. 


More guidelines are being considered 


by an ILEC committee that will meet 
this Friday. They are expected to focus 
on permissible search and seizure activi- 


ties, on what types of persons MEG can 
recruit as informers and on conditions 
under which a person arrested by MEG 
can be "turned" to become an informer. 


HERE ARE SOME of Webster's major 


charges and responses from Hinchy. 
Webster's accusations are compiled both 
from his report and from comments he 
made at the February ILEC meeting. 
Hinchy's responses come from 
that 


meeting and from a Herald interview: 
\ 


• "MEG has not been able to substan- 


tially affect the flow of drugs, particular- 
ly hard drugs, at the dealer and dis- 
tributor level," Webster said. He accused 
MEG of focusing on marijuana users, 
basing the charge on his finding that 45 
per cent of all the drugs analyzed by lab- 
oratories for MEG was marijuana. 


He said that only three arrests ac- 


counted for almost half of the marijuana 
collected in 135 arrests and that in 67 of 
those arrests less than one ounce of 
marijuana was seized. "MEG is involved 


almost exclusively in transactions with 
those using very small amounts of drugs 
which means they arrest few offenders 
above the street user level," Webster 
concluded. 


Hinchy denied MEG agents seek out 


marijuana 
users. He said the pre- 


ponderence of marijuana seizures results 
when MEG agents seize the drug while 
on raids primarily aimed at heroin or 
LSD. 


He accused Webster of using the raw 


data on the amount of marijuana seized 
for "statistical masturbation." 


The number of charges for possession 


of marijuana are also high, but MEG 
agents will file more than one charge 
against a drug trafficker and that often 
possession of marijuana is a secondary 
charge, Hinchy said. 


A pusher with two pounds of marijuana 


to sell to high school students would just 
as willingly sell them heroin or hallucino- 


gens if he had access to those drugs, Hin- 
chy said. 


ILEC took a middle ground in the 


marijuana arrest dispute by voting to set 
a policy that MEG agents should strive 
for hard drug enforcement and leave 
marijuana law enforcement to local po- 
lice, except where marijuana enforce- 
ment is necessary in seeking hard drug 
pushers. 


WEBSTER CHARGED MEG is wrong'to 


use juveniles as informants in seeking 
out drug pushers. "It's improper to use 
police organizations supported by tax 
collars, to create among young people 
this kind of spy activity," Webster said. 


ILEC Commissioner Bernard Weisberg 


seemed to agree with Webster. "Do we 
want LEAA (Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration) money to be used 
to recruit a 14-year-old as an informer? 
In general I should think no," Weisberg

About 75 letter carriers from the local 


postal union picketed the Roselle Post 
Office Tuesday afternoon to demonstrate 
problems of the Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg postal service, The picket 
also attempted to point out poor commu- 
nications between the union and manage- 
ment at Roselle, 


"We want to be recognized as a 


union," said Bob Wells, steward at the 
Schaumburg annex. "We want a little bit 
of humane treatment. The management 
treats us as objects to move mail. Their 
responsibility is to supervise moving 
mall." 


The carriers were objecting to results 


from a meeting held in April with Post- 
master Edward A. Budzyn. Sixty-two 
Items were listed on the agenda. How- 
ever, many of the major items were not 
satisfactorily resolved according to Den- 
nis Brodie, administrative assistant for 
the Northeastern Illinois Branch No. 825 
of the National Assn. of Letter Carriers. 


"We hope they will sit down now and 


negotiate to settle the problems," said 
Brodie. "The postal service will not hear 
the end of this." 


BOTH BRODIE and Jim Sodoma, pres- 


ident of No. 825, complained that the

making a profit than good service," said 
Sodoma. "We want the starting time to 
be 6 a.m. so people can get their mail 
faster." 


Currently carriers start at 7 a.m. The 


earlier starting time was one of the 62 
grievances listed. 


Other grievances included more full- 


lime employes, all carriers working out 
of one office, posting the work schedule 
one week in advance, changing the cur- 
rent policy about using private cars 
when the post office vehicles break down 
and scheduling all postal workers on a 
five-day week. 


BRODIE SAID a letter stating 13 of the 


62 grievances has been filed with Bud- 
zyn. No action has been received. 


The unions request to speak with the 


sectional center manager, Stanley S. Ra- 
kowski, also was denied because Ra- 
kowskl said these subjects were not with- 
in his jurisdiction. 


Edward Keonjian, employe and labor 


relations representative for the Chicago 
District Office, said the letter is being 
considered. Part of the problem, he said, 
is the local union has grown quickly 
since IB offices merged two years ago. 
As it has grown, it has assumed many 
union-management activities that must 
be handled at higher levels, he added. He 
expressed a willingness to talk with them 
at any time. 


Nonetheless, many of the Hoffman Es- 


tates and Schaumburg residents serviced 
by the Roselle Post Office are dis- 
satisfied with the current service. 


"I could go on for hours about how 


lousy the service is," said Jim Smith, 149 
Mohave, Hoffman Estates. "The con- 
gestion here is ridiculous." 


"WE'RE NOT EVEN getting mail de- 


livery," said Mrs. William Browns of 
1994 Franklin PI., Hoffman Estates. She 
said the post office said the block she 
lives on is not completely occupied. But 
she said the block across the street has 
fewer occupied apartments yet receives 
service.

Dismisses too many traffic cases, Cowin contends 
Trustee rips judge, calls him a 'jerk9

Hoffman Estates Trustee William Cow- 


in called a Cook County Associate Circuit 
Court judge "a jerk" in the village 
board's meeting Monday night, con- 
tending the judge dismissed an in- 
ordinate number of traffic cases Friday 
for no apparent reason. 


Judge James Maher Jr. presided in the 


Circuit Court branch in Hoffman Estates 
Friday, when 168 cases were presented 
during the total day's court call. A local 
official estimated about 100 of those 
cases would have been charges of traffic 
violations, which were heard between 
1:30 and 4 p.m., for a total of about 150 
minutes. By those figures, Judge Maher 


devoted an average of 90 seconds to each 
case, it was added. 


"I think he's a jerk," said Cowin, call- 


ing the afternoon traffic court call "a 
gross miscarriage." Although precise fig- 
ures were not available even Tuesday, 
Cowin charged Judge Maher had dis- 
missed many of the cases without even 
hearing the facts of the case, and gave 
no reason for his action. 


Cowin said Maher's action amounts to 


"an exercise in futility for our police de- 
partment. The whole system renders use- 


less our whole traffic regulations," he 
said. 


The dismissals do not indicate failure 


on the part of the department, but reflect 
on the court instead, suggested Cowin. 


"When there is nothing we can do 


right, there's got to be something wrong 
with someone else," he commented. 


MAYOR VIRGINIA HAYTER, who re- 


stricted her comments to saying "he is 
extremely lenient, to say the least," was 
directed by the village board to write 
,Maher a letter of protest. She said she 
would submit the letter to trustees for 


their approval before sending it. 


Maher chose not to respond Tuesday to 


Cowin's characterization of him as "a 
jerk." But he did say "I always give a 
reason" when dismissing a case. 


"There were about the same number ol 


guilties as not guilties. I've been hearing 
cases for 11 years, and it seemed to me a 
very normal day," said the judge. 


Judge Maher also denied he rushed 


through cases to be able to leave court 
early, noting he was on call Friday for 
emergency bond hearings and had to 
work anyway.

WHEN ALL IS done, the fire district 


still will exist, and continue to be a legal- 
ly constituted authority 


Land now served by the fire district 


but not within the village is not to be 
annexed. The village will not, unless an- 
nexation occurs later, ever have taxing 
authority in these locations. Neither will 
the village have taxing authority over 
the Windemere area, unless Wiademere 
in the future seeks annexation to the vil- 
lage. 


Yet residents of those areas will have 


as much legal obligation to pay for fire 
service as will village residents. The fire 
district board then will be the taxing 
agency, and act in only a taxing capac- 
ity. It will tax unincorporated lands 
served by the municipal department, and 
turn nearly all taxes over to the village 
as a service contract fee.

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Anti-drug unit: is it a menace or a meaningful answer?

Less than three years ago, a new ab- 


breviation - MEG - joined LSD, PCP 
and others in the jargon of the suburban 
drug culture. 


MEG, short for Metropolitan Narcotics 


a n d Dangerous Drugs Enforcement 
Group, was a new secret police organiza- 
tion that sent long-haired plainclothes 
agents out on the streets in search of 
drug suppliers. 


MEG has since become the largest un- 


dercover drug enforcement agency in the 
country, responsible for hundreds of ar- 
rests. It claims growing success in halt- 
ing distribution of dangerous drugs in 
Cook County suburbs. 


Evaluating those claims is difficult be- 


cause MEG operates largely without 
public scrutiny. Its records are not rou- 
tinely available for inspection and even 
its three headquarters are hidden behind 
CIA-type front businesses in suburban of- 
fice buildings. 


A UNIVERSITY OF Illinois professor 


given access to MEG records -now says 
the agency is arresting primarily mari- 
juana users rather than narcotics push- 
ers and is violating the civil rights of 
hundreds of persons. 


Prof. John A. Webster's study, pre- 


pared for the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission's evaluation of MEG fund- 
ing, sparked a five-hour debate at a Feb- 
ruary meeting of the ILEC. It has also 
promopted a vigorous attack on Webster 
and his conclusions from John Hinchy, 
MEG director. 


Webster, who runs the criminal justice 


program at Circle Campus in Chicago, 
spent a month studying MEG at the 
request of the state commission. Among 
his conclusions was that 2%-year-old 
MEG is "an experiment that resulted in 
a total failure" and a "ripoff of Cook 
County taxpayers." 


David Fogel, executive director of the 


ILEC, called Webster's evaluation "slop- 
py" and "strewn with editorials." Web- 
ster's conclusions, Fogel said, are not 


supported by the data he collected. 


WEBSTER RESPONDED by charging 


Fogel with cutting important information 
out of the report. Foger then replied that 
the editing was necessary to protect 
MEG agents and informers and to re- 
move unwarranted editorializing by Web- 
ster. 


The state commission, which oversees 


distribution of federal money to Illinois 
police agencies, reaffirmed its support of 
the MEG concept, despite Webster's crit- 
icism, by approving funds for three new 
MEG-type agencies downstate. 


But the commission is also setting up 


new guidelines to govern the MEGs, 
many of them aimed at correcting the 
practices Webster criticized in his eval- 
uation. One new restriction will require 
monitoring of each MEG agency by an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent. 


More guidelines are being considered 


by an ILEC committee that will meet 
this Friday. They are expected to focus 
on permissible search and seizure activi- 


ties, on what types of persons MEG can 
recruit as informers and on conditions 
under which a person arrested by, MEG 
can be "turned" to become an informer. 


HERE ARE SOME of Webster's major 


charges and responses from Hinchy. 
Webster's accusations are compiled both 
from bis report and from comments he 
made at the February ILEC meeting. 
Hinchy's responses come from that 
meeting and from a Herald interview: 


• "MEG has not been able to substan- 


tially affect the flow of drugs, particular- 
ly hard drugs, at the dealer and dis- 
tributor level," Webster said. He accused 
MEG of focusing on marijuana users, 
basing the charge on his finding that 45 
per cent of all the drugs analyzed by lab- 
oratories for MEG was marijuana. 


He said that only three arrests ac- 


counted for almost half of the marijuana 
collected in 135 arrests and that in 67 of 
those arrests less than one ounce of 
marijuana was seized. "MEG is involved 


almost exclusively in transactions with 
those using very small amounts of drugs 
which means they arrest few offenders 
above the street user level," Webster 
concluded. 


Hinchy denied MEG agents seek out 


marijuana users. He said the pre- 
ponderence of marijuana seizures results 
when MEG agents seize the drug while 
on raids primarily aimed at heroin or 
LSD. 


He accused Webster of using the raw 


data on the amount of marijuana seized 
for "statistical masturbation." 


The number of charges for possession 


of marijuana are also high, but MEG 
agents will file more than one charge 
against a drug trafficker and that often 
possession of marijuana is a secondary 
charge, Hinchy said. 


A pusher with two pounds of marijuana 


to sell to high school students would just 
as willingly sell them heroin or hallucino- 


gens if he had access to those drugs, Hin- 
chy said. 


ILEC took a middle ground in the 


marijuana arrest dispute by voting to set 
a policy that MEG agents should strive 
for hard drug enforcement and leave 
marijuana law enforcement to local po- 
lice, except where marijuana enforce- 
ment is necessary in seeking hard drug 
pushers. 


WEBSTER CHARGED MEG is wrong to 
use juveniles as informants in seeking 
out drug pushers. "It's improper to use 
police organizations supported by tax 
collars to create among young people 
this kind of spy activity," Webster said. 


ILEC Commissioner Bernard Weisberg 


seemed to agree with Webster. "Do we 
want LEAA (Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration) money to be used 
to recruit a 14-year-old as an informer? 
In general I should think no," Weisberg

Patrick J, Link, a Mount Prospect vil- 


age trustee for two years and highly 
touted candidate for mayor, resigned last 
night, effective June 1. 


Link, 41. cited business responsibilities 


in a terse three-sentence letter announc- 
ing his unexpected resignation. "The de- 
mands on my time have reached the 
point where I am unable to perform my 
dudes in accordance with the standards I 
have set for myself as an elected offi- 
cial." he stated. 


Link is secretary and attorney for Uni- 


versal Oil Products Co., Des Plaines, 
which often takes him out of town. 


Since being appointed to the village 


board May 23, 1972, by Mayor Robert D. 
Teiehert, Link has established himself as 
a representative of the New Town area 
in northeast Mount Prospect, where he 
resides. He served as attorney represent- 
ing the area in its annexation to the vil- 
lage three years ago and has closely as- 
sociated himself with its interests while 
on the board. 


MOST RECENTLY, Link has taken 


firm stands against multi-family devel- 
opment of the Rob Roy Golf Course and 
the 3.3-aere Brickman property at River 
and Camp McDonald roads. He also has 
pressed for removal of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment's designation of the Woodview

Town board owes U.S. $99,000

Elk Grove Township owes the Federal 


Office of Revenue Sharing $99,000 be- 
cause figures submitted to the federal of- 
fice by township officials were incorrect. 


After discovering the mistake, federal 


officials informed the township they also 
were only entitled to receive $186,000 of 
the $306,000 revenue sharing money the 
township budgeted to spend during 1974. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall said 


an "overstated tax figure" on application 
forms sent to the federal office is respon- 
sible for what he called a "governmental 
error." 


THE OFFICE of Revenue Sharing con- 


tends it was the township's mistake. 


"not only did the application error af- 


fect that period of payment (where the 
township received 
the $99,000 over- 
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payment), but it changes how much 
money we estimated we would get this 
coming peri'd of entitlement from July 1, 
1974 to June 30,1975," said Hall. 


Hall said the township will receive only 


$86,018 of the $186,000 it is entitled to dur- 
ing the 1974-1975 period. 


The federal office, using the corrected 


form, determined 
that the townshp 


should receive the $186,900. Instead of 
sending the full amount, $86,000 was de- 
ducted as reimbursement for the over- 
payment and the township was directed 
to send the federal office a check for 
$12,912 to make up for the remainder, 
Hall said. 


HALL SAID he could not determine 


how the error happened. He contends 
that the township sent in a correct tax

School repairs to cost 
373,000 this summer 


by BOB GALLAS 


The Dlst. 59 school board has approved 


plans to fix school roofs this summer at 
a cost of almost $373.000. 


In a series of resolutions, the board set 


into motion the machinery necessary to 
get the job going. Besides authorizing the 
administration to advertise for bids on 
the project, the board also approved the 
transfer of $400,000 from the educational 
fund to the building fund to cover the 
cost of the project. 


Since the transfer of the $400,000 Is 


more than 10 per cent of the district's $13 
million budget for 1973-74, a public hear- 
ing on the change is necessary and the 
revised budget must go on display for 30 
days before being approved. 


THE BOARD set May 15 as the first 


day of display for the revised budget. A 
public hearing and adoption of the budg- 
et has been set for June 17. 


Work on the roofs at the district's 


school buildings should begin soon after 
the new budget is approved and will be 
substantially, if not completely, finished 
before school starts in September. 


According to a written administration 


report to the Elk Grove Township school 
board, the state aid resource equalizer 
formula now allows aid money to be put 
into several funds. State aid money for- 
merly could be used only in the district's 
educational fund. 


According to the report, the formula 


will produce about $465,000 more this 
year than originally budgeted for. The 
administration, therefore, requested the 
transfer in funds.

AN ENGINEERING consultant's roof 


survey of schools earlier this year turned 
up a need for $355,619 in roof repairs 
over the next five years. 


The report cited cheap materials, poor 


design and poor maintenance as the chief 
reason for the leaking roofs. 


Although the report spread out repairs 


over the next five years, the board, in an 
effort to beat the rapidly rising costs of 
materials and labor, voted to complete 
the project all at once. 


The poor condition of the roofs was 


also blamed on the tremendous amount 
of buiklding in the district in the 1960s 
when the suburbs were growing at a 
furious pace and school districts didn't 
have a lot of money for construction, 


THE BOARD earlier had considered a 


referendum to finance the roof repair 
project. 


The same state aid formula is ex- 


pected, according to administration fig- 
ures, to substantially cut state aid to the 
district, starting in about three years. 


All Dist. 59 schools in Arlington 


Heights, Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
pect and Des Plaines will have roof 
work, with the exception of brand new 
Friendship Junior High School in Des 
Plaines. 


Actual roof work was estimated to cost 


almost $356,000. Almost $8,000 to prepare 
roof specifications and another $9,000 to 
supervise the work brings the total cost 
of the project to about $373,000. 


IN OTHER ACTION at Monday night's 


regular board meeting, the board also 
approved the advertising for bids for 
work on heating and ventilating systems 
at Byrd School in Elk Grove Village and 
John Jay School in Mount Prospect. 


An engineering study recommended 


about $12,000 in repairs to bring heating 
and ventilating systems at the two 
schools up to par. According to the 
study, the bulk of the work is needed at 
Byrd school, where fiberglass air ducts 
have collapsed, releasing heated air into 
the space about ceilings. 


Work on that project also is expected 


to get under way this summer.

The WFC bargaining team called the 


impasse Monday night after the fifth 
negotiating session in the past 
four 


months. 


In a statement to The Herald Tuesday, 


Margo Richter. sixth-grade teacher at 
Stevenson 
School 
in 
Wheeling 
and 


spokesman 
for the WFC bargaining 


team, explained the group's reason for 
halting the talks. 


"We made a proposal with an increase 


in salaries of approximately 12.2 per 
cent. That figure is based on what we 
believed is necessary for a fair and equi- 
table distribution of the monies avail- 
able," said Miss Richter. "An increase of 
this size is necessary to make Dist. 21 
salaries reasonable comparable to those 
in surrounding areas." 


"THE PROPOSAL also includes an in- 


crease of $50 per yer to the salary paid 
to teachers for extra duties. These duties 
include coaching, drama, chorus, etc. 


The Wheeling Faculty Council proposal, 
which totals 12.43 per cent, is $9,418 over 
the flat 12 per cent offered .by the board. 
The Wheeling Faculty Council feels that 
limiting negotiations to arbitrary flat 
percentage figures fails to deal with the 
real problem constructively." 


Dist. 21 Associate Supt. John Barger 


heads the negotiating team for the school 
board but could not be raached for com- 
ment Tuesday. 


Supt. Kennetih Gill, however, said the 


real problem in the stalemate is the 
WFC request for the raise in extra duty 
pay. Depending on the activities they su- 
pervise, local teachers currently make 
between $450 and $1,000 per year in extra 
duty salaries.

'Pros' to replace volunteers 
in planning day-care unit

A citizens group planning a day-care 


center for preschool children from low- 
income families has been disbanded by 
Elk Grove Township officials. 


Township Suprevisor Richard 
Hall 


Monday told the board of auditors "pros 
(hired) on a contract basis" would take 
the place of volunteer citizens. 


"Our volunteers mean well and have 


given me some good ideas but they don't 
have the time to get deeply into the 
study necessary to form a center," Hall 
said. "For that job we need the help of 
'pros' — someone who has been in the 
business and knows what to do." 


Hall said the board of auditors would 


act as the governing board of the day- 
care centers and hire experts to run it. 


OWNERS OF THE Toy Box Day Care 


Center, located in Elk Grove Village, 
Lake Zurich and Mount Prospect and the 
Children's World dajrcare centers "have 
offered me invaluable advice and have 
indicated keen interest in running' a cen- 
ter for the township," Hail said. 


Those on the now disbanded com- 


mittee, described by Hall as "experts in 
child care," when the committee was 
formed, are Bruce Newton, director, 
Northwest Opportunity Center, The Rev. 
David Crail, pastor of the Wesleyan 
Church of Elk Grove Village and head of 
a church care center; Jane Broten for- 
merly with the Head Start program; 
M.S. Swanson psychologist, School Dist. 
59; Jordan Rosen, director of the Elk 
Grove-Schaumburg Mental Health Cen- 
ter; Joan DiLeonardi, board president, 
Northwest Suburban Day Care Center 
and Toy Box Center representatives. 


After several meetings during which 


its members were urged by Hall, "to 
move full steam ahead on selection of a 
nine-member 
governing board 
that 


would hire a director." Hall announced 
he wanted to meet individually with com- 
mittee members. 


AT MONDAY'S meeting Hall said, "I 


learned a lot from these individual meet- 
ings, mostly that everyone has a differ- 
ent idea about what should be done and 
how to do it. 


"I will not discount offers of advice 


from citizens, but this board of auditors 
will set up a not-for-profit corporation 
and then line up experts to run it," said 
Hall. 


The township will buy equipment to 


furnish the center, pay the rent on a se- 
lected site, and subsidize fees for low- 
income township residents who apply for 
care. 


"The center operators would get the 


students but it would be our responsi- 
bility to determine if they are eligible for 


partial fee reimbursement," said Hall. 


HALL SAID THIS approach would take 


the township out of a problem area of 
expending federal revenue sharing funds 
to run the center. 


Hall said he believes the township 


could be challenged for spending federal 
funds for a day-oare center "if we did it 
without expert advice. We know for sure 
we can spend money to help the poor and 
this way, we will do it right," said Hall. 


The board budgeted $50,000 for setting 


up a center. 


In Palatine Township a citizens group, 


similar in makeup to the disbanded Elk 
Grove Township committee, acts as a 
governing board to their township center, 
in operation since September of 1973. 


The Palatine Township day-care center 


committee hired a director and staff who 
are responsible to the committet, not the 
board of auditors. 


THE CENTER, not-for-profit organiza- 


tion, is housed in the Presbyterian Church 
of Palatine with the towns paying supple- 
mental fees for those who are eligible. 


Palatine Township social worker Ginny 


Johnson said when the center was formed 
township attornies advised the com- 
mittee that federal revenue-sharing-fund- 
expenditure guidelines prohibited using 
the money for capital investments like 
building or equipment. "We were told 
and still operate with the idea the town- 
ship supplements fees only," she said. 


Rev. Crail was critical of Hall's dis- 


missal of the original committee. "I'd 
call them all experts, very knowl- 
e d g e a b 1 e and offering several ap- 
proaches to day-care service." 


Rev. Crail said he is not in favor of a 


taxing body subsidizing a day-care oper- 
ation that would be in competition with 
others. "I was not consulted by Mr. Hall 
when he was holding his private meet- 
ings," said Crail. 


THE MINISTER said he had suggested 


the township contract with several exist- 
ing schools in the area that have at least 
30 openings for students now, Among 
them was Children's World. "Contracting 
seems sensible and I certainly don't criti- 
cize the supervisor for this action, but I 
think it's wrong for him to take advice 
from only two centers that take only one 
approach to this type of service," said 
Crail. 


Mrs. DiLeonardi said Hall's action 


doesn't surprise her. She said the citizens 
committee, according to bylaws sug- 
gested'by Hall, "had no power anyway. 
At the meeting I attended it was obvious 
that Hall leaned toward contracting with 
the Alpha Assn. especially since he 
named its main people to tell him what 
kind of center the township should 
have."

Anti-drug unit: is it a menace or a meaningful answer?

Less than three years ago, a new ab- 


breviation - MEG - joined LSD, PCP 
and others in the jargon of the suburban 
drug culture. 


MEG, short for Metropolitan Narcotics 


and 
Dangerous Drugs Enforcement 


Group, was a new secret police organiza- 
tion that sent long-haired plainclothes 
agents out on the streets in search of 
drug suppliers. 


MEG has since become the largest un- 


dercover drug enforcement agency in the 
country, responsible for hundreds of ar- 
rests. It claims growing success in halt- 
ing distribution of dangerous drugs in 
Cook County suburbs. 


Evaluating those claims is difficult be- 


cause MEG operates largely without 
public scrutiny. Its records are not rou- 
tinely available for inspection and even 
its three headquarters are hidden behind 
CIA-type front businesses in suburban of- 
fice buildings. 


A UNIVERSITY OF Illinois professor 


given access to MEG records now says 
the agency is arresting primarily mari- 
juana users rather than narcotics push- 
ers and is violating the civil rights of 
hundreds of persons. 


Prof. John A. Webster's study, pre- 


pared for the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission's evaluation of MEG fund- 
ing, sparked a five-hour debate at a Feb- 
ruary meeting of the ILEC. It has also 
promopted a vigorous attack on Webster 
and his conclusions from John Hinchy, 
MEG director. 


Webster, who runs the criminal justice 


program at Circle Campus in Chicago, 
spent a month studying MEG at the 
request of the state commission. Among 
his conclusions was that 2%-year-old 
MEG is "an experiment that resulted in 
a total failure" and a "ripoff of Cook 
County taxpayers." 


David Fogel, executive director of the 


ILEC, called Webster's evaluation "slop- 
py" and "strewn with editorials." Web- 
ster's conclusions, Fogel said, are not 


supported by the data he collected. 


WEBSTER RESPONDED by charging 


Fogel with cutting important information 
out of the report. Fogel then replied that 
the editing was necessary to protect 
MEG agents and informers and to re- 
move unwarranted editorializing by Web- 
ster. 


The state commission, which oversees 


distribution of federal money to Illinois 
police agencies, reaffirmed its support of 
the.MEG concept, despite Webster's crit- 
icism, by approving funds for three new 
MEG-type agencies downstate. 


But the commission is also setting up 


new guidelines to govern the MEGs, 
many of them aimed at correcting the 
practices Webster criticized in his eval- 
uation. One new restriction will require 
monitoring of each MEG agency by an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent. 


More guidelines are being considered 


by an ILEC committee that will meet 
this Friday. They are expected to focus 
on permissible search and seizure activi- 


ties, on what types of persons MEG can 
recruit as informers and on conditions 
under which a person arrested by MEG 
can be "turned" to become an informer. 


HERE ARE SOME of Webster's major 


charges and responses from Hinchy. 
Webster's accusations are compiled both 
from his report and from comments he 
made at the February ILEC meeting. 
Hinchy's responses 
come from 
that 


meeting and from a Herald interview: 


• "MEG has not been able to substan- 


tially affect the flow of drugs, particular- 
ly hard drugs, at the dealer and dis- 
tributor level," Webster said. He accused 
MEG of focusing on marijuana users, 
basing the charge, on his finding that 45 
per cent of all the drugs analyzed by lab- 
oratories for MEG was marijuana. 


He said that only three arrests ac- 


counted for almost half of the marijuana 
collected in 135 arrests and that in 67 of 
those arrests less than one ounce of 
marijuana was seized. "MEG is involved 


almost exclusively in transactions with 
those using very small amounts of drugs 
which means they arrest few offenders 
above the street user level," Webster 
concluded. 


Hinchy denied MEG agents seek out 


marijuana users. He said the pre- 
ponderance of marijuana seizures results 
when MEG agents seize the drug while 
on raids primarily aimed at heroin or 
LSD. 


He accused Webster of using the raw 


data on the amount of marijuana seized 
for "statistical masturbation." 


The number of charges for possession 


of marijuana are also high, but MEG 
agents will file more than one charge 
against a drug trafficker and that often 
possession of marijuana is a secondary 
charge, Hinchy said. 


A pusher with two pounds of marijuana 


to sell to high school students would just 
as willingly sell them heroin or hallucino- 


gens if he had access to those drugs, Hin- 
chy said. 


ILEC took a middle ground in the 


marijuana arrest dispute by voting to set 
a policy that MEG agents should strive 
for hard drug enforcement and leave 
marijuana law enforcement to local po- 
lice, except where marijuana enforce-" 
ment is necessary in seeking hard drug 
pushers. 


WEBSTER CHARGED MEG is wrong to 


use juveniles as informants in seeking 
out drug pushers. "It's improper to use 
police organizations supported by tax 
collars to create among young people 
this kind of spy activity," Webster said. 


ILEC Commissioner Bernard Weisberg 


seemed to agree with Webster. "Do we 
want LEAA (Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration) money to be used 
to recruit a 14-year-old as an informer? 
In general I should think no," Weisberg

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Financial losses cited 
Village official urges end 
to commuter bus operation 


by KURT BAER 


The commuter bus service run by Met- 


ron Systems Corp. in Arlington Heights 
should be terminated, and two village- 
owned buses sold, Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson has told the board of trustees. 


The action is necessary, Hanson re- 


ports, because of the operation's contin- 
uing financial losses and constraints 
upon the village budget which make a 
local subsidy for Metron impossible, 


The projected cost to the village of 


keeping Metron's Arlington Heights divi- 
sion running through the end of the year 
Is $60,900 to $84,000, depending on rider- 
ship levels. 


METRON PRES. Claude Luisada told 


a meeting of the village board's public 
health and safety committee Tuesday 
night that unless a subsidy is approved 
by the board, he will be forced to shut 
down his Arlington Heights operation af- 
ter May 31. 


Luisada said he was informed Tuesday 


that an emergency $17,000 state subsidy 
for Metron has been released by Gov. 
Daniel Walker, and that he should be re- 
ceiving a check within four to five days. 


"Regardless of this money from the 


state, comes May 31, unless there is a 
positive decision from the village board, 
we will halt all operations," Luisada told 
the committee. 


The only other possibility he identified 


was subsidy funding in June from the 
Regional Transportation Authority. 


ABOUT 100 ROUNDTRIP riders use 


Metron's three commuter routes to and 
from the Arlington Heights train station 
every day. The company, which began 
service last September, is currently los- 
ing about $4,500 a month on its Arlington 
Heights operation. 


On March 26, a village administrative 


task force was named to look into Met- 
ron's Arlington Heights service, and rec- 
ommend future action on the part of the 
village board. Hanson's conclusions are 
part of the administrative report. 


While it would be desirable to continue 


the bus service to January, the village 
does not have the money needed to make 
up the company's operating deficit, the 
report states, 


"The commitment to continue oper- 


ations would be at least a noble ex- 
periment in attempting to provide com- 
munity services;

The village board has the final decision 


on whether a local subsidy will be ten- 
dered to Metron, and Trustee Ralph 
Clarbour, chairman of the public health- 
and-safety committee, said he would ask 
for a committee-of-the-whole meeting to 
decide the question. 


THE TWO BUSES which the village 


bought for $58,000 and has been leasing 
to Metron have a resale value of about 
$40,000, the report states. 


A $6,000 loan to Metron, approved by 


the village board on March 22, is to be 
repaid from the company's $17,000 state 
grant. 


Continuing the bus service to Jan. 1, 


1975, has three principal advantages, ac- 
cording to the committee report. 


• It would permit the addition of dial- 


a-bus, shuttle service to Randhurst and 
Woodfield and a fourth commuter route. 


• It would provide time to see the ef- 


fect of RTA on Metron's financial plight. 


• It would prolong a community ser- 


vice for further testing and public eval- 
uation. 


Disadvantages of subsidizing Metron, 


according to the report are: 


• The cost would range between 


$60,900 and $84,000. 


• The philosophy of public support of 


private enterprise is not universally ac- 
cepted. 


• There is no guarantee that an ex- 


panded service would be more successful 
than the current operation. 


TO LET THE BUS service die would 


be the most economical decision, but 
would not answer an apparent need for 
the service, at least among some resi- 
dents, and would foreclose information 
on the impact of dial-a-bus, the report 
states. 


The results of a ridership questionnaire 


show that passengers who do use the bus 
service find it convenient, economical 
and well operated. A survey indicates the 
97 per cent of the riders polled on March 
29 said they thought Metron should con- 
tinue to operate. Fifty-five per cent rated 
the overall service as excellent, 40 per 
cent said satisfactory.

Elk Grove Twp. must repay U.S. $99,000

Elk Grove Township owes the Federal 


Office of Revenue Sharing $99,000 be- 
cause figures submitted to the federal of- 
fice by township officials were incorrect. 


After discovering the mistake, federal 


officials informed the township they also 
were only entitled to receive $186,000 of 
the $306,000 revenue sharing money the 
township budgeted to spend during 1974. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall said 


an "overstated tax figure" on application 
forms sent to the federal office is respon- 
sible for what he called a "governmental 
error." 


THE OFFICE of Revenue Sharing con- 


tends it was the township's mistake. 


"not only did the application error af- 


fect that period of payment (where the 
township received the $99,000 over- 
payment), but it changes how much 
money we estimated we would get this 
coming perl'd of entitlement from July 1, 
1974 to June 30,1975," said Hall. 


Hall said the township will receive only 


$86,018 of the $186,000 it is entitled to dur- 
ing the 1974-1975 period. 


The federal office, using the corrected 


form, determined 
that the townshp 


should receive the $186,000. Instead of 
sending the full amount, $86,000 was de- 
ducted as reimbursement for the over- 
payment and the township was directed 
to send the federal office a check for 
$12,912 to make up for the remainder, 
Hall said. 


HALL SAID he could not determine 


how the error happened. He contends 
that the township sent in a correct tax 
figure when it made out the forms. The 
tax figure, with other statistics, is used 
to determine how much money the town- 
ship received in revenue funds. 


"Somehow they got an overstated fig- 


ure, around $557,000, which is almost 
double our $359,000 tax total," he said. 


A clerk at the township office said 


"gosh knows who prepared the forms. 
The first ones were done by the older 
supervisor and the latest forms have the 


present supervisor's (Hall) signature. 
But he gets the figures from our auditor, 
I think." 


Alan Shepard, area coordinator, office 


of revenue sharing, said "I don't think 
the township overstated the tax figure on 
purpose 
" 


SHEPARD SAID it is a common error 


to claim taxes not legitimately allowed. 
He said his office does not see the actual 
forms sent in by township officials. "We 
get the tax figures from the Bureau of 
Census." 


Hall said the auditors must now re- 


consider how the township will spend the 
$86,000 it will get. 


The auditors allocated the following ex- 


penditures for the expected $300,000: 
Public safety, $10,000; Flood control, 
$100,000; Mental Health $50,000; Social 
services for the poor and aged and a bus 
$100,000; office equipment and township 
building and grounds remodeling, $36,948, 
and financial administration of the reve- 
nue fund, $10,000.

THE FOUR ALTERNATIVES, as pre- 


pared by Kesler, reportedly range from 


primarily single family development to 
development of the area with townhouses 
and apartments. 


All the proposals are said to include 


some common recommendations. Among 
the common elements are. 


• The creation of cul-de-sac for Old 


Wilke Road at Kirchoff. 


• A system of linear parks to connect 


green areas of the flood basin and parks 
with other open lands such as St Simon's 
church and Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal 


• Allowance for some commercial de- 


velopment in the southwest portion of the 
study area, 


One plan calls for primarily single 


family homes in the area. Apartments 
are said to be recommended as a buffer 


between the houses and the church and 
hospital. Some townhouse development is 
suggested between the apartments and 


Another plan calls for apartments fac- 


ing the Nike base with townhousee again 
acting as a buffer to single family 
homes. The retention of the single family 
zoning is recommended for the area west 
of New Wilke Road. 


A THIRD PROPOSAL reportedly calls 


for multi-family housing between New 
Wilke and Old Wilke roads north of Cen- 
tral Road when that section of the road 
is completed. The plans also include the 


recommendation for townhouses to the 
east and south of parks in the area. 


The final plan is one for continued de- 


velopment of single family housing in the 
study area. 


The area is currently zoned for single 


family houses. Huddleston is requesting 
his property be rezoned for business, ar- 
guing the heavy traffic flow in the area 
makes the future development of single 
family homes less likely. 


Other commissioners said the possible 


development of a golf course on the Nike 
site would make the area "a prime loca- 
tion" for single family homes.

Faculty council reaches 
impasse on contract talks 


by JILL BETTNER 


The Wheeling Faculty Council has de- 


clared an impasse on the 1974-75 contract 
negotiations for Dist. 21 teachers and re- 
quested the assistance of a federal 
mediator in reaching an agreement with 
the school board. 


The WFC bnrgainining team called the 


Impasse Monday night after the fifth 
negotiating session in the past 
four 


months. 


In a statement to The Herald Tuesday, 


Margo Bichter, sixth-grade teacher at 
Stevenson 
School in Wheeling and 


spokesman for the WFC bargaining 
team, explained the group's reason for 
halting the talks. 


"We made a proposal with an increase 


in salaries of approximately 12.2 per 
cent. That figure is based on what we 
believed is necessary for a fair and equi- 
table distribution of the monies avail- 
able," said Miss Richter. "An increase of 
this size Is necessary to make Dist. 21 
salaries reasonable comparable to those 
in surrounding areas." 


"THE PROPOSAL also Includes an in- 


crease of $50 per yer to the salary paid 
to teachers for extra duties. These duties 
include coaching, drama, chorus, etc. 
The Wheeling Faculty Council proposal, 
which totals 12.43 per cent, is $9,418 over 
the flat 12 per cent offered by the board. 
The Wheeling Faculty Council feels that 
limiting negotiations to arbitrary flat 
percentage figures falls to deal with the 
real problem constructively." 


Dist. 21 Associate Supt. John Barger 


heads the negotiating team for the school 
board but could not be raached for com- 
ment Tuesday, 


Supt. Kenneth Gill, however, said the 


real problem in the stalemate is the 
WFC request for the raise in extra duty 
pay. Depending on the activities they su- 
pervise, local teachers currently make 
between $450 and $1,000 per year in extra 
duty salaries. 


Gill refused to elaborate on the issue of 


extra duty pay until after the entire con- 
tract dispute is discussed by.the school 
board Thursday night at its regular 
meeting. 


COMMENTING ON the stalemate, Gill 


said only, "We thought it was a pretty 
substantial increase we were offering. I 
think it's regrettable that the WFC would 
take an impasse position at this time." 


According to the superintendent, the 


impasse could be broken at any time if 
the WFC approached the school board to 
reopen talks.
